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Approval Sheets. . 
Their Use and Abuse. 


BY EVERY PAGET. 


Approval sheets, as we are all aware, 
are sheets of paper made out of onion skin, 
or good linen. They are ruled off to hold 
generally twenty-five, fifty, or one hundred 
stamps. Enough room is left in each 
space so ruled off for the stamp and a 
place below to mark the price thereof. At 
the top of the sheet we find the number of 
the sheet, the owner’s name, the total 
value of the stamps thereon, the commis- 
sion allowed, and generally a statement 


that all stamps are guaranteed genuine, 
also they must be returned within a certain 


number of days. 

All dealers have approval sheets. Any 
collector, upon furnishing good references, 
or a cash deposit, or a stamp society num- 
ber, is entitled to receive stamps on appro- 
val. Heis generally allowed a commission 
or discount on all he sells or buys himself. 
The ccllector deducts the commission and 
sends remittance for the net amount to the 
dealer. 

This method has its good points as well 
as its bad ones. It often happens, more 
frequently amongst youths, who are buy- 
' They may act honestly for 
batch or 


ing stamps. 
some time, and then get a 
several batches from as many different 
dealers, of valuable stamps, and being un- 
informed of the consequences, never return 
them. This the dealer a vast 
amount of trouble and expense, but quite 
often lands the offender in the reform 
school. 

Again there is encountered the substi- 
tution fiend. He removes one stamp and 
places another in its stead. He takes off a

perfect specimen and replaces it with a fair 
or poor specimen of the denomination, 
Dealers keep a diagram showing just what 
stamp was placed in each position, and 
often a description of it, and if there has 
been any substitution it is easily discern- 
ible. Where a dealer has u large and in- 
creasing approval sheet trade, it is hard to 
detect some substitutions, but the detec- 
tion most always follows sooner or later, so 
complete is the system, and the guilty 
party is punished. Not, however, until 
the dealer has lost some money. 

Again, the boy dealer does much to be- 
little the approval sheet business. He 
advertises and sends out approval sheets 
filled with stamps marked one, two, and 
three cents each, which stamps would be 
dear at 50 cents per thousand. It costs 
money for postage, though, to return those 
stamps. 


Not so much as formerly, variousdealers 
took to sending out stamps unsolicited. 
Thus when a party joined a society, or a 
dealer became possessed of an address 
from a reliable source, the addressee was 
flooded with approval sheets from various 
dealers. This would not have been so bad 
had they all enclosed a self addressed 
stamped envelope. But few, aye, a very 
few, indeed, did this. And yet these 
dealers wrote threatening letters to the 
parties who did not return the said stamps 
promptly. Why it would make a party 
bankrupt buying envelopes and stamps to 
return these various approval sheets with. 

However, this approval sheet method is 
an excellent one for filling up collections if 
conducted in the proper manner. Stamps 
are arranged and classified by the varloug, 
responsible dealers now, and a postal card 
and names of reliable references will bring 
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it for granted that a particular reference is 
bona fide and responsible, The only 
correct way is to look them up before send- 
ing the stamps when the party is unknown 
_ to you. 

When you write a dealer asking him to 
send stamps on approval, it does not neces- 
_ sarily follow that you intend to buy some 
stamps, nor are ~you compelled to do so. 
It only carries the inference that you will 
buy if you receive the stamps desired and 
the prices are right. 

The approval sheet method, as we have 
seen, has its drawbacks as well as its ad- 
vantages. Among the more advanced col- 
 lectors, the want list is superseding the ap- 
proval sheet. The collector sends the 
dealer his want list and states the price he 
will pay. The dealer, if he has the stamps, 
sends them on and if suitable to the col- 
ector he accepts and remits for them, Of 
course when the dealer cannot supply the 
entire list he sends as many as he can, and 
the collector sends the remainder of the 
list to some other dealer.

New Zealand Notes. 


BY INVERTED WATERMARK. 


The Colonial printing of the new issue of 
New Zealand has been commenced in Wel- 
lington at the Government printing office. 
The issue is to be printed on ‘“‘small star 
-_N.Z.” paper and the old 11 perforating 
machine is to be used until worn out, when 
the finer perforations will be re-adopted. 
It is reported that several of the plates have 


been spoiled. I can hear nothing to make 
sure but I know that several post offices 
have received fresh stocks of the old 6d 
brown. I expect to send further informa- 
tion next month. 

The 2d Insurance stamp is printed in 


two very distinct shades—brown lake and 
indian red, The first mentioned being per- 
forated 11, and is rather scarce. 

The Wanganui Philatelic Society has 
just closed a very satisfactory year. It has 
a membership of 48 paid up members; sales 
for the year amounting to £180, assets £26 
and liabilities nil. This must be regarded 
as very satisfactory and shows that phila- 
tely is flourishing in New Zealand.

Honduras. 


BY APEMANTUS. 

On the general issue, 1890, of the 
stamps of Honduras will be found a pecu- 
liar picture. Many of the younger collect- 
ors, and, no doubt, some of the older ones, 
have speculated as to what the picture rep- 
resented. The following paragraph will 
give a knowledge of what the picture rep- 
resents, and an idea of the early civilization 
of Honduras. 

In Copan, in Honduras, is a pyramidal 
structure nearly one hundred and fifty feet 
in height, (very likely the one from which 
the engraving on these stamps was made. ) 
It is built after the manner of the Egypt- 
ian temples; this principal one with several 
smaller ones, and all within a ‘‘sacred en- 
closure.” The figure of a large baboon, 
somewhat resembling the cynocephalous of 
the Egyptians, was found; also sculptured 
obelisks a dozen feet in height. The Span- 
ish conquistadors destroyed all the records 
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they could find, and the key to the hiero- 
glyphics. So far no one has been able to 
translate them. In the Department of 
Comayagua alone there are more than 
three hundred of these interesting struc- 
tures; and several thousand of them in 
Central America and Mexico. They were 
supposed to have been built for either re- 
ligious or defensive purposes, possibly for 
both. In the chambers of some of these 
pyramids the remains of idols and altars, 
and the evidences of ancient worship are 
still found, 

These Honduas stamps were of the man- 
ufacture of Mr. Seebeck, and are very 
pretty in design and coloring. It would 
be interesting to know just how many of 
these stamps were actually used for the 
prepayment of postage, and whether any 
value above the 10 cent was ever legiti- 
mately used. Neither Scott nor Stanley 
Gibbons catalogues them in used condition. 

The Britanica gives the number of post 
offices in 1886, as 33. which carried 299,614 
letters and newspapers during that year. 

The Bogert & Durbin Co., had a con- 
tract with Mr. Seebeck, to furnish them 
100,000 series of this issue and 200,000 
extra of each of the 1 cent and 2 cent 
values. These stamps, of course, never 
went to Honduras at all. Mons. Mcens in 
an article in Le Timbre Post, a few years 
since, scored this firm pretty hard on their 
manner of putting these stamps on the 
market. He states that they are the 
agent of Mr. Seebeck. 

We believe, however, that their method 
of handling the Honduras stamps is about 
on a par with the recent sale of the period- 
jcal stamps of the United States.

Argentine Republic. 
Its Rule and Rulers 1816-1890, 


BY APEMANTUS. 


The separation of Argentine Republig 
from the home government was declared 
in 1816, and from that time until San Mar- 
_ tin led his victorious troops into the city of 
Lima, Peru, the great stronghold of the 
Spaniards, the Argentines had little hope of 
independence. 

The war was continued until 1824 when 
the final victory was gained, though the 
Spanish government did not acknowledge 


their independence until 1842. With the 
exception of Rivadavia, San Martin seems to 
be the most popular of the Argentine pat- 
_ riots for illustrating their stamps. His pic- 
ture appears on the l5c., 1867; 24c.,1877. | 
l5c., 1888, 1c., 1891; le., 1892-99, ; | 

In 1825, Rivadavia was elected president, | 
which office he filled until 1827, when he 
resigned to prevent civil war. His policy 
was to form a strong national government, - 
while that of his opponents was fer the in- 
dependence of each state as far as possible. 
His successor of the opposing party was 
Vicente Lopez. 

Rivadavia is portrayed on the 5-, 10-, and 
-15-cent 1864-67; the 5-cent, 1867; the 
surcharged varieties, 1877-84; 8-cent, 1877- 
87; 5-cent, 1891-99. He ‘“‘stands in America 
second alone to Washington the represent- 
ative statesman of a free people.” He was 
instrumental in securing the independence 


of Uruguay, in 1828. His later days were 
spent in exile in Europe, and he died in 
Spain in 1845 at the age of 65 years. 

Vicente Lopez who succeeded Rivadavia, 
was born in Buenos Ayres. He was 
president of the republic until succeeded by 
Dorrego, in 1827, and held many impor- 
tant offices until the time of his death, 1856 

He was author of the Argentine national 
hymn. His portrait adorns the 2-cent, 
1888-90. 

Dorrego, who was of the same political 
faith as Lopez, was at the head of the gov- 
ernment until 1828, when he was defeated 
by the opposing party under General La- 
valle, and in trying to regain the city was 
captured and shot, without trial. Lavalle, 
who had fought under San Martin against 
Chili and Peru, and the Brazilians, was no 
doubt a strong partisan of Rivadavia, and 
bitterly opyosed to the government of Dor- 
rego, which must account for the seeming- 
ly inhumane treatment of him. Dorrego 
is portrayed on the 40-cent, 1890. 

Lavalle was governor, 1828-29, when he 
was defeated by Roses. . The government 
was practically in his hands until 1852, 
he was defeated by the forces of Urguiza. 
Under Urguiza a new constitution was de- 
clared, on very much more liberal lines 
than that of the former government. He 
was elected president for six years, but 
Buenos Ayres refused to join the confeder- 
ation, until forced to do so in 1859. Ur- 
guiza retained the presidency until 1860, 
when he took command of the army until 
defeated by Mitre in 186]. With this 
battle the Federalist System came to an 
end; Urguiza retired to Entra Rios, where 
he was assasinated in 1871. Urguiza’s 
picture may be found on the 3 cent 1888-89 
4 cent 1890. 
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The Specialist’s Error 
and Its Correction.

Tn the good old days of fifteen years ago 
when a complete set of state departments 
could be bought for $7.00 and others in 
proportion, it was the universal practice 
among collectors to collect anything in the 
postage stamp line which came their way 
and as minor varieties were unknown a 
collection naturally embraced all nations 
and a collector would point with pride to 
gems from all parts of the globe. 

The collectors of these early days studied 
and worked as hard as any of the present 
students of minor varieties but it was in a 
different way. 

They didn’t don microscopical glasses 
and burn the midnight oil to discover if 
there were really 157,698 hairs in Washing 
ton’s queue or only 157,697 as the cata- 
logue said, or if the exact color of their 
latest French acquisition was light blue, 
blue, dark blue, bluish ultramarine, ultra- 
marine, ete., ad infinitum. 

The world, however, movesfast. Withthe 
discovery of varieties (?) prices have nat- 
urally advanced,and they have advanced 
on the wings of the wind, mounting sky- 
ware, until now many are away out of the 
reach of mortal hands. Then with the rise 
of prices various countries went into the 
discovering business, and what did they 
discover? Simply that they positively 
must have a new issue every two or three 
years with a commemorative issue or two 
on the side to act as a spice to the Phila- 
telic appetite. 

These things went on until a collector 
could no longer hope to get a fair represen- 
tative collection from all countries so the 


great majority became specialists. This is 
the natural outcome of minor varieties and 
unnecessary issues. Now what is the 
natural outcome of specializing? Why 
the collector studies the stamps of hi, 
favorite countries and discovers still other, 
and more minor vavieties (7) and so the 
work goes on, discouraging all who have 
not the time to spend deciphering minor 
varieties, 

There have appeared from time to time 
in the mvgazines, articles decrying this 
eviland its effect in driving the young col- 
lector from the ranks of Philately and 
causing his enlistment in the ranks of the 
numerous other armies of collectors, but I 
have yet to see the man who has suggested 
a feasible scheme for suppressing the ten- 
dency. 

Many are agreed that the only way is to 
do away with minor varieties, but how 
As long as there are searchers? Now I 
don’t advocate sending them to the Phili- 
ppines or feeding them on “‘coftin beef” but 
should use a little gentle persuasion. 

These searchers after varieties mistake 
the true object of stamp collecting. They 
study the stamp for slips of the engraver’s 
seapel, slight differences in color, ete., but 
what does this all amount to? What have 
we learned? It nearly goes to prove the 
old adage ‘‘To err is human” and shows 
that the engraver and printer are only 
human, but to my mind the discoverer errs 
more than the engraver. Certainly no one 
profits in real knowledge. The dealer 
profits in a financial way. That is all. 

Now to my mind the true object of col- 
lecting stamps is to get a better knowledge 
of countries, peoples, customs, manners, 
languages, monies, etc., and this cannot 
be done by seeking for unintentional vari- 
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eties. To be sure we cannot study the 
- governments, ete., with the aid of stamps 
alone, but they can, and should, act as 
guides and reminders. 

In studying forms of government, the 
revenue stamps are of as great value as the 
postal emissions, and by studying these 
along these lines the young collector would 
receive aid in the study of civics and kin- 
- dred subjects as great as that given by 
the average teacher. As for the advanced 
and older collectors, if they would work 
along this line and ignore all unintentional 
varieties they would find much which 
would be new to them, and thus add a 
small amount of practical knowledge to 
their store-house of facts instead of storing 
it with chaff, which is something, yet is 
nothing. 

Therefore, I say, collect all legitimate 
varieties (ds there are tess than 12,000 of 
these varieties it is not an impossibility) 
and also the revenues of all countries if 
possible and study them for knowledge of 
the country represented and not of the 
particular stamp. You may not, probably 
will not, have a complete collection as 
many varieties of necessity are nearly im- 
possible to obtain, but you will have ob- 
tained knowledge, and ‘‘knowledge is 
wealth.”

In order to comply with the Postal 
Union Regulations, the New Zealand Goy- 
ernment intend altering the color of the 3p 
to green, lp to red, and 2p to dark blue. 
This will make it necessary to alter the 
color of the 4p and 6p, the colors for these 
have not yet been selected. The altera- 
tions will take place as soon as the present 
stock of stamps is sold out. The old per- 
forating machine, measuring 11, will be 
used until worn out. 

The Gov. Life Ins. 2p is to be found in 
two distinct colors, red brown, and dark 
brown, the latter is the scarcer of the two. 

Williams & Co., of Peru, appear to have 
given philatelists in all parts of the world a 
turn, The New Zealand Philatelic Society 
freely circulated their price lists of cheap 
sets, etc., of Peru, to all its members and [ 
know of several who sent away for large 
orders. The prices seemed so low, and the 
firm bore such a big name, that no doubt 
as to their genuiness seemed to have exist- 
ed. However, once bitten twice shy, and 
those who have fallen in on Williams & Co, 
will not be in such a hurry to buy up any 
catch line from foreign firms in the future.

Postal Peculiarities. 


BY GEO. W., HICKS. 


_ Rat-tat. ‘Only the postman”. And 
we open the letter and throw away the en- 
velope without the glimpse of a thought of 
the wonderful machinery by which it has 
_ been carried—perhaps between three and 
- four hundred miles—in ten hours or so at 
the cost of a few cents, a fact which cer- 
tainly entitles the post office toa place 
pretty high up amongst the marvels of a 
- modern civilization. 

Let us carry our minds back to the time 
_ when the postman was not, and the letter- 
carrier, as a letter-carrier, was an un- 
known being; when letters and packets, 
unless they were sent by a special messen- 
_ ger, wandered about from carter to carter, 
_and if they finally reached their destina- 
tion at all, which was by no means to be 
looked upon as more than probable, took a 
_ most unconscionable long time about it. 
Not till the period of the Wars of the 
Roses, in England, three hundred years 
ago, did our ancestors think the establish- 
ment of anything approaching to a post- 
office a necessity; but the conveyance of 
letters then began to be entrusted to the 
common carriers, whose heavy waggons 
‘splashed along leisurely through mud and 
mire; and ifthe reply to a letter, say to 
London, came back within a couple of 
months or so, the sender of the original 
“missive thought himself an extremely lucky 
individual. 

_ Wretched as was this method—or want 
of method—of letter-carrying, it was en- 
dured with only a moderate amount of 
grumbling; the richer classes sending their 
* correspondence by private foot-runners, 
until in the sixteenth century foot and 


horse posts began to be rezularly employ- 
ed, and continued to be the only means 
used for a couple of hundred years or 
thereabouts, 

The postal service of those times was a 
very deliberate affair, with an entire ab- 
sence of that haste without hurry, and 
speed withsut confusion, which character- 
ise the post-office at present. An idea of 
its rapidity may be gathered from the fact 
that in 1635 the reigning monarch, Charles 
L., of unhappy memory, anxious to expc- 
dite the carrying of mails between London 
and Edinburgh, the most important post 
in the kingdom, issued a proclamation 
commanding his ‘‘postmaster for foreign 
parts to settle a running post or two” such 
was the almost studiously ambiguous word- 
ing of the document, “‘ to run night and 
day between Edinburgh and London; to 
go thither and to come back again in six 
days”. Nowadays the mails are whirled 
between the two capitals in something like 
nine hours. 

But as late as the year 1715 foot-runners 
were the only letter-carriers in Scotland. 
The runner went what he considered:a fair 
day’s journey, and then quietly put up for 
the night and started again in the morning 
that is, if it didn’t happen to rain hard, be- 
cause if it did he frequently felt quite just- 
ified in not starting until he could do so 
without danger of a wetting. 


Little wonder that many of the packets 
entrusted to the care of the Post Office bore 
startling and uncomplimentary superscrip- 
tions, calculated, as the writers hoped with 
a feeling of half c(lespondency, if such a 
seemingly contradiction of terms is allow- 
able, to goad the lazy runners into a little 
Here is a specimen: ‘‘Be 
Ride, vil- 


extra exertion. 
this letter delivered with haste! 
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lain, ride for thy life,—for thy life”. Such 
a direction upon an envelope would, in this 
nineteenth century, cast considerable doubt 
upon the sanity of the writer thereof. But 
the times are changed. 

But people grumbled hugely, and Mr. 
Palmer, who eventually introduced great 
reforms into the service, complains a little 
less than a hundred years ago, that the 
post, instead of being the swiftest, is 
almost the slowest conveyance in the coun- 
try, and that though from the great im- 
provement in the roads, other carriers have 
proportionately mended their speed, yet 
the post is as slow as ever. 

But the penny post came and put a stop 
to all this. Some who read this page will 
remember the scarlet coated postman of 
their early days, with his chimney-pot hat, 
adorned with a cockade. His uniform 
probably cost nearly three times as much 
as that of the busy Mercury of to-day, and 
he took things considerably more easily. 

But these are days of express speed in 
this as in other matters, and the work of 
the Post Office never ceases, now, by night 
and day.

The Stamps of Servia. 


BY CHARLES FRANCIS ROBINSON. 


Servia is a kingdom belonging to Balkan 
peninsula of Europe, lying between Bosnia 
on the west and Bulgaria and Roumania on 
the east,and between the Turkish province 
of Albania on the south and the Austrian 
Military Frontier on the north. From 
Bosnia it is separated by the Dwina, from 
Austrian and Roumanin territory by the 
Danube and the Save, and from Bulgaria 
partly by Timok. Some parts of the 
southern frontier are indicated by mount- 


ains but elsewhere there are no natural 
boundries. In shape Servia is an irregular 
trapezium, situated between 42° 30° and 
45° N, Lat. and 19° and 22° 30’ KE. Long. 

The area is 18,760 sq. miles, and the pow- 
ulation was estimated at the end of 1884 
to be 1,902, 419, thus giving a density of 
about 100 to the sq. mile. This low dens- 
ity, only about one-third of that of the U. 
S., is explained by the nature of the sur- 
face, the inland position, the defective 
communications with the exterior, and the 
absence of manufacturing industries. As 


a general rule the Servian highlands con- 
sist of detached groups of mountains and 
conical hills with gentle slopes rising from 
verdant valleys, and they are mostly cover- 
ed to the top with forests, chiefly of oaks 
and beech, the higher summits in the south 
also with conifirs, But the plains, though 
numerous, are of no great extent, and oc- 
cur chiefly along the banks of the rivers. 

The stamps of Servia first appeared in 
1866, consisting of 1, 2, 10, 20 and 40p. 
They exist in various varieties, until in 18 
68 they appeared imperf. The next yeara 
new issue came out, being perf. 94, 11 and 
12. consisting of the following denomina- 
tions 1, 10, 15, 20, 25, 35, 40 and 50p. In 
1872 the lp appeared imperf., with the ad- 
dition of a 2p black, and, in 1879, some of 
the higher values appeared perf. with 
wider margins. A pew and beautiful de- 
sign appeared in 1881, of the denomina- 
tion of 5, 10, 20, 25 and d0p. and a Id. 
They were perf. 13. Another design some- 
what similar, came to view in 1890; it con- 
sisting of the same denominations as the 
last issue. 

In 1894 the design was again changed; 
this time the head being in an oval frame 
instead of a square one as before, It was 
on white wove paper and consisted of the 
usual denominations. The only outside is- 
sue indniged in by Servia is a series of un- 
paid letter stamps; having issued no enve- 
lopes, wrappers ete. The stamps of Servia 
ean reach the collection of them illionaire as 
well as the school-boy, as the catalooue 
value extends from 2c to $25.00. =

The 
regular issue of this paper is 12 pages and 
all over that number are to be considered 
as a gift from the publishers. This paper 
is not ‘‘thin” unless it contains less than 12 
pages. We think 12 pages and cover for 
25c a year is good value but during the 
past year (Aug. 1 to July 1) we have given 
214 pages, an average of 18 pages a month 
Because we come down to a regular sized 
issue occasionally is no reason why review- 
ers should give the public the impression 
that we are not giving full value for money- 
received.

We believe that one of the best reasons for 
this grand condition of trade is, that the 
number of collectors is gradually increasing,

ronage is far in excess of last year, al- 
though there have not been many dealers 
started during the yeu.

Miles of Stamps. 


From Happy Days. 
Uncle Sam printed just a few postage 
-stamps during the year 1898. The num- 
ber of 2-cent stamps issued duting the year 
was about 2,500,000,000. 
ber, obviously, 
the human mind, but perhaps the matter 
may be made more clear by Bauving it 
otherwise. 

An ordinary 2-cent stamp is Prachi one 
inch long, From this fact, by a little cal- 
culation, it is easy. to discover .that the 
number of stamps of this denomination is- 
sued in 1898, placed end. to end, would ex- 
tend a distance considerably exceeding 39 
000 miles. In other words, they would 
make a continuous strip of stamps, eaeh 
one adorned with. the head of the Father 
of His Country, stretching in-a belt more 
than once and a half around the equator. 


Of couse, though the 2-cent stamps are - 


those principally used, there are. others. 
Enough lcent postage stamps have been is- 
sued during the yea: 1898 to stretch from 
New York City, by way of Europe & Asia, 
to Bombay, India, if similarly- arranged in 
one strip. All other stamps, as to produc- 
tion and sales, are of minor importance, 
comparativly speaking, but it is interesting 
to know that almost exactly one mile of $1 
stamps ‘were manufactured for the demand 
of 1898. Of $5 stamps the production was 
equivalent to a little more than half a fur- 


Such a num. | 
is beyond the grasp. of 


long, or about oue-fifth of a mile. 

Now, if all the postage stamps printed 
by the United States Governmént in 1898 
were placed one on top ofeach other, as 
nearly as might be without’ putting them 
under pressure, how high do you suppose 
the pile of them would be? There is no 
use guessing; you would never get it nearly 
right, unless you went to work to caleula- 
te it for yourself. The. 3,500,000,000 
stamps of all denominations printed the 
current year—the statement, of course, is 
approximate-—would tower to an elevation 
of 21 miles. This is more than thrice the 
height of ‘the highest mountain in the” 
world—Mount Everest, in the “Himalay as. 
If thie same number of stamps wa8 piled ap 
in the form of the ordinary sheets of 100° 
each, it follows that’ the stack would ee 
over a fifth of a mile high. 

During the year’ 1898 the number of 
special-delivery stamps sold was about 5, 
250,000. 1t is only reasonable to suppose 
that the average journey of the special-de- 
livery messenger is halfa mile. Indeed, 
that is an absurd underestimate; but-let it 
go at that. On this assumption the dis- 
tance traveled for special delivery in 1898 
was-about 2,625,000 milese «That is a very 
considerable; space to traverse, asmay be 
realized when it is considered that a mes- 
senger boy, in order to accomplish that 
total distance, would have to go about 11, 
000 times around the world, or5 times to 
the moon and back. ..

It appears, from figures furnished by the 
Postotfice Department, that the average e| 
person in Massachusetts, including men, 
women and children, spends $2.30 on post- 
age per annum. New York comes second, 
with an expenditure of $2.27, and D.C., 
third, with $2.16 Colorado is fourth, with 
$1.93, and Connecticut is fifth, with $1.80. 
The States ranking lowest in this regard 
are South Carolina, with 25 cents per cap- 
ita; Mississippi, with 34 cents; Alabama, 
with 35 cents; Arkansas, with 37 cent, and 
North Carolina, with 41 cents. 


A Cak about Stamps.

A writer in the Stamp Exchange July 
No. tells us that the stamps of N, Bruns- 
wick which have been sold lately at 50c a 
set, are remainders which were recently 
sold to dealers. 


He also states that Canadian Revenues 
are becoming more popular since the issu- 
ance of the new issue, which all reports say 
are very pretty, although as yet he had not 
seem them. He omitted to mention that 
allthe unused Cuban and Porto Rican 
stamps now for sale are remainders which 
had been sold to dealers. 


In the case of New Brunswick, whatever 
stamps were on hand when Confederation 
took place, were of course remainders and 
as there were not many collectors in those 
days quite a few stamps remained in some 
county post-offices—until hunted up lately 
by energetic stamp dealers and I only wish 
there had been a few of the British Colum- 
bia and Nova Scotian stamps left over as 
remainders, which would have been good 
enough for poor people. 


I think Canadians will be surprised to 
hear that there is to be a new issue of 
Revenue stamps, perhaps they are the new 
Tobacco and Cigar stamps. They are in- 
deed much handsomer than the old stamps, 
but the fellow who goes around caneelling 
them on boxes of Tobacco, nearly always 
manages to render them useless to collec- 
tors by punching the Queen’s head full of 
holes instead of punching them only on the 
spot marked ‘‘Cancel here”. 


I have not seen any Newfoundland - 
stamps offered at wholesale, advertised or 
mentioned in any Philatelic Paper except 
by the above mentioned writer in the 
Stamp Exchange. 


“Odd Collections” 


By Zura. 


The average collector only secures one 
specimen of each stamp issued by a given 
country and little dreams of the freaks and 
oddities collected by the specialist. He in 
turn is ignorant of many unique and ‘‘Pos- 
itively Unique” (this latter by permission 
of ‘‘Drew” of Boston) collections which one 
will find in this country and abroad. 

One collector collects in pairs, used or 
unused, and then in blocks of 4, 6 or 8 as 
the case may be, still another collects 
stamps by the entire sheets. A certain 
collector in England has a collection of the 
1d blacks 1840, on the entire covers, each 
one dated and used each day while the is- 
sue was in use. 

Some American collectors procure entire 
envelopes by the box. A collection of this 
kind is arranged on shelves the date, issue 
and size of the envelope being on each suc- 
ceeding box, of course only the rich can in- 
dulge in this wholesale accumulation. 
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_ Several, in fact thousands, endeavor to 


‘secure, one specimen of the first issue of 


every country on the globe, but very few 
of these are complete as many of the first 
stamps issued are among the rarest of the 
race. 

The collection of entires, both envelopes 
and adhesives, is very fascinating, the only 
thing that vetoes this among many collec- 
tions is the space required for arranging 
and classifying them. 

An odd and interesting collection of one 
collector consists of several hundred ordin- 
ary leand 2c stamps each one bearing a 
legible cancellation and representing all 
the large cities in the “Union”. This can 
be secured by any collector, at aslight cost 
and which when shown to visiting friend 
(non collectors) will cut more ‘‘ice,” as the 
kid says, than a collection of rare stamps. 
Right. here I»would say; it don’t pay to 
show rare stamps to folks unless they are 
educated enough to appreciate them. As 
stamps worth 2c are just as interesting to 
the. average person as one worth $50.00. 

Theabove are only a few of the many 
known oddities in the way of collections, 
there are probably hundreds of others just 
as interesting and unique.

Russian, marked insufficiently 
paid by 64c. New Zealand ‘“‘No declara- 
tion.” Fortunately my return card was on 
them or in due time those parties would 
have been put down as not over particular 
in making exchanges. 

Moral: Use Starnaman Bros’. printed 
envelopes. 

I have noticed several reports that the 
P. O. department at Ottawa have a supply 
of two-cent purple stamped envelopes. 
This may be the case, but some time ago, 
$22.50 sent for one thousand was returned 
with remarks, ‘‘issue exhausted.” 

We often hear the remark, what foolish- 


ness to collect stamps but who are the 
most foolish, those who do or do not? 

Stamp collecting was first introduced by 
a Belgium school-master in the early °40’s 
who saw the benefits his scholars would 
derive. 

Although the number of collectors has 
increased one thousand fold, there is still 
money to be made in collecting, at least 
that has been my experience, since again 
taking up the hobby. 

Those readers of the Philatelic Advocate 
who noticed an article in a Toionto paper 
of July, representing the prices that an 
English firm would pay for certain values 
of Jubilee and Maple Leaf issues and antic- 
ipating sending any away, would do well 
to write first, or state the lowest cash 
price they will take. The writer knows of 
returns made on several varieties consider- 
able less than prices referred to and on 
these varieties less than same would have 
brought here. Of course no blame can be 
attached to the firm, as the Stamp Mark- 
et fluctuates the same as other articles of 
commerce, and no doubt the high prices 
sent considerable numbers of stamps across 
the waters 3

New Cancellation. 

Philadelphia’s coming exposition is be- 
ing advertised by means of postage stamp 
cancellation. 

Postmaster General Smith has issued an 
order to the effect that hereafter all letters 
leaving the Philadelphia post office shall 
be cancelled with stamps bearing the im- 
print of the big industrial show. The vse 
of the new cancelling machinery went 
into effect August 24th, when five of the 
cancelling machines in the central 
office began marking all letters in this 
manner. The fourteen remaiaing mach- 
ines have since been supplied and now 
every letter that is delivered in Philadel- 
phia or sent from there is stamped with 
the official imprint of the National Export 
Exposition. 

The imprint is in an oval to the right of 
the regular post mark and reads as follows: 

“NAT'L EXPORT 
SEP.-14—1899—NOV..-30 
EXPOSITION.”

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Be Steadfast, 


BY S. A. D. COX. 


Whatever else you may do, if you are a 
stamp collector, be steadfast; be persistent 
in the collecting of stamps, Don’t go wild 
over the pastime for awhile, pester the life 
out of your friends and bore them to death, 
only to become Jater lukewarm and finally 
drop collecting altogether. Instead, 
slow; make up your mind to become a 
permanent addition to the ranks. By 
doing this, you will have plenty of time, 
and will not have to rush around like a 
wild man, seeking for stamps. You will 
find a good stamp here, a nice specimen 
there, will add them to your collection, 
and will keep this up steadily and continu- 
ously for years and years. What will be 
the result? Ultimately you will find your- 
self possessed of a fine collection, a collec- 
tion worth perhaps several thousand dollars 
—certainly several hundred dollars. 

The person who is steadfast in the col- 
lecting of stamps, is the person who is 
rewarded in a wonderful degree; and it is 
the collector who is flighty, who is all en- 
thusiasm for a few weeks, only to let his 
enthusiasm ooze out after a short period, 
who not only does not get much benefit 
from the pastime, but will lose by it, as he 
buys specimens for his album at retail 
rates, and then sells them back at whole- 
sale, losing considerable by the operation. 

A case in point: The Chicago corre-

a collector there, several collections, 


| Spondent of a stamp journal says that a 


certain dealer in that city has within the 
past three or four years bought back from 
the 


| collector being attacked so often with the 
| collecting fever and while it is upon him, 


buys freely, masses a fairly good collection 
only to have his interest and enthusiasm 


| lapse, the selling of the collection back to 


the dealer following as a matter of course. 
Now this is folly of the worst kind. If the 


| collector in question had been steadfast in 


the collecting of stamps, and had hung on 
to his first collection, and kept adding to 
it as he could, he would now have a valu- 


| able collection, and one worth considerably 


more than it cost, instead of having no 
collection at all and being out quite a good 
deal of money besides. 

I would urge all collectors who are col- 


| lecting at all, to give this matter their at- 


| astrous one it is, too—of ‘“‘hurry” 


tention. Make up your minds that you 
are in the ranks for good and all, that you 
will collect so long as you live; by doing 
this, you will eliminate the element—a dis- 
from 
your collecting. You know you have 
plenty of time; you do not have to make a 
complete colletion in a few weeks or 
months. You are enlisted not only ‘:for 
the war.” but for life, and you can afford 
to take your time. To do this insures 
several things: 1. Perfect specimens, 
since you are in no hurry, and can wait 
until a perfect specimen comes your way. 
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2. A handsome collection, because having 
plenty of time you can arrange the stamps 
ina handsome manner. 3. A good collection 
and a valuable one, at a low price, for 
the reason that being in no hurry, you can 
take your time and wait and watch for 
bargains, and when seen you can take ad- 
vantage of them to your great benefit. 
4. An ultimate fine collection, for all the 
reasons set forth above. Having plenty of 
time in which to make the collection, the 
result can not be otherwise than that you 
will ultimately be the possessor of a hand- 
some and valuable collection. 

It isa common thing nowadays to read 
of collectors returning to the ranks who 
were collectors’ years and years ago, and 
who for one reason or another quit collect- 
ing. Nine times out of ten it will be 
found that these collectors went into the 
work in the first place without any set 
idea of making it any permanent thing, 
they did not have much knowledge of the 
pastime but had become interested in it 
through hearing so much about collecting, 
and after they haa collected for awhile, let 
their interest wane, and later quit alto- 
gether. Then, years later, having learned 
that there are thousands of collectors in 
the United States and Canada, and tens of 
thousands in the world, and having learned 
that stamps are valuable, that there are 
hundreds of publications devoted to noth- 
ing else save stamps and stamp collecting, 
they have become interested a second time 
and have started to collect again. And it 
is from these collectors of anet bellum days 
that come the wails over old collections 
lost, destroyed or given away, which, had 
the owners started collecting right, and 
remained steadfast in the work, would 
have been worth enough to set said owners 


up in business, or enable them to take life 
easy for a few years at least. 

Lack of steadfastness is the chief diffi- 
culty to be met with in the case of young 
collectors. I do not think the stamp 
journals, as a rule, impress this point upon 
the minds of young collectors to the degree 
that they should. If you will convince the 
young collector that it will pay him to be- 
come a permanent collector he will become 
one; if you let him think the pastime is 
merely a fad, to be fostered and indulged 
in for awhile and then dropped, you assist 
in keeping the percentage of permanent 
collectors from the ranks of the young 
down to a low notch. The young collector 
is not told to go slow and build up a col- 
lection by degrees, but to hustle and get a 
collection as quickly as possible, or he will 
get left—which results, too often, in the 
young collector making strenuous efforts, 
in the spending of all his pocket money, 
and finally in his becoming tired and dis- 
couraged, where, had he been taught aright 
and told to go slow and to take his time, 
buying only when he is sure he is getting 
a bargain and when he can spare the 
money, he would never have become tired 
of the pastime, and discouraged or disgust- 
ed. The young collector must have a little 
money for other pleasures; stamp collecting 
will not fill the entire bill. In a few years, 
however, he will have become a determined 
persistent collector, and one who will 
spend his money freely, when he has the 
money to spare, and the dealers who did 
not make much off his trade when he was 
in the incipient stage, so to speak, of the 
collecting fever, will then, and forever 
after, have opportunities in plenty of reap- 
ing profits from his trade. 

Encourage the young collector to be 


* 
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steadfast in the collecting of stamps, to 
become a permanent collector; it will pay 
us all, for it will cause the number of col- 


_lectors to grow more rapidly, and every 


addition to the ranks makes the collec- 
tions, already formed and forming, more 
valuable.

THE point to which all our collectors are 


“looking forward, is the issuing of Scott’s 


59th Standard Catalogue. Dealers are al- 
ready beginning to quote its prices, and 
one monthly here is printing the advance 


sheets, but collectors are still uninformed 


as to the changes that have been made. 
The statement that the ‘‘boom’’ prices of 
the 58th have been disregarded seems to 
be received with favor by both dealers and 
collectors, both of whom have tired of the 
50% discount business. 

_ Tux colonial stamps of the United States 
are in a fair way to become as unpopular 
as the earlier issues of the French,colonies. 
It is charged and admitted that the govern- 
ment dies at Hartford Conn., have been 
used to print the surcharge for Cuba on 
many different varieties of envelopes, some 
lots numbering only 1,500. The Postottice 
Department states that this has been 
put a stop to, but how many varieties have 
been printed and how many forgeries will 
be put on the market on the strength of 
this slip remains to be seen. There is no 
question but that the stamps are good for 
postal purposes, indeed, some surcharges 
have been received through the mails, but 
other lots have been printed on private 
orders, and then appear in the hands of

Speculative issues, sold first for the benefit 
of the Cuban postal department, and after- 
wards at greatly increased prices, by deal- 
ers who have arranged for the printing of 
the particular variety or varieties offered 
for sale. If collectors want these, they had 
better buy them from reputable dealers 
who, in the event of the envelopes being 
discredited, will arrange matters to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 

Tur private mailing cards authorized by 
act of Congress in May, 1898, are causing 
endless trouble to the postal officials. The 
law requires that they shall bear tha words 
“Private Mailing Card, authorized by act 
of Congress of May 19, 1898” and be of 
practically the same weight and size of the 
official cards, but the dear public interprets 
this with latitude. The inscription is 
practically never used by private individ- 
uals and the cards vary from a piece of let- 
ter paper to binder’s board in weight, and 
sizes and shapes are numberless. 

Tue Philadelphia National Export Ex- 
position which opened on the 14th enjoys 
the distinction of being advertised by the 
Government through the cancelling ma- 
chines. Each local] letter passing through 
the Philadelphia office receives this stamp. 
The Buffalo and Toledo expositions have 
followed suit. 

Tue Philippine stamps now coming here 
to dealers, are in most all cases badly 
stuck together, and ‘‘by the pound” is the 
way one correspondent advises their sale. 

THE diagonal surcharge is well done and 
no errors have so far been chronicled. The 
stamps are popular, 

THE stamps issued by the United States 
during September are the $100, $500 and 
$1000 revenues, surchargec| postage Due 
stamps 1, 2, 5, and 10 cent denominations 
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for Cuba; and for the Philippines 1, 2, 5, 
and 10 cent postage dues, 2 cent red on 
white envelopes, and 1 cent green on man- 
ila surcharged wrapper. : 

Tue Postoffice Department states that 
Cuba is wholly independent of the United 
States in postal service matters. The new 
adhesives, envelopes and special delivery 
issues are of different design and on differ- 
ently watermarked paper from those for the 
United States.

Business is getting to be much better 
here with the approach of winter, it certain- 
ly has been quiet during vacation season, 
which probably affects Washington more 
than it does other cities, by reason of its 
government official population.

WE believe that all the philatelic pub. 
lishers and dealers will agree with us when 


we state that on account of receiving so - 


many stamps in payment for subscriptions 
and advertising, albums stamps ete., if 


something could be invented to take the ~ 
place of stamps being sent for small amount 


it would be the greatest boon, mail order 


“ 


people have ever received. In order to try _ 


and overcome this present means of send- 
ing small amounts, Mr. Fred H. Nichols, 
asst P. M. Lynn, Mass. intends to present 
some suggestions to remedy this evil at a 
meeting of posmasters to be held in Wash- 
ington in November. We await with in- 
terest the decision of the department and 
trust that if the mean semployed is a suc- 
cess, that the Canadian postoffice depart- 
ment will take the: matter in hand. We 
think that.no commission should be charg- 


ed the purchaser as is the case with postal 


notes. We can buy as many stamps as we 
wish, and are not required to pay anything 
extra. Why should we for postal notes? 
For the benefit of our readers who have 
not experienced this difficulty we will state 
that during the damp weather unused 
stamps are very apt to stick to the letter, 
sometimes making it unreadable; and in 
most cases the stamps have to be soaked off. 
As business men, receiving stamps for 
small remittances, cannot possibly use all 
the stamps ‘themselves, they are usually 
compelled to sell them at a discount, and 
in a large business this is no small amount. 
We suggest to Mr. Nichols that he present 
as one of his suggestions, the present post- 
al note system of Canada, but to charge no 
commission for amounts under $1.00, 


Durine the past month we notice that 
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several correspondents are expressing won- 
der that the 2 cent map stamps are being 
placed on sale. This should not cause any 
surprise, because we announced some time 


_ ago, that the department at Ottawa, had 


no intention, whatever, of discontinuing 
the issue. We may as well say that we re- 
ceived this news from Hon. Wm. Mulock, 

himself, not from his deputies, so collectors 
may be sure they can rely upon our former 
statement. 

Mr. Filsinger, whose ad appears on page 
48, informs us that he has sold all the 5c 
numerals, used, but can fill orders for all 
others advertised. 

We do not comment, as much as we 
should, perhaps, on the pleasing increase 
in the membership of the D. P. A. Not 
alone is the membership growing larger 
but the interest in the different depart- 
ments, especially the Exchange Depart- 
is gradually increasing, and we can expect 
that the D. P. A. will soon be on the level 
with any other association on the conti- 
nent. 

A slight error occurs on page 57, the top 
line in the second column should have been 
placed at the bottom.

Tue Chicago Philatelist, which has just 
appeared from Chicago, has been granted 
second class mailing rates. The Phi/atelists 
Window has also been received from Chic- 
ago. The first named paper is the best. 

WHILE we are perfectly satisfied with 
the attendance of members at the A. P. A.

CONDUCTED BY USONA. % 

The Postmaster General has issued an 
order to the effect that mail matter pass- 
ing between the United States and Porto 
Rico shall be subject. to domestic rates of 
postage and the United States postage 
stamps shall be valid for postage in either 
direction, in addition to those now used in 
Porto Rico. This will make the surcharg- 
ed stamps for this colony a good thing for 
collectors. 

The Ohio Centennial of 1902 is the last 
advertised; in the postmark of the Toledo 
office. 

Putting up stamps for the public in eon- 
veniently sized books with waxed paper be- 
tween the leaves is a scheme now being 
considered by the P. O. Department, and 
quite a number of interesting items and 
points will probably be discussed at the 
meeting of Postmasters to be held here 
shortly.

The most 
conspicuous, and to my mind, the most in- 
structive, are the cap varieties of the 2c 
adhesive of 1890. Two of them are cheap, 
3 and 5 cents respectively, so they must be 
fairly common, and yet they only appear 
in & catalogue six years after they became 
obsolete “Probably every collector. and 
certainly every dealer, must have often un- 
wittingly thrown them aside with a grunt 
of disgust.at the consignor who sent such 
trash. Undoubtedly the preconceived idea 
as to the sameness of this issue and their 
abundance, kept them from being closely 
scrutinized for variations and discouraged 
close examination. But preconceived no- 
tionsand weariness are precisely the two 
things the variation hunter must avoid. 
Using a good glass, he must train his mind 
to become automatic in recognizing varia- 
tions from the usual form, however slight. 
At first it requires fatiguing concentration — 
of attention, but gradually the mind 
slides into the grooves required, the type 


is automatically registered’ and any var- 
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jation from the regular picture detected 
without conscious thought. And a variety 
hunter doesn’t necessarily imply a variety 
collector. The pleasure is largely in hunt- 
_ ing and finding (anticipation exceeds reali- 
gation) and anything found can be readily 
disposed of if not wanted for yourself. 
Even on dealers approval sheets, finds may 
sometimes be made, philatelic 
writers prevaricate. Some varieties are 
glaringly apparent, as forinstance the Die 
_ Aofthe present 2 cent envelope; others 


unless 


_ again are hard to describe even with a 


specimen in hand. The American, National 
and Continental Prints of the 1870-79 
stamps are regular cryptograms, and the 
penalty attached to publishing cuts, com- 
bined with the studious avoidance of lucid 
description on »the part of cataloguers, 
renders it next to impossible for the aver- 
age collector to identify each print. But 
some one finds out these sub-varieties, and 
usually with profit to himself, and every 
collector when turning away from a batch 
of common stamps should feel sure that he 
hasn’t left anything good therein, to be 
found by some more painstaking observer. 
The above has been in my mind since hear- 
ing of a succession of finds by a collector- 
dealer in Washington while looking over 
what were supposed to be the veriest of 
trash. The 3 cent of 1861 in rose is worth 
about le, the 3c ‘“‘premier gravure” of the 
same year is worth $60; this collector found 
one of these latter in a search for shade var- 
ieties of the common stamp, and many 
mcre may be drifting around in 100 bunch- 
es of the one cent type. He also unearthed 
(so to speak) some of the ‘‘double paper” 
stamps of the 1882 1 and 3 cent values. 
These were devised to prevent washing, 
and consisted of an upper thinner layer 


of paper upon a thicker, the thin layer 
havng for each stamp a circle of small 
perforations, through which the ink would 
pass to the layer beneath. A considerable 
number of these were issued, but they are 
Ribbed paper specimens are also 
worth looking out for. So the collector 
should always have his eyes open, and 


rare, 


never become set in the idea that because 
a stamp is common, there may not be un- 
discovered rare variations from one general 
type. 


Argentine Republic. 
Its Rule and Rulers, 1860-1880, 
BY APEMANTUS. 


Bartolome Mitre was born in Buenos 
Ayres June 26th 1821. He was banished 
by Rosas, but took part in the overthrow 
of Rosas in 1852. He held sevreal imper- 
tant offices until in 1861 his army defeated 
Urguiza’s, which put an end to the Fed- 
eralist System. In 1862, Mitre was elected 
to the presidency of the Argentine Confed- 
eration. In 1865, a few months after the 
breaking out of war between Brazil and 
Paraguay, Mitre refused the request of Pres 
ident Lopez to permit the Paraguayan 
army passing through one of the Argentine 
Provinces, neutrality having been previous- 
ly declared. Upon this refusal, Lopez cap- 
tured two vessels of the Argentine Navy 
and took possession of one of the ports, af- 
terward marching his army across Argen- 
tine territory. The Argentines were so in- 
dignant at this proceeding on the part of 
the Paraguayans that on May Ist the 
Triple Alliance was formed. Mitre took 
the field at the head of the Argentine 
troops (afterwards made commander-in- 
chief of the allied forces) through this cam- 
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paign, 1865-1870. The Paraguayans were 
defeated and President Lopez killed in 
March, 1870. Mitre’s term of office expired 
in 1868 and his successor elect was Sar- 
miento. Mitre probably averted war be- 
tween Argentine and Brazil, being sent as 
special envoy on the occasion of setitle- 
ment of the Paraguay boundries. In 1874 
he was again a candidate for president, and 
on being defeated, tried to gain the posi- 
tion by force of arms. Sarmiento, whose 
term of office was just expiring, as- 
sisted in putting down the rebellion, and 
the insurgent forces were defeated and 
made prisoners. The new President was 
Avillanda. In 1892, Mitre was again can- 
didate for the presidency, but withdrew. 
He was a celebrated author and publisher, 
He published two important historical 
works, the ‘‘Historia de Belgrano” and 
the ‘‘Historia de San Martin,” besides 
many poems and essays, His portrait ap- 
pears on the 50-cent blue, 1888, and 50c 
orange, 1890. 

Domingo Faustino Sarmiento, is best 
known as an educator and journalist but 
during the term of his ministry to the 
United States he was elected president of 
Argentine, which office he fill, 1868-1874. 
His portrait may be found an the 6-cent, 
1888; 6-cent 1890. 

Nicholal Avillanda whose picture may be 
found on the 10-cent, 1888; 10-cent, 1890, 
was a journalist, author, and statesman, 


For many years he was professor of po- | 


litical economy inthe University of Buenos 
Ayres. He succeeded Sarmiento as presi- 
dent of Argentine 1874-1880. He died 
Dec. 26, 1885.

Thisis a very risky thing to do and should 
be avoided by collectors, for some of their 
stamps on the same page will, most likely, 
get spoiled by the cards. Cards should 
never be in the same book with stamps for 
damage will always come of it. a 

Some collectors put a hinge on the t 
corners of the card and paste it on the o 
posite page to the stamps and every time 
they open or close their album the conse- 
quence is this card flapping about tears off 
half a dozen stamps and often damages” 
some. . 

_ To insure against damage, if a collector 
intends collecting post cards and stamps — 
together he should have a separate album — 
for each, and in this way none of his stamps — 
will be hurt and he will have a much — 
more picturesque collection. 

Post cards do make a very pretty array 4 
especially unused and often a very valuable | 
one as also do envelopes and arranged in — 
design they would catch the eye of many 
non-philatelist and perhaps add one more — 
to our ranks.

The editor does not have any particular 
views on the subject, as he is not a dealer 
and usually knows a reprint when he sees 
it, but believes that the subject has been 
derelict in the minds of the collector and 
dealer too long. It is an evil which should 
have been overcome .before this, but no 
person has, as yet, offered a phrase which 
would indicate whether they are reprints 
or not. If the dealer wishes to be honest 
with his customers, he should write under- 
neath the stamp ‘‘Reprint,” and of course 
the price should be far lower than catalog 
price of the original. If the dealer does 
not mention the stamp as a reprint, and 
marks it at full value of a genuine speci- 
men, he is liable to be arrested for at- 
tempted fraud. No responsible dealer 
would do this knowingly, and unless his 
clerks did it, the dealer is only a mere boy 
who perhaps does not know that it really 
is a reprint.

The $2 Value of the Third Issue of Canada 
Bill Stamps with Inverted Medallion. 


BY R. R. RUFIDICUS. 


_ yet an oddity that is really interesting is 
to day regarded by many in as friendly a 
-manner as was an oddity ten years ago. 
By this I mean that a stamp that in some 
_ way differs from all others printed from the 
same plate or die in some salient point en- 
joys mnch favor in the sight of true philatel- 
ists. The tendency of collectors to possess 
something that no one else can secure is 
very manifest to anyone having dealings 
_ with philatelists. It seems to be an inher- 
ent trait of the human race for each per- 
son, to, in some way, differ in habits from 
the rest of humanity, and in collecting this 
trait is carried even farther than in every 
‘day life. Some collectors take pleasure 
from the collecting of oddities and errors 
of all classes, and certainly a collection of 
this kind presents a very pleasing and in- 
teresting appearance. If a stamp that dif- 
fers only in the lacking or the addition of 
some unimportant feature is worthy of col- 
lecting at all surely the real oddities, such 
as the stamp being printed in the wtong 
color or the inverting of the centre portion 
of the stamp, are worthy of rank as really 
collectable classes. These show misunder- 
standing of orders or carelessness on the

in as much vogue as it was a decade ago, | 


part of the en and are not accountable 
for by broken dies, worn plates, ete , but 
are the true oddities and and as such are 
wel! worthy of collection. 

Chief among the class of inverted medal- 
lion varieties must necessarily come the 
revenues of the second, third and fourth is- 
sues of United States revenues. Various 
scribes have described and explained the 
issuance of these interesting issues in so 
thorough a manner that itwould be unwise 
for me to say anything respecting them. 
But there is another specimen of this in- 
veiting of the medallion that, owing to the 
lack of definite in formation regarding it 
known, is even more interesting than those 
varieties I have mentioned. I refer to the 
$2 value of the third issue of Canadian Bill 
stamps, than which to my mind, no more 
interesting stamp exists. 

Very little definite knowledge is known 
regarding the number of such stamps is- 
sued, ete., but I will give a general view 
of how these stamps were issued to the 
public. This view may or may not be cor- 
pect but as it is the generally accepted view 
of all collectors it is more than probably so. 


These stamps were printed by the Amer- 
ican Bank Note Co., New York, which 
company printed other classes of revenues 
as well as the Canadian Telegraph Franks. 
They were printed in two colors—red for 
frome and black for the medallion and it 
was necessary for the sheet to be run 
through the press twice, once for each 
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color. The sheet was first run through the 
press to receive the impression of not 
only the frame, as would be supposed, but 
also a small circular piece of red rolor, 
about one-sixteenth of an inch wide com- 
posed of fine vertical lines, running out 
side of, and inside of the usually seen red 
color, the white space left for the medatlion. 
dn the second run through the press the 
medallion in black was printed. She sheet 
was run through the first time and received 
the red color but when the sheet was fed 
to the press the second time it was fed up- 
ide down and in consequence the queen is 
standing on her head—a very ludicrous po- 
sition for her Majesty. 

This inverting of the medallion is not an 
unusual occurrence in a large printing 
house but the fact that such a sheet was 
allowed to get into circulation is indeed 
strange as they are usually promptly de- 
stroyed. For some reason, no doubt care. 
lessness on the part of the printers the 
sheets was allowed to get beyond the walls 


of the printing house, where every stamp. 


was worth two dollars. Here it could not 
be so easily recalled and the sheet was bro- 
ken and some specimens sold and undoubt- 
ly used, The date on which this sheet 
was issued is not known, and will probably 
never be but is thought to be some time 
after the stamps were first issued, 1869. 
One writer has alleged that. the sheet 
was the last one, used to filla requisi- 
tion from headquarters in the way. A de- 
mand was received and no other sheets 
being available several ‘‘cull” sheets were 
‘yun in” to help fill the order. Several 
sheets of poor impression ete., were used 
and this sheet with the inverted medallion 
was among those so utilized. Perhaps 
they thought it would make no difference— 


and in truth, little difference it seems to — 


have made. Another variety for the col- 


lector, then almost undreamed of, was the 


only result. : 

Only one sheet could possibly have been : 
used at the most, and the stamp is very : 
rare especially in unused condition and is og 
possessed by but few collectors. 
rarer than its catalogue price—$20 in used 
condition would indicate.

A Bird’s Eye View of the 
Postal Service of the 
United States 


During the past fiscal year. 
BY ARTHUR R. BUTLER. 


It is difficult to appreciate the amount 
of work done by the United States Post- 


office Department by the perusal ofa mag- | 


azine article. The figures are so colossal 


_ and, all statistics are on so large a scale. 


The machinery which renders effective the 
affixing of a two cent stamp to a letter in 


New York and its deposit in a box to con- | 
vey news, good or bad, to a miner in the | 
Klondyke or to a soldier in the Philippines | 


keeps 120,000 persons in direct employ- 
ment, and about 20,000 others who help to 
absorb the $102,000,000 which are annual- 


. lyexpended by Uncle Sam for this service. 


And yet this machinery, the working of 
which is arranged in the department at 
Washington, is relatively simple; and the 
new and perplexing problems 
especially since the Spanish-American war, 
are continually arising are handled with 
but little friction or delay, at least delays 
which are apparent to the public, though 
often the lights in the department building 
burn till midnight and the position of the 
government clerk ceases to be a sinecure. 
Most ‘of the chiefs and officials in Wash- 
ington have risen from the ranks and 
have had practical experience of the work 
on which they are engaged.

There are two main branches, the post- 
office service, which receives the great bulk 
of the mails and makes the final distribu- 
tion,the fixed branch; and the railway mail 
service with its various adjuncts (steam- 
boat, star service etc.) which transports 
the mails fiom one place to another. 

The first branch is in charge of 75,600 
postmasters at as many offices. The offices 
are classified as first, of which there are 
176, second, 789. third, 3,U28 in number 
an«! fourth, 71,007. They are also divided 
into Presidential and Non-presidential. A 
Presidential office is where the postmast- 
er’s salaiy amounts to not less tha $250 
per quarter for four consecutive quarters, 
and the gross receipts for the same time 
amount to $1,900. When any office has 
paid the above amount for four consecutive 
quarters and the gross receipts amount to 
$1,900 or more, itis then advanced to the 
Presidential class. 

Presidential offices cover three of the 
elasses, first, second and third. A first 
class office is one in which the gross 
ceipts are over $40,000 per annum, the 
salary of the postmaster of the same being 
from $3,000 to $6,000. A second 
office is one where the gross receipts 
amount to $8000 and not exceeding $40,000 
per annum, the salary of postmasters of 
this class being from $2000 to $2900 per 
annum. A third class office is one where 
the gross receipts are $1900 and not ex- 
ceeding $800 per annum, the postmaster 
getting from $1000 to $1900 per annum.

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The non-presidential or fourth clas 


offices ~comprise all --offices where the 


receipts are less than $1,900 per annum, or 
where the salary of the postmaster does 
not amount to $250 per quarter for four 
consecutive quarters. The salaries in 
these offiices may be anywhere from 10 
cents per annum up to the maximum of 
under $1000. 

Presidential postmasters are appointed 
by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate. Fourth class postmasters are ap- 
pointed by the Postmaster-General. The 
total salaries of all postmasters are about 
$17,000,000 per annum. 

There are 14,845 clerks emyloyed in first 
and second class offices and an allowance 
of $50,000 is made to provide necessary 
clerical help in offices of the third and 
fourth class, though in these offices the 
postmaster and assistant postmaster are 
often expected to do all the work without 
assistance, and are sometimes overworked 
in consequence. a 

In the 735 offices where the free delivery 
system is in operation there are 15,216 
letter carriers, and the laborers, porters, 
2000 special delivery messengers and 
miscellaneous employees make up a total 
of about 110,000 persons in the postoffices. 
All the carriers, and practically all the 


clerks in first and second class offices, are 


appointed through competitive examin- 
ation under the provisions of the civil 
service act:'6f 1883. The other great 
‘branch of the postal service,’ which pro- 


vides for the carrying of, mails between | 


Offices, is the railway mail service, w ith its 
adjuncts. - This system has a total length 
of 177,747 miles and employs 8460 clerks 
who receive ~and distribute mail in 
specially constructed cars as accurately in 


‘the flying-train as in the postotfice. And 


the accuracy is marvelous, only one error 


| to every 10,000 pieces. distributed, and 


there are 75,000 offices in the U. 8. alone 
to which a piece of mail may be address- 
ed. This accuracy is only acquired by 
hard study, tested at frequent intervals by 
what are known as “‘case” examinations 
where a number of addressed cards are to 
be sorted in a given time, the correct dis- 
tribution being afterwards checked and 
errors noted, and a clerk who frequently 
falls below 95% in his case examination is 
within hearing distance of serious trouble. 
The adjuncts of the railway mail service 
are the steamboat routes of -which there 
are 178, covering 31,169 miles: towns and 
villages remote from lines of railroad or 
steamboats are supplied by what are 
known as “‘star routes” (from the fact that 
in all official statistics they are designated 
by a*). There are 22,482 of these routes 
covering 269,452; they are let to contract- 
ors, the lowest responsible bidder getting 
the voute and the contractor often sub-lets 
them to others, so that the work is not 
done by ‘a government employe in the 
strict sense of the word. Probably the 
longest of these star routes is the one from 
Valdez to Eagle and Circle City, Alaska, 
one round trip per month, $1415 per trip 
one way for the first 100 pounds of mail 
and $200 for each additional 100 pounds. 


| There are also mail messenger routes for 


temperary purposes, until regular services 
can be provided. 

Uncle Sam’s share of the cost of trans- 
porting foreign mails was $15653,000 for 
the last year. A number of contractors, 
temporary. messengers and carriers on ae 
routes make up the army of 140,000.

U.S. Official Post Cards. 
BY JONAH. 


Although postal card collecting has 
grown into popular favor with the great 
mass of collectors quite recently, very few 
collections contain the ‘‘Official Business” 
postal cards, and very few collectors can 
boast of anything but a very meagre 
knowledge of their existence. The reason 
of this is obvious. The average individ- 
ual rarely sees a specimen and those who 
do, if they are not a collector, pay little or 
no attention to thom. So the philatelic 
world, generally speaking, knows very 
little about these highly interesting issues. 

It shall be the purpose of this article to 
dispel, if possible, the cobwebs from the 
minds of the many, and incidentally de- 
scribe a few of the varieties. 

These cards have no face value. No 
stamps are required on-them. They are 
used solely, as their name implies, to 
transmit department messages through 
the mails. neat 

The variety most commonly met with by 
the public is the ‘‘Held for postage,” cards 
notice. . It is used by postmasters to notify 
adduessees, of mpil matter deposited at

In the upper right 
hand corner, on the face of the card, tak- 
ing the place of the stamp, is the usual

This is the number of the card 
and is used by postmasters when ordering 
a supply from the Department.

U.S., we will not dispute the point, prob-- 
ably there are probably there are not. 
Then again some of the dealers in the U. 
S. send their cheapest grade of stamps to 
the collectors first request for sheets. 
They are digusted with the stamps and the 
dealer. The same dealer asks for return 
postage but does not enclose return post- 
age when he does the writing. The Ap- 
vocaTE has a good circulation in» Canada, 
and dealers who advertise for references 
and do not write to those references, but 
send five or six cheap sheets to the appli- 
cant almost deserve to lose one or two 


lots. 


Some of the dealers, but. very few at 
present, watch the list of applications for 
membership in the various associations in 
the United States and Canada, and send 
those collectors unsolicited approval sheets. 
As the dealers who do this sort of work 
have found out that they lose more than 
they gain, this unbusinesslike way of deal-: 
ing has practically ceased.

The scarcity of tw) cent surcharges, 
both maple leaves and numerals, is being 
considerably commmented upon by many 
of our contemporaries. Most of the edi- 
tors seem to found their facts on fiction, 
and state that some person in Canada has 
succeeded in cornering a large number of 
these stamps. We do not believe that 
this is the case at all. 

The publishers of the Apvocatr, who do 
not make a business of dealing in stamps, 
handled about 5,000 surcharges since they 


r quested them. 


were issued. Taking this into considera- 
tion, how many should a dealer handle? In 
first place, about half the surcharges 
would be thrown away. by people who are 
not collectors, and the other half must he 
divided equally among the thousands of 
collectors in the United States and Canada 
to say nothing of Foreign countries. 

Has some person cornered them? No! 
By the time some collectors retain a few 
hundred each, some perhaps a few thous- 
and and others only fifty or so, there 
certainly must be a member who have only 
one or two, or perhaps none, and so these 
latter persons vome to the hasty conclu- 
sion, that ‘‘Some one has cornered them.” 
The highest prices paid for surcharges, so 
far isas follows: Maple Leaves per 100— 
$1.25. Numerals per 100—$1.00. There 
are some who will dispute this, saying that 
they had an offer of 2c a piece for maple 
leaves, but there are always some who can 
obtain more than others.

The past year has seen the appearance 
of a number of dealers who persist in send- 
ing stamps to collectors, who never re- 
A few years ago this un- 
businesslike practice was carried on to a 
large extent, until the dealers found out, 
to their sorrow, that in many cases the 
stamps were never returned. The next 
thing todo was to have the names pub- 
lished as frauds. In the editor’s opinion 
the persons who received the stamps were 
justified in retaining them, as in most 
cases stamps were not worth returning. 
If the person did return them he should 
keep enough to pay postage and trouble. 
As soon as this mean practice is done away 
with, just so soon, will our pursuit be rid 
of frauds more quickly.

A number one 
received recently gives a whole page to the 
advertisement of $1.15 for 95 cents by the 
Kareka Stamp Co., of Sherbrooke, N. 8., a 
company whose reputation is more strong 
than savory in the U. 8. The publisher 
who thus allows his immediate cash to 
overcome his business integrity will hardly 
have real success, though his‘paper may 
continue to 1un.

A member of the D. P. A. has objected 
to Reprints as not being genuine. I would 
imagine that all stamps issued by a Govern- 
ment, and used to pay for the carriage of 
letters, were genuine. The values to col- 
lectors vary according to the scarcity only. 
Take for instance the one penny red brown 
of G. B. 1840, catalogued by Scott at 2c 
used; reprinted 1854 cat. 6c; re-engraved 
1854 cat. 50c; re-engraved again 1855 cat: 
$1.00. In other cases the later issues of a 
stamp may be very large and of course less 
valuable, but that does not prevent their 
being genuine.

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American Beaver. 
(Castor Canadensis). 


BY APEMANTUS. 


With the advanee of civilization, our 
beautiful “forests primeval,” the red man, 
and the animals that claim this zone as 
their natural habitat, are fast disappearing. 
Left to itself for thousands of years, this 
continent, like no other developed natur- 
sally.” 

The Indias roamed at will ‘“Monarch of 
all he surveyed.” The forests swayed in 
the ang -y blasts or gently sheltered the 
birds that rested in their branehes, 
and the tiny flower that grew beneath its 
‘shade. The animals came and went at 
will, preyed upon their natural enemies or 
yielded their lives for the food and cloth- 
ing of the natives. Among the latter 
class was‘the intelligent little Castor Can- 
adensi#: - He never dreamed then of tall 
hats, perfumery or hysterical women. 
Endowed with a wonderful sagacity, he 
‘went on building his dams and houses, 
using for his own benefit and that of his 
little ones, the God-given instinct he pos- 
sessed, When he found a stream too shal- 
low to answer his purpose he constructed 


a dam across it, that was strong enough 


to resist the spring freshets. 
If the stream was sluggish, he built the 


dam straight, but if its current was swift 
the dam was curved with its convexity to- 
ward the current. . His home had no com- 
partments, the partitions supposed by some 
to be the dividing line between the rooms, 
were merely supports. Hearne says of 
their architecture, ‘‘In plaees which have 
been long frequented by beavers, undis- 
turbed, their dams by frequent repairing 
heeame a solid bank, capable of resisting a 
great force both of ice and water; and as 
the willow, poplar and birch generally 
take root and shoot up they by degrees 
form a kind of regular planted hedge 
which I have seen in some places so that 
birds have built their nests among the 
branches. 

The beavers earry the mud and stones 
for their houses and dams with their fore 
paws and the timber in their teeth, using 
the hind feet, which are webbed, and the 
tail to swim with, 

He always travels under water when 
“possible. and never puts the last coat of 
mud plaster on his house until the severe 
cold weather sets in. In one family there 
are never more than four old ones and 
about six young ones. There is frequent- 
ly found only one beaver in a logality, he 
is called an idler or bachelor, and has 
been left after his family have departed 
for new quarters or fer some reason, best 
known to himself, been banished from his 
fellows. They live chiefly on a cabbage 
like plant found at the bottom of lakes 
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and rivers called Nuphar Lateum; also the . 


bark of willow, poplar and birch trees. 
During the summer their menu is more 
varied, with berries for desert. His own 
flesh furnished a delicious dish for the In- 
dians and early settlers. When roasted 
with the skin on, tasted much like pork. 

One author gives some interesting facts 
concerning the teeth of the beaver ‘‘The 
front incisor teeth of each jaw have a 
sharp chisel-like edge, and are so formed 
as to preserve this through life. They 
consist of an outer layer of orange-colored 
enamel and a broad inner layer of a softer 
substance. As the creature gnaws, the 
softer material is worn away more rapidly 
than the enamel which thus protrudes in a 
sharp ridge. There is a continuous growth 
at the roots of those teeth to repair the 
constant waste that goes on at the cutting 
edge, so that if one of the incisors should 
be destroyed, the opposite tooth meeting 
with no check to its enlargement, will 
grow to an enormous length: and beavers 
have been found in which this growth 
had proved fatal by preventing the other 
teeth from coming together. The enamel 
is exceedingly hard; and until superseded 
by the English files, those teeth fixed in 
wooden handles, were used by the North 
American Indians in carving their weap- 
ons of bone.” 


There has been found in this country 
and Europe an extinct fossil species of the 
beaver very similar to the present species 
though much larger. The place that the 
beaver occupies on the 3p red 1851, and 
the 5c vermillion 1859 issues of the stamps 
of Canada is an appropriate one, as it is 
the national animal of that country. 

When the fur of the beaver was used for 
hats, the animal came very near being ex- 
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terpated but the use of silk and other ma- 
terial for ‘‘stove-pipe” hats has saved it so 
deplorable a fate. 

The body of the beaver yields a sub 
stance called castareum. It has a bitter 
taste and slightly feetid odor. It was for- 
merly used as a remedy for hysteria, but 
is now only used in perfumes. 


United States Minutes 
BY USONA, 


The Buffalo Exposition stamps are to be 
of the denomination 1, 2, 4, 5, 8, and 10 
cents, and probably of the size as the cur- 
rent issue. The Postmaster General is 
now considering the designs, which may 
possibly be printed in two colors. 

Fifteen and fifty cent stamps for Cuba is 
the next issue by Uncle Sam. 

The surcharged stamps for that island 
have been called in, for distribution along 
with the newspaper and periodicals and 
the Omaha remainders. The only Omahas 
now on sale are at the Washington, D. C. 
office. 

The government  postoffice exhibit at 
the Paris exposition is to be quite a feature 
A postoflice in working order for the mail 
of American visitors, with all the latest 
labor and timesaving appliances will be 
the main attraction, though a museum eq- 
hibit will also be sent. The Chief of the 
Division of Salary and Allowances of the 
First Assistant Postmaster General's office 
is in charge. 

The Brooklyn Institute of Arts and 
Sciences, whose recognition of philately as 
a science has caused much pride on our 
part, is to have an exhibition of postage 
and revenue stamps from March 18 to 24th, 
1900. This will be the second exhibiton

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given to philately under the auspices of the 
nstitute, the first one, in March of last 
ear, having been a-great success. |The 
Institute has quite.a’réspectable collection 
from donations and purchase, and gives 
periodical lectures by well known experts 
during the season. 

_ Die C of the present series of envelopes 
was not listed by Scott in the 59th, but is 
now pretty generally recognized as a legi- 
mate variety. Its deseription is, ‘‘no band 
of ribbon ‘around the “queue,” the 
flowing lines of the hair being clear and 
distinct the entire length of the neck. 
Under'the present internal revenue laws 
of the U. S., a physician who prescribes 
any alcoholic liquor -not in combination 
with other drugs is a retail dealer, and as 
‘such is required to pay a special tax. 


New Zealand Notes.

_ The London Print of our New Issue is 
now all.sold out. The Colonial Printing of 
the 23d, 5d, Gd, and 2/ is on sale at most 
‘offices, the lower. values have not appeared 
_ yet, and in the meantime only the issue 
with Queen’s Head are to be: obtained of 
the 4d, ld, :2d,. 3d, 4d,~and 1/ values. 
The stamps that have heen issued are on 
unwatermarked paper. and perforated 11. 
_ On the Ist of December a series of post- 
aze due stamps were issued for.this colony. 
The Set consists of the following values:— 
$d, 1d, 2d, 3d,.-4d, 5d, Gd, 8d, 1/ and 2/. 
The design is very plain, the stamps are 
green with white centre, and fivures of 

value in red. The Postal Department give 
notice that the stamps must not be sold 
unused, aud that a fine of £50 will be en- 
- forced on anyone found guilty of disposing 
of them in such a condition.. It is to be 
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hoped this will have the desired effect, as 
stamps of this class should not be allowed 
to be used for other than their, legitimate 
purpose. 

New Zealand has issued a ‘Series of illus- 
trated Post Cards, the value is one penny. 
The Card is slightly larger than the previ- 
ous one, and is printed in green, on the 
left hand bottom corner is a small picture. 
There are said to be 8 varieties. 

Some of the adhesive postage stamps of 
Jamaica have been surcharged ‘ Judicial” 
in black letters, for use in the payment of 
the fees of the local Courts. 

The stamps surcharged are the 3d, 4d, 
6d, 1/, 2/ and 5/ and the issuing of these 
surcharged stamps began on the Ist Nov- 
ember.

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Notes on Canadian stamps 
BY W. STERLING PURVIS, 


As our long-lived 1869 issue became 
obsolete about the same time as the 
Jubilee issue, the stamps of the old set 
received very little attention from specula- 
tors. Of course the 3 cent red 1869 is our 
commonest stamp used, but how many are 
there unused? Very few, I should say, 
except those included in complete sets. 
So don’t reject them unused, as they are 
bound to rise. 

Quite recently, I obtained all the stamps 
from one of the most extensive general 
mercantile businesses in Nova Scotia. 
The stamps were all received during the 
last few months, and will give a very fair 
idea of the proportion in which the several 
issues of 2 cent stamps have been used. 
For each maple leaf there was one lavencier 
Imperial, one light green Imperial, two 
dark green Imperials and forty seven 
numerals.

Collectors who have a fondness for the 
stamps of a certain country or countries, 
naturally endeavor to obtain as many 
stamps of that country as possible. In 
gathering these they are liabie to discover 
varieties ia color, perforations, 
watermarks, etc. for which no set spaces 
will be found in the printed albums—for 
instance, there are over one hundred and 
thirty varieties of postage stamps of Can- 
ada, the International album (which claims 
to include all varieties of postage stam)s) 
there are ices for only eighty five differ- 
Of course there are blank

ent Canadas. 
pages in the more expensive albums, but 
when varie‘ies of various dates are mounted 
thereon it presents a very patchy appear- 
ance. [t i; evident therefore, that the 
printed aibums are of little use ts the true 
specialist, who is forced to seek the blank 
one. 

If you intend to specialize successfully 
it is necessary to obtain one of these; some 
dealers have them in stock, but if you are 
not acquainted with any, the perusal of 
philatelic a ivertisements, or upon enquiry 
to the publisher, you will readily obtain 
addresses of such. A competent book- 
binder can turn out a good album ranging 
jn price from three dollars up. Of course 
for the more expensive ones a better qual- 
ity of material must be used, which point 


must be «onsidered if you intend keeping 
your albu for any number of years. = 

it is advisable to obtain an album with 
the pages ruled with very pale ink into 
small squares about three sixteenths of an 


inch in width. This will greatly aid in

The stamps of British North America, 
and British West Indies, are the choice of 
many Canadian specialists, which countries 
make a total of nearly one thousand varie- 
ties. If this is considered too many, 
British North America is the next choice 
with varieties numbering nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty. 

By being constantly on the lookout for 
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varieties which have no set space in the 
printed albums, the collector’s faculty for 
minute observation receives excellent train- 
ing. 

The blank album plays another import- 
ant part in the philatelic world, namely 
for tue mounting of eutires this being the 
only way of collecting these, as the printed 
albums only provide space for envelopes 
and wrappers, which have to be ruined hy 
cutting to get them on their allotted'space, 

In closing I must state that the beauty 
of having but one or two issues to the page 
instead of five or six must be seew to be 
appreciated.

Our correspondent has favored us with a 
copy of a bill introduced to congress by 
Mr. McMillan ‘‘to prevent robbing the 
mail, to provide a safer and easier method 
of sending money by mail, and to increase 
the postal revenues.” 

The bill provides that fifty million dol- 
lars in U. 8. notes of larger denominations 
than ten dollars be replaced with the same 
amount in fractional notes, to be known as 
U.S. postal check notes in denominations 
of 5, 10, 15, 25 and 50 cents. The dimen- 
sions shall be 4 inches long by 24 inches 
wide. The $1, $2 and $5 checks shall con- 
tain space. wherein to affix a 2 cent stamp 
which must be cancelled in ink with the 
initials of the sender. Each fractional 
note must contain space for a 1 cent 
stamp to be cancelled in same manner. 
They shall also contain space for name and 
address of payee. The checks will be 
something like the Canadian postal note 
except that in Canada the commission is 


‘paid at the postoffice instead of affixing a 


stamp. 

The bill was read twice and referred to 
the Committee of Postoffices and Post- 
Roads. 


The Loud Bill to regulate the mailing of 
second class matter Has also been referred 
to the same committee with several amend- 


ments. This bill has been a terror to pub- 
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lishers for many years. As amended it 
provides that publishers pay one cent per 
pound for papers to honafide subscribers, 
and the sending of sample copies is regu- 
lated as follows: not more than half as 
many samples may be sent as to subscri- 
bers and not more than 5U0 sample copies 
of one is-ue. 

Complaints have recently been made to 
the Department of the shipment through 
the mails of skunk pelts, which gave out 
and transmitted to the mail which was in 
the sack with them avery offensive odor, 
making it impossible for the clerks in the 
office of destination to distribute it until 
it had been exposed to the air for some 
time.

There have been at different periods, 

fifteen stamp issuing colonies, republics and 
‘protectorates in South Africa, §'Several 
have ceased to exist as such, being wbsorb- 
ed into others. 

Pending the formation of a Dominion of 
South Africa (which will follow the defeat 
of the Boers) and the purchase of Lourenzo 
Marquez by the British, every one of these 
provinces would be consolidated into one, 
with one issue of stamps. Should victory 


rest on the arms of the Boers, the sume 
calamity will follow. Naturally, knowing 
this, every philatelist is after these issues 
before they are exhausted or replaced. 
Already Cape Colony has issued a new 
issue. As they will last till the termination 
of the war only, collectors had better se- 
cure all they can of this issue. 


As everyone is interested in South Africa 
just now, I have taken some pains to pre- 
pare the following tables. A glance at the 
third will reveal a fair estimate of the rel- 
ative value of the stamps.

The newest alleged philatelic fraud, or 
rather pair of frauds, hails from Chicago 
and Detroit. A man in the windy city has 
just been arrested for counterfeiting 
foreign stamps, and the week before in 
Detroit a shrewd salesman of rare stamps 
on original covers managed to get arrested 
However, so long as the swindling is on a 
large scale like this, collectors have on 
their side a powerful ally in the United 
States federal officials, who are going to 
prosecute this case to the end. There is a 
moral to be found in ths success of this 
man who offered to sell rare stamps at far 
less than the market priees, but the 
reader will drawsit for himself. 

From my experience in auctions ‘“‘buy in 
the East, sell in Chicago” would be a gcod 
thing to paste in your hat. Prices in that 
city run 10 or 15 per cent higher in auct- 
ions than here.

Benzine is the only thing that will locate 
a difficult watermark without injuring the 
~ gum. Many persons think that benzine 
injures the color or the paper. This is 
only true in the case of one stamp, the 10¢ 
Brussels Exposition in the first color. 
With this exception good benzine will not 
injure the most delicate color, or have any 
effect on paper or gum. ‘To be sure, there 
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is impure benzine but this can be avoided, 
the de-odorized being the best. 

The ‘insurance letter” stamps of U. 8. 
of Colombia represeut more than mere reg- 
istration, as the same country has an issue 
intended solely for the registry department. 
The “‘cubiertas” are used in connection with 
a system of postal insurance, the fee paid 
being proportioned according to the value 
of the contents which are described in full 
on the large label at the bottom of the 
huge stamp. The latter is attached to the 
back of the envelope and has nothing to 
do with postage or registration. 

All stamps of North Borneo from 1887 
to date are sold in sheets ‘‘canceled to 
order” with the regular cancellation, con- 
sisting of an oval composed of paralell bars. 
After the gum is removed it is quite im- 
possible to distinguish between the cancel- 
ed to order specimen and one that has been 
genuinely used except by the position of 
the cancellation. In canceling by the 
sheet the obliteration is usually applied to 
two or four stamps at once, so that each 
stamp has a part of the postmark only. 
This is ordinarily along one side for the 
high values and in one corner for the 
others (le to $1). The same applies to 
recent Labuan issues also, including the 
bi-colored series and the lithographed 
““queen’s head” issue. 

The embossing on the issues of U. 8. for 
1867-70 was not a mode of cancelation, but 
the purpose was protection. The grilling 
die was to break the fibre of the paper and 
allow the cancelling ink to so saturate the 
paper as to make the removal of the ink by 
stamp cleaners almost impossible.

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The Postal Service of the 
New American Colonies. 


BY A. R. BUTLER. 


Some time before the landing of the 
American troops in Cuba the problem of a 
provision for handling the mails of the 
army of invasion confronted the postal 
administration of this country. And that 
problem was a hard one; the displacing, in 
a land having a different language, of a 
postal service founded on ignorance, cor- 
ruption and medieval conservatism and 
the introduction of altogether different 
methods. And this, too, in a time of war, 
when the native-speaking clerks were 
afraid to co-operate with the Americans or 
were unwilling to do so: it amounted to the 
same thing in the end. To their minds, 
the final issue of the conflict was in doubt, 
and they feared the Spaniards if the 
Americans were defeated. And, too, the 
postal administration being a civil affair, 
the usually passive but sometimes active 
manifestations of the contempt and jeal- 
ousy of subordinate military officials oper- 
ated in the first to interfere with the suc- 
cessful handling of the mails. ‘This latter 
obstacle brought with it a remedy, for the 
War Department, when this action of 
lower officials became known, at once 
issued an order demanding the fullest 
co-operation of the military with the post- 
al authorities. The spirit of these men 
“clothed in a little brief authority’ is 
shown by one of them, who upon being 
asked to detail a soldier to assist in the 
handling of an accumulation of mail, that 
it might be delivered to the soldiers 
anxiously awaiting news from home, re- 
torted ‘‘Our men are here to be taught to 
shoot Spaniards, not how to shufile postal 


cards”. This apparently, however, was 
the spirit of only a few of the army ofiicers, 
the general spirit of willingness to help 
being specially mentioned by the Post- 
master-General, he stating that he received 
“the hearty co-operation of the War De- 
partment”, and it was probably the volun- 
teer rather than the regular army men who 
were unwilling to help out the civilians. 
The Postoffice Department had never 
before been confronted with this question; 
during the rebellion the distribution of the 
comparatively few letters sent was done 
through the army organization almost 
wholly, and aside from the fact that fewer 
letters were written, it was easier to get 
at the armies when they were capable of 
being reached at all. There wasn’t any 
distribution of mail to Sherman’s army on 
its march to the sea, and a letter once in 
three months was suflicient for any soldier 
in the war of 65. In the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war thines were different, daily letters 
were in many cases written and received 
by the volunteer trooper, newspapers, 
clothing and all sorts of articles were sent 
him through the post. He expected 
deliveries and collections to be as frequent 
and as punctual as in New York City; 
when they were not, his friends, at home 
and in the army, his Congressman, and his 
Senators were importuned, and they in 
turn deluged the Postoftice authorities with 
inquiries, remonstrances and threats; the 
official reports rather complain of this as 
expecting a little too much of a temporary 
and emergency service. The first intima- 
tion the Department received as to this 
standard that had been set for its service 
was received from the encampment at 
Chicamauga Park, in Tennessee. The 
Army heads had selected this as a collect- 
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ing place for a large portion of the volun- 
teer troops, the local postoffice, Lytle, 
being a small fourth classs office with the 
postmaster as the only employe. In con- 
sequence of this there was a three days 
delay in the delivery of the mail that 
brought forth a wail from citizens and 
members of Congress causing the postal 
people to bestir themselves and to author- 
ize the postmaster at Chattanooga to take 
charge of affairs, employ a force and build 
such shelters as would enable the mail to 
be handled without delay: this 
arrangement 75,000 pieces of mail matter

details, besides a very heavy money order 
and registry business. 

This experience should have prepared 
the authorities for the requirements of the 
army in Cuba, and should have warned 
them to make provision for the service, but 
a department is slow to take action and 
mail for the investing army accumulated 
at Tampa, on transports, and on the beach 
at Siboney until June 9, 1898. A short 
time prior to that date Mr. Eben Brewer, 
an experienced employe of the postal ser- 
vice, had been sent from the states as 
postal agent, but he did not arrive until 
June 14th, and he had been provided with 
no force to handle such a mass of letters, 
or the necessary means to transport them 
to one spot for distribution. By June 25 
he was joined by another postal employe, 
Kempner, and the two, with a Sergeant 
Dawson, opened the the first United States 
postoffice on foreign soil, at Daiquiri. 
The first mail consisted of 298 sacks. 
Agent Brewer at once began to distribute 
the letter portion of this, and endeavored 
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to make arrangements to have it delivered 
to the addressees at the fighting line, 18 
miles away. The army officials refused to 


give any assistance whatever, so he bought 


a horse, hired a Cuban and his pony, load- 
ed them up and started for the front 
through roads of mud without bottom. 
Only those people familiar with the usual 
methods of addressing army letters can 
appreciate the magnitude of the task 
undertaken by him, but the letters were 
delivered to soldiers in the trenches, the 
three men braving the fire of the Spanish 
guns. The next mail was 130 sacks, and 
through urgent representations to General 
Shafter, he gave orders that an army 
wagon should be used in transporting 
them and messengers were sent from the 
various regiments for their mails, thus re- 
lieving to some extent the pressure on the 
postal clerks. On July 6 the office was 
moved to Siboney, with the newspaper mail 
remaining and 200 additional sacks receiv- 
ed on the day of arrival. But the limit of 
endurance had been reached, Brewer suc- 
cumbed to yellow fever, and in a week was 
dead, and Dawson broke down with typho- 
malarial local fever and after a long illness 
was returned to the states. On July 10 
Agent Kempner, now alone, received a re- 
inforcement of four experienced postal 
clerks with 120 more sacks of mail. His 
troubles séemed to be ending, but the 
same day a squad of soldiers appeared to 
burn the building and its contents on 
account of the possible infection with 
yellow fever. The orders were peremtory 
and it was with difficulty that a sufficient 
delay was obtained to secure an order from 
headquarters that the mails should not be 
included in the general conflagration. This 


was secured, but the personal effects of the - 
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postal clerks were destroyed and they were 
compelled to work in tents with disinfect- 
ants around. Then Siboney was isolated 
for ten days on account of the fever and 
for ten days no mail was delivered, until 
on July 23 a load of soldiers’ mail for the 
states was shipped on the steamer Concha. 
The capitulation of Santiago brought the 
American agents into their first contact 
with the Spanish postal system in its full 
beauty. 
teen clerks were here, drawing salaries 
about twice as great as the total receipts 
of the office, and probably stealing as much 
more. The postmaster and ten clerks 
were immediately ‘“‘relieved” and three 
clerks retained at $30 per month each. 
The Spanish methods were peculiar, to 
say the least; stamps were not sold at the 
postoffice, but were wholesaled at a dis- 
count to parties who retailed them to users. 
Mail boxes cost from $2 to $20 per year 
according to the needs of the renter and 
the cheek of the postmaster. Carriers 
were not paid by the office but were per- 
mitted to collect any sum they saw fit 
to from the addressee. The whole system 
was rotten, the clerk’s salaries were irregu- 
larly paid and they reimbursed themselves 
by peculations and extortion. One fact 
will convey a hint of the condition of 
things almost impossible of comprehension 
to a person accustomed to the American or 
Canadian postal systems: when our repre- 
sentatives took possession of the Havana 
postoftice, over 2000 registered letters 
addressed to accessible people in the city 
the accumulations of three or four years 
were found, undistributed and undelivered. 
As the American troops advanced, the 
office in each town was reorganized on the 
American plan and put in charge of a 


A Spanish postmaster and four- 


United States agent. On December 21, 
1998, a Director General of Posts was 
appointed for the island and entire control 
passed to him. The service for conveni- 
ence was maintained by virtue of military 
authority, although it is now practically 
autonomous. The stamps and supplies are 
furnished by the United States at actual 
cost, and trained employees were detailed 
from the home service to train the Cuban 
clerks and improve the personnel. In 
overprinting the stamps of the U. 8. used 
prior to the distinctive Cuban issue an 
error of philatelic interest occurred 
Under the impression that the ‘‘drop 
letter” rate was 24.¢ de p., 2,000,000 two 
cent stamps were over printed with that 
value and sent to Cuba. The true rate, 
however, was 2c de p., so that these 
stamps were unnecessary, but they were 
used as two cent stamps notwithstanding 
the surcharge. The reconstruction of the 
service from that point to-the present day 
was only a question of time and adminis- 
stration.

department encountered the problems, the 
solving of which rendered the introduction 
of our postal system into the other colonies 
comparatively simple. 

In Porto Rico where our army had little 
Opposition, a commission was sent out to 
look over the ground and report on the 
best methods to adopt; they reported in 
favor of an autonomous system, as in use in 
Cuba, but the hurricane cf last August has 
delayed the independent action of the 
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Porto Rican postal system. 

In the Philippines the putting into effect 
of a complete system has been accompli- 
shed. Aguinaldo aud his forces only delay 
its extension, they cannot embarrass it 
where established. The war being ended 
the Spanish speaking residents and natives 
were anxious to cooperate with the win- 
ning side, and this cleared the way from 
difficulties such as Cuba.

received, while ample in the states, were

Over- 
worked, poorly sheltered and fed, they fell 
an easy prey to the yellow and climatic 
fevers. The accumlations of mail were 
great, but the Spanish postal appliances 
were calculated rather to retard than to 
facilitate its distribution. They suffered 
and contrived in silence, the appeal of an 
employe, to the ‘‘god of the machine,” 
theyknew from experience not to he effective 
within the span of one man’s life and they 
were too busy to ‘“‘organize the pull” as 
used by the privates of the volunteer army 
to cause immediate action in the case of 
delayed mails. 

The history of the United States Postal 
Service in our new colonies is a history of 
the triumph of individual energy and in-

Brewer, giving their lives to the effort.

In getting together sets of Porto Rico on 
U.S. it must be remembered that the 1 
and 2c. values were surcharged with the 
spelling ‘‘Puerto Rico” before that retic 
of Spanish was finally superseded by the 
Porto Rico Act of Congress. There was 
a curious conflict of opinion about this 
spelling. The Postoffice Department sur-

Publishers wail about sample copy 
fiends, and will continue to do so. The 
sample copy fiend is a product of evolution 
and his increasing number and bother 
marks a corresponding increase in the 
number of philatelists. All businesses have 
their parasites, seeking to live on the sub- 
stance and earnings of others, and no leg- 
itimate trade is destroyed by them though 
individuals may be called upon to bear an 
undue part, in proportion as their public- 
ations are valuable. The friend is encour- 
aged, and the true collector made weary, 
by the sample copies, repeated month after 
month, full of grammatical and proof err- 
ors, and even in the advertisements; the 
editorials teeming with spiteful attacks 
upon more worthy contemporaries. 

There are some exceedingly tasteful col- 
or schemes in the cover designs of some of 
the May monthlies. Black and Lilac, 
Pink and Dark Green, Scarlet and Green. 
But a Michigan Journal caps them; car- 
mine cover, printed in silver and black, 


really beautiful. And I seem to notice 
that, usually, an attractive cover accom- 
panies good reading matter. 

One of our monthlies states that they 
have ceased publication of city nutes, stat- 
ing ‘‘It is a well-known fact notes from a 
large city interest only those that hve in 
that city”. It all depends on the notes, 
I cannotagree with such a sweeping state- 
ment in its entirety, and it is noticed 
that the leading weeklies and monthlies in 
our field here, use notes from cities phila- 
telically active. Ifa paper is to get the 
news it must get it from persons on the 
ground, and itis a question or printing 
the news without acknowledging the 
author, or giving credit as is done in 
Mekeel’s. This, I think, is the better way. 

Probably the paper thus ceasing to pub- 
lish notes is dis-satisfied with the quality 
of its local correspondence.

News that a gourde is nearly the equiva- 
lent of a dollar, we still maintain that he is 
not a genuine Yankee in the matter of 
getting his money’s worth. 

The stamps of New Zealand are leading 
us a very pretty race! Since the appear- 
ance of the pictorial issue we have been in 
suspense as to what the local print would 
show. Indeed, four months ago the 4d 
was printed in the two colors of the ld, 
blue and brown, the change evidently 
being based on the expense of printing the 
lower value in two colors. Printed: four 
months ago, it is now in circulation and on 
unwatermarked paper. In the meantime 
the 3d green, 1d carmine and 2d_ violet 
have been issued on watermarked 
paper, with slight changes in the 4 and 2d. 
Of course the next printing of the 4d will 
be on watermarked paper and we are told 
that the colors in the future will be blue 


and carmine. All these stamps, locally 


printed, are poorly executed and the per- 
foration is vile. It would puzzle a Phila- 
delphia lawyer to keep track of these 
changes. Indeed the intricacies that con- 
front the student of New Zealand’s phila- 
telic conditions are such as to call for a 
stout heart and a clear head. 

I look upon the stamps of Samoa as a 
good investment, if one believes in invest- 
ing in stamps. I write this with all due 
regard to the speculative taint of recent 
months in the knowledge that hereafter 
Germany and the U. S. are to take charge 
of the postal affairs of the Island. I know 
one dealer-correspondent who very recent- 
ly scored severely the dealers who handled 
Samoans, yet the paper had hardly 
appeared before some of the ‘‘Provisional 
Govt” of last year changed hand, on one 
occasion where the aforesaid dealer-corres- 
pondent was one of the principals and not 
the buyer. 

Tam told the German government pro- 
poses to sell its colonial issues, such as 
Mariana, Caroline and Marshall Ids. at the 
central postoffice in Berlin, We are 
gravely informed that this is done not only 
for the convenience of philatelists but for 
those who may have business relations with 
the colonies. 

A little bird whispers that another effort 
will be made this year to take the official 
organship of the A. P, A. from the Hra 
and give it to the Metropolitan Philatelist. 
Iam ata loss to understand the reason. 
The Metropolitan is a house organ of the 
most prenounced type. Were it not for 
the work of Mr. Bartels we should find 
very little worthy of reprinting. On the 
other hand the Hra is a collector’s paper 
and its editor has no other purpose to 
serve than to give the members the hest 
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paper possible. I hope the A. P. A will 
think twice ere it makes any change. 

I noticed in a recent Hra that the 
stamps of Mauritius were to be changed 
but particulars were lacking as to whether 
designs or colors were to be affected. 1, 2, 
3, 5, 10 rupees are to be added to the set. 

We read of a pioneer postal card that 
has been presented Her Majesty and it 
marks the possibilities of a new era in the 
development of the mail service of the 
“dark continent.” This card bears the 
postmarks, Nyassa-Land, Toro, Omdur- 
man, and Cairo, having travelled via the 
great lakes, the Nile and Egypt and is the 
first to make this trip. The agency of the 
explorer was of ceurse called into use, but 
ere many years we shall find the twin lines 
of metal pathway carrying these silent 
messengers through the very heart of 
Africa.

St. Catharines. 


THE 1900 D. P. A. CONVENTION CITY 


The City of St. Catahrines is situated on 
the Welland Canal, in the midst of the 
Niagara District fruit belt, and has been 
rightly cailed the ‘‘Garden City of Can- 
ada.” Though numerous beautiful build- 
ings and parks, so common to many large 
cities, are few, yet, on every side are to be 
found large farms where, every year, thou- 
sands of baskets of fruit are shipped to 
every part of the Province, and other pla- 
ces, well worth visiting, should one feel in- 
clined to do so.

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Stamp Albums. 


BY EDGAR S. BRIGHTMAN. 


When our albums cease to be a living 
issue, when we don’t care what sort of a 
store-housejour2Zcolleetion has, it will be 
time for us to entertain serious fears that 
our interest_in stamps is diminishing. 

As things are now, the collector has his 


ages of albums, not exactly the ‘‘seven 
ages” of Shakespeare, but an approach to 
it. First we have a “‘blank album(!)’— 
generally a nickel 
‘Then we get a quarter printed album, 
then the same in better binding, then a 
large book and finally we venture to aspire 
to the blank album. But our aspirations 
in the latter line don’t generally come till 
after our collection has wholly outgrown a 
printed book. 

It is my opinion that there is much rad- 


memorandum book. 


ically wrong with all the printed albums 
now on the market, unless the collector has 
a boundless store of money. For a collec- 
tion up to 1500 varieties or so, the half- 
dollar book is good enough, but beyond 
that the ideal album is blank one of good 
quality. I will give my reasons, in brief, 
for this opinion. 

In the common printed album, an ordin- 
ary collection of three to four thousand 
varieties is absolutely lost. If you desire 
to display your stamps to an outsider he is 
generally far more struck by the abundance 
of empty spaces than by the good stamps, 


He often 
gives vent to admiration of what in reality

is nothing but a cut of a stamp, but which 
That; 
you say, is not much of a reason for using 


he supposes to be the real thing. 


a blank album; just to produce an impres- 
sion on non-collectors. 

But I have other, and still more weighty 
reasons for advising you to part with your 
old album and get a blank one, if your 
financial condition allows. If you desire 
to be a true philatelist you can not be tied 
down to what the album maker ordains 
about what to collect and the manner of 
arrangement. One can, of course, disre- 
gard the spacing in the printed book and 
put his stamps in where he pleases, but 
what sort of an appearance dees an album, 
It bears a de- 
cided resemblance to a piece of patch work 


treated like that, present? 


carelessly fastened to the page of the 
book. The collector that does not give 
attention to the looks of his album is one 
who needs some prodding in his philatelic 
conscience. 

Another reason why we should desire a 


‘blank album, is one somewhat different 


from the ordinary. It has long been a 
superstition, revered on account of its age, 
like some jokes, that we must have com- 
plete sets no matter what it costs, the 
complete set must and will be obtained. 
Certainly, it looks well to see long unbro- 
ken lines of stamps but too often there are 


some scarce ones in the set, whose purchase 
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would cause a long unbroken vacuum in 
your pocket book. Now If you havea blank 
album there is no need of having that dis- 
mal empty space. Just put the other 
stamps in the set along in a row, and there 
you have it, looking just as well and being 
as satisfactory as if you had the lacking 
specimens, and if by some wonderful for- 
tune, you should get the absent rarity, I 
venture to say that there would be little 
trouble in providing a place for it. 

The minor variety is sought after by 
every collector no matter how much he 
may deride the rest of us for getting them. 
With a printed book, for a time satisfact- 
ory, you shortly find some pages surround- 
ed by a fringe-like string of minors having 
a rather bedraggled appearance. I saw 
the collection of a gentleman who special- 
jzes in French, but who still clung to the 
old printed album. The pages devoted to 
France were a sight for men and angels! 
Nearly every stamp had under it another, 
which was a variety of some sort. The 
space inside the margin was entirely 
filled and the margin itself was covered. 
Now, while such a sight is indicative of 
great study on the part of the owner of 
the collection, it would present a far more 
imposing appearance in a blank album and 
would be far more convenient for reference. 

Now, finally to have a blank album in 
the place of a printed book, would arouse 
a more intimate acquaintance with one’s 
stamps and a more personal, almost, feel- 
ing toward his collection, since he arranged 
it himself instead of following blindly the 
eourse laid down in the album, however 
excellent in its way that may be.

Greece and Switzerland. 
An Appreciation by A. M. MUIRHEAD. 


Of course we all have our favorites, our 
bright particular stars, among the stamps. 
I don’t know any issues that appeal so 
strongly to the artistic portion of this par- 
ticular mind as the stamps of Greece and 
Switzerland. 

Look at the stamps of Greece, before 
those gaudy and ill-arranged commemorat- 
ives of the Olympian Games, has the 
majestic in art any fairer embodiment? 
That chaste, classic head of Hermes, like 
some perfect cameo, which always brings 
to mind the celebrated lines of Poe:— 

Thy naaid airs have brought me home 

To the glory that was Greece, : 

And the grandeur that was Rome. 


Hermes, [ presume the effigy is, corres- 
ponding to the Roman Mercury, serving, 
sometimes as messenger of the gods, some- 
times as a sort of wind spirit, the confused 
strains of Grecian and Roman mythology 
tell sometimes inconsistent tales. Contrast- 
ing, for there can be no comparing, 
these Grecian issues with the later emis- 
sions, the large numeral and Olympian, one 
sees the decadence of this classic nation. 
Turn we, now, to Switzerland, the ideal 
commonwealth of our Bourgeois economists. 
Here we again find stamps which are neat 
and artistic. The absence of gaudy effect 
makes room for art that is true. We see 
now, no pagan relics, but a more modern 
effigy. It is always symbols, A seated 
figure of a woman with a long staff or 
spear and white crossed shield. A symbol 
of the Republic we presume. One strange 
thing about symbolism is the eternal per- 
sistence of identification. ‘The Republic — 
tome is a strong woman,” as one of our 
French writers says. Switzerland might 


@ proud of her stamps, and might even 
A congratulate herself with having no Post- 
master Mulock, with his blatant vaster 
empire than has been and Xmas stamps 
_ that persist till that particular Christmas 
is gone, through a whole year, even until 
_ the coming of this season’s flowers that 
bloom in the spring. 
I think a little observation of the stamps 
_ of Greece, Switzerland and some few other 
- countries would serve to educate our ideas 
and win us away from the idea that a post- 
age stamp can acceptably emulate a lobster 
can label.

Philatelic Associations.

A collector who has never been a mem+ 
ber of a stamp association asks the ques- 
tion ‘‘what are its advantages?” first. 
This question is a hard one to answer, for, 
although the member can explain about 
the official organ, exchange department, 
ete., yet he can not explain to the fullest 
degree the advantages an  assocsation 
incurs. 

The new member has these things to 
find out for himself. He finds that after 
he has been a member for some time his 
advantages are much greater than could 
have been explained. 

A member that joins an association and 
does his best to forward the interests and 


successes of the association is the member 
that all societies are fond and proud of. 

Now, painfully, we must turn to the 
other kind of member—the member who 
joins for his own good and not the society’s 
—who joins to get all he can out of it and 
tries to push himself to the front and 
become an officer, as near president as 
possible. 

Ah yes! this is the one who is going to 
do the association more harm than all the 
other members put together. He will find 
himself ‘‘chucked” and will find that he 
can not reach the top in this way. 

It is with much regret that we must 
admit this fact very often i. e. That col- 
lectors do sometimes join associations 
purely for the benefit that they themselves 
can derive from it, 

We must now turn to another question. 
There are too many philatelic societies 
and yet every week (more or less) we hear 
of a new society and what is the result? 
Their days are short and sweet. 

The leading societies of the day will 
come out on top. They must, for when you 
compare a society of about 500 members to 
one of about six, including officers; and one 
run by the leading philatelists of the day, 
to one that has been started by one or two 
collectors who are trying to work in oppo- 
sition toa big society, the ‘‘old reliable” 
will down them in a very short. time. 

Sooner or later it will and must be 
known that no more than one society of a 
kind can be supported. 

If only some of our influential philatel- 
ists will start a society to protect collect- 
ors, dealers and publishers, it will be much 
better than exchange clubs. Let us unite 
and remain that way throughout our phil- 
atelic career.

1 has nothing in it to give promise of long 
life. 

The busy season for philatelists is pretty 
nearly over for a time and collectors have 
put aside their albums for outdoor pleas- 
ures, and dealers are taking stock. To 
the small dealer there are several items to 
go to loss; several bad debts and one or 
two lost letters. They are heavy losses to 
him, with a small capital and a stock in 
proportion, and it usually happens that 
stamps stolen, or lost (alleged to be lost is 
perhaps more correct) in the mails are of 
the better class. ‘‘Bad debts, how to 
avoid and how to collect them” would 
make quite a book, but from bitter exper- 
ience a few hints can be given. Don’t 
send selections without references; the 
dealer who has been advertising, paying 
out without much return is, apt to jump 
ata chance to send stamps on approval 
without waiting for references. Investi-

temptation to take stamps in excess 
of pocketmoney is likely to cause a smir 
of that fair fame. Commercial references 
are good to insist on, or those of a parent 
where a minor is cpncerned; the sticklin 
of these may lose a few customers, bu 
loss of money or stamps is almost certainly 
avoided. ‘The dealer should have enou 
capital to enable him to refuse hazard: 
and it is a 90 to 1 shot but he gets caught 
where careless about reference,. The 
most careful will, however, suffer occas- 
ionally and then the question is how to 
collect. The following is a good rule to. 
follow: the stamps having been sent o 
ten days approval, after allowing sufficie 
time for exchange of mails, send a polite 
eard asking for returns, in 10 days a more 
peremtory one, and in another 10 days 
letter calling attention to former corres- 
pondence anda notification that the mai 
ter will be placed in the hands of an attor 
ney. Then wait 10 days and send th 
account to your attorney. With me this 
eourse has been suceessful in all but tw 
eases and in these I “‘ ’ave ’opes.” 
The ~ lost “letter, or. the 
alleged to have been mailed, is anothe 
source of trouble. It is pretty safe to 
assume that if the following procedure 
does not secure the letter it has not bee’ 
mailed to you. Write to the Postmaster 
of your town, to the Postmaster of the 
town at which the letter was mailed an 
to the Dead-letter office at Washington 
describing the missing article, when sai 
to have been mailed, contents, name of 
sender and name of addressee. Thi 
usually brings you a tracer and after 
about four weeks a notification either t

he Postal Service During 
Ce the Civil War. 


BY A LLOYD JONES 


‘in a recent issue of the ApvocaTs there 
ppeared an excellent article by A. R. But- 
ler anent the U. S postal service during the 
Spanish-American war. It showed how 
nearly perfect a system wax organized amid 
ihe chaos and havoc of war, and of the pat- 
riotism of the postal officials on service 
there. This gave me the idea oi interview- 
_ing an old “‘vet” on the condition of the 
post office System during the Civil War. 
T expected to bring ont a strong contrast 
_ between conditions then and those in the 
late ““Yanko-Spanko” war, but judge of 
_ my surprise when he said, and it has since 
been corroborated by others, that the post- 
al system during the Civil War worked 
perfectly. 
_ “We didn’t give much thought to the 
postal or baggage system while we were in 
the army but accepted the promptness and 
completeness as a matterof course. Look- 
‘ing back at it now I wonder at the patience, 
energy and alertness of those who organ- 
ized the plan and carried it out. Letters 
were addressed to the company and regi- 
ment and often by people who were care- 
less in writing names and in giving the 
number of the regiment, but in some way 
the letters came to hand. Often letters 
sent from Germany, England or France 


were a puzzle in direction, but the army 


postal authorities made it a point to have 
them reach their destination. 

The custom then was for the soldier’s 
letters to be franked and for the postage 
to be paid at the receiving office. Before 
this was generally understood our sutler 
received letters from the boys, each one 
paying the postage and he guaranteeing 
that they would go forward postage paid. 
Some one discovered that the sutler would 
take every night thirty or forty letters to 


the Colonel’s tent, have them franked and 


send them forward without stamps. When 


the scheme was exposed, the Colonel 
issued an order aSking the men of the reg- 
iment to send their letters to his head- 
quarters and not to the sutler. 1 have 
scores of the old enyelopes bearing the sig- 
nature of the Colonel or the regimental 
adjutant. : 

Most of the men when paid, retained 
part of their money and at once mailed the 


balance home, and it was usually in the 


form of paper money. All this was well 


known by all the soldier and headquarter 
attaches, there was nevera case reported 
in which letters containing money were 
tampered with at the regimental, brigade 
or division headquarters. No money was 
lost in transit, except when trains were 
captured by General Joe Wheeler, General 
Forrest or General Morgan. When there 
was indisputable proof of the capture of 
such letters the government made the loss 
good.” 
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I honestly believe that the patriotic im- 
pulse and whole-hearted sympathy of 
those entrusted with the management had 
as much to do with the system during the 
Civil War as during the Spanish-American 
war.

Dear Sirs, 
Re:—Fifth Annual Convention 
and Election of Officers.

The Constitution requires that three 
months previous to each election, the See- 
retary shall call for nominations, and 
which in this case was not done owing to 
the change being made at the meeting and 
the election having taken place on the 
same day. I therefore declare that Mr. 
Geo. W. Starnaman is the duly elected — 
Secretary-Treasurer and that the election — 
which divided this office into two separate 
ones is non-effective. 

This decision is based upon a desire to 
recognize the rights of members as provi- 
ded for under the Constitution and it is 
hoped will be satisfactory to all concerned. 

The Constitution having been changed 
with respect to the separation of this office _ 
nominations for 1901 will be made accord- 
ingly.

If yon want to buy these stamps 
used it would be well to exercise caution, 
otherwise you may be duped into buying 
faked stamps. 


The overprint on the 1876 issue of Tur- 
key is different for each denomination. 
The catalogue would make one believe tha 
all have the same surcharge. The differ 
ence lies only in the lower horizontal group 
of characters.—A. D: Schoch. 

Anyone wishing to know the difference 
of surcharge in each stamp has only to buy — 
the entire set, and they are within the 
reach of the average collector. It seems 
queer that illustrations of each surcharge 
is not included in Scott’s catalogue perhaps 
it is due to an oversight ; anyway they 
ought to be illustrated in Scott’s, as there 
are some collectors who imagine that each 
kind of surcharge exists in all the other 
values, thus making out that there are five 
varieties for each value, whereas there is 
only one, thereby getting things all mixed 


up. 
The 3c orange of 1893 issue of Argentine 
is now obsolete (July, 1898) not being in 
use any more; remainders were burned ~ 
and not sold to dealers.—G. A, Hunt.

The War Revenue Act of 1898 has kept 
collectors of U. 8. fiscals busy; surcharged 
postage, surcharged periodical, old roulette 
new roulette, changed colors for higher 
values, with both reulettes, and now a 
uniform color for all, with only the values 
in distinctive colors.

From an announeement of the Postoffice 
Department re the Buffalo stamps the fol- 
lowing is copied:— 

“There are to be six denominations of 
these stamps * * * each containing a cent- 
ral pieture, with suitable ornamental sur- 
rounding in colors. The one cent will 
have a dark green border etc.”

our colors licked. 

During the summer season, when col- 
lectors generally hang up their collections 
and seek outdoor recreation, some of the 
philatelic publishers, less wise than those 
who take a vacation and miss a number or 
two, indulge in and permit to their col- 
umns ‘“‘silly season” articles. A class 
against which,, from year to year, they 
pour out their spleen is the junior dealer 
They take the worst 
specimen as representing the whole and 


or collect-ordealer. 


with this example as a text pour out a 
screed, the vitrolic illiberality of which 
should easily earn for them the gag-bridle 
of the common scold. I quote from the 
latest of these:— 

so * * But for the common imdi- 
vidual who is half collector, half dealer, 
admitting even to himself incompleteness 
as either, what can we expect for the up- 
building of philately as an amateur pas- 
time. Asa collector he cannot be a laud- 
able example, for the increase of his collec- 
tion is a part of his busimess, one kind of 
speculation, an excellent advertisement 
and aid in winning customers. Asa writ- 
er he is a hired space filler with opinions 
biased by the state of his stock * * * The 
worst feature of these half-cooked erea- 
tures is the fact that, being so steeped in 
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their own conception of the philatelic 
world, they fill their writings with their 
own flavor until the collector begins to be- 
lieve that it is unworthy of a philatelist to 
do any service without a tangible quid pro 
quo, that the sole value of a collection lies 
in the amount it will bring on the block, 
and that the stimulus for the production 
of philatelic ‘literature’ must come entirely 
from the amount of cash or ‘advertising 
space’ the publisher can be induced to 
‘give’ for it. It thus often happens that 
the desire for the remuneration exists be- 
fore the basis upon which to build a phil- 
atelic thesis has been found in which case 
our quondom amateur is likely to give rise 
to those peculiar emissions labeled ‘Echoes’ 
from the East” ‘A History of my Philatelic 
@areer etc, =) * *.” 

The writer bases his article upon a 
wrong assumption in regard to the motive 
of the collector, the object being to in- 
crease the collection by the disposal of 
duplicates and lots acquired in securing 
Unless the col- 
Jector has unlimited means, there sooner 


some required specimen. 


or later arrivesa time when two conditions 
confront him, the specimens he wants cost 
too much for his purse, and his stock of 
duplicates represents too large an amount 
of dead capital. Most collector-dealers 
have some other employment, which places 
out of their power the personal swapping 
and exchanging of the school-boy. An ad- 
'yertisement in some philatelic paper of 
“stamps wanted” seems a possible way of 
picking up some desired stamp, the 
answers to this icnreases the stock of dup- 
licates; and then the ‘‘for sale” side of the 
question is advanced. But the point is 
-no more worthy of censure than is the 
swapping of stamps in a personal interview

lector and the dealer are, in all hobbies — 
and especially in philately often one, the 


collections which have made philately the _ 


science it is have been brought together 
by dealers, and in fact there is hardly a 
man among the ‘‘giant” dealers who has 
not his collection of specialties. Know- 
ledge of stamps cannot be gained from a 
single specimen, the more of a kind that 
are handled the more is found out concern- 
ing them, and the dealer has in a greater 
or less degree according to the size of his 
business, the opportunity to study stamps: 
but unless there is an outlet for his dupli- — 
cate specimens sooner or Jater his cash 
will all be in them. A glance at the col- 
umns of middle class of philatelic publiea- — 
tions is sufficient to show that the small 
or dealer-collector is the one who supports 
them. And these journals, with their low 
subscription prices, are the ones who start 
collectors, are the ones that pave the way 
for the large dealers, are the ones who 
statrt the future specialist on his career. 
So far as regards the arraignment of the — 
collector-dealer as a writer, little need be 
said. The publisher who admits to his 
eolumns such articles as those mentioned 
is more to blame than the writer. He, in 
setting up as a publisher, lays claim to 
taste, writer is ignorant only. Moreover 
itis not true; practically all the leading 
monograph writers and authorities on 


stamps have acquired their knowledge 


from the handling of stamps as a dealer: it 
is only permitted to the favored few whose 
silver spoon is a birthright to buy and ex- 
amine even common stamps in suflicient:

Reprints. 


BY L. W. HAMMOND. 


Ina former issue of the Apvocarn, the 
ld subject of Reprints and All Stamps are 
Guaranteed Genuine is again brought up. 
Tt would seem that this subject had been 
thoroughly discussed in the past, but as it 
: again appears, I should like to say a word 
concerning reprints. 

Ido not think any one will deny but 
that reprints are almost a necessity, for in 
Pinost collections, to quote the very original 
_ words of the editor of one of our new mag - 
 azines, they ‘‘fill a long felt want.” 

The only trouble, is with the collector 
~ who in his ignorance buys reprints think- 
_ {ng they are originals ; in that case he is 
very liable to put them in a class all by 
themselves as Satan’s own invention. 

_ Now is it necessary for any collector to 
make this mistake? Let us see what safe- 
guards we have. In the first place his cat- 
alogue will in most cases explain the differ- 
ence between the original and the reprint, 

so that by a careful examination the 
reprint is quite easily detected. 

Secondly: Reprints of valuable stamps 
are stamped on the back with the word, 
“Reprints.” There may be some sold not 

so stamped but not many. 

_ Thirdly: The price of a reprint will 
ways be much below the value of the 
iginal if offered by a responsible dealer. 

Perhaps the best point is ofall to require 


a written guarantee from the seller. All 
dealers are willing and offer to give such a 
guarantee. In view ofthe a bove facts, Ido 
not think it is the reprint that causes 
trouble but the fact that young collectors 
between re- 
prints, reissues and remainders. 


do not know the difference 


If the boys would learn that remainders 
and reissues are not reprints,, although in 
the case of the former, sold far below face 
value, much trouble would be avoided. 

Now as to the statement on all approval 
sheets “All stamps are Guaranted Gen- 
mine. 

It must be understood, and it is by most, 
that reprints and reissues are genuine 
stamps, that is made from the original 
dies or plates. Therefore, why should 
they not be placed on sheets so guaranteed? 

If on the other hand the guarantee read 
“All stamps are Guaranteed Genuine Orig- 
inals, then of course these stamps would 
be barred. 


United States Minutes. 
CONDUCTED BY USONAs 


“Fruit Fair and Fall Festival” is the ad- 
vertisers postmark of Houston, Texas.

Stamp Statistics. 
BY STOKES. 


The pleasure of inspecting a general col- 
lection of six or seven thousand is not to be 
had every day, and to some people it is 


quite a revelation to find that so many var- 


leties exist. But when we consider the 
number that has been issued, and what 
might be gathered, seven thousand variet- 
ies would not appear so extraordinary. 

The total number of postage stamps, en- 
velopes and cards issued by all countries in 
the world is over fourteen and one half 
thousand—a collection that would stretch 
the binding of our wedged albums. 

It is interesting to know what countries 
help most to make this aggregate. A com- 
plete collection of British Colonies numbers 
over four thousand alone, which leaves ten 


- thousand to be accounted for by the rest 


of the world. For a single country the 
United States leads the world with 295 
varieties of postage stamps, with another 
issue in sight; a fact which we will leave 
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our United States friends to feel proud o 
or not; but, by the way, how they attempt 
ed to ridicule Canada for having thre 
issues in two years, although our total is” 
only a shade over one-third of theirs. 
Next to U. 8. comes Spain with 282 variet- 
ies and is followed by Nicaragua with 262 
varieties, and Salvador with 230. Then 
comes Uruguay, Mexico, Cuba and the 
Philippines. 
With but one exception the above men- 
tioned countries are American, so you may 
readily suppose that America leads other — 
continents; which it does with a total of 
4795 varieties; Europe comes next with 
3565, Asia 2775, Africa 5466, and Oceania — 
with 1027. ‘ 
In comparing last year’s issues Europe 
leads with 206 new varieties, Asia next 
with 202, Africa 146, America 139, Oceania 
122; making the total of last year’s issues 
315.

The Letter with the 
Foreign Stamp. 


What Happens to it on a Trans- 
Atlantic Liner.

IMAGINE 
every day, flipping letters into cases 
of pigeon holes at the rate of 1,270 
an hour with the unstable deck of a rolling 
steamship for a floor, and .keeping this up 
six and seven days at a stretch. That’s 
what the sixteen mail clerks comprising 
the United States Sea Post Service do for 
a living month in and month out. 

Moreover, they have to work in what is 
practically an elevator shaft three stories 
high and fifteen feet square. Ventilation 
is supplied by blowers way down in the 
hold of the ship, which force the air up and 
_ out of the portholes on the third storey, or 
attic floor, of the floating post office. Elec- 
tric lights gleam night and day in every 
nook and corner of this elevator shaft, for 
it is hard enough to decipher many of the 
addresses on the foreign mail matter even 
in the light of years of experience and a 
luminous imagination, much less in a dis- 

mal cabin ‘tween decks. 


working twelve hours 


The Sea Post Service, now in its tenth 
year, has proved such an advantage in ex- 
pediting the foreign mails that the Post 
Office Department is contemplating the 
establishment of floating post offices on two 
more Atlantic steamship lines. Already 
five Hamburg-American, four North Ger- 
man Lloyd and three American liners are 
equipped with postal facilities, and the 
Cunarders and White Star ships are ex- 
pected to be the next to carry expert 
sorters and address readers. In the winter 
season the American and North German 
Lloyd liners carry two mail clerks apiece. 
The men eat at the first cabin table or in 
the officers’ mess, but room on a trans- 
atlantic liner isso much needed for high 
priced passenger and freight traffic that 
the allowance for the sea postal em- 
ployes is rather grudgingly allotted. 

Usually they are given a small room 
below the berth deck, lighted and venuila- 
ted by a couple of portholes, with low 
ceilings and narrow berths. In this ‘‘attic” 
or sky parlor, as the clerks call it, the <ep- 
aration racks are placed. These resemble 
Brobdingnagian pigeon cotes. Each com- 
partment is labelled ‘‘New York,” ‘‘Bos- 
ton,” ‘‘Ohio,” ‘‘Japan,” &c., when the 
vessel is bound thither, and ‘‘Hamburg,” 
“Berlin,” ‘London,” ‘‘Norway-Sweden,”’ 
“Russia,” &c., when bound for Europe. 
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On one side of the room is a ‘‘separation 
table” on which registered packages are 
sorted, a pair of small scales for weighing 
them and stamps for marking supplemen- 
tary mail 

One deck below, reached by a narrow 
companion way, are the newspaper racks, 
great iron gridirons, with big yawning 
canvas sacks suspended beneath. Into 
these pouches the third and fourth class 
is thrown with marvellous 
precision and rapidity. On the bulkhead 
wall 2 railroad map is placed to guide the 


mail matter 


sorter if he is a bit uncertain where a par- 
ticular package is to be thrown. 

A trap door in the floor leads to the 
cellar of the floating post office, one deck 
lower. Here the bags of mail are first de- 
posited when the ship leaves port. As 
fast as a dozen or so are emptied by men 
at the separation table and distributed in 
the cases another bunch is hauled up. 
Thus, hour after hour, in fair weather and 
foul, in Summer and winter, the men who 
earn their bread and butter by facilitating 
the exchange of news, of business matters 
and messages of love or other expressions 
of the human emotions, toil and toil and 
toil. 

When the Kaiser Friedrich was in port 
Mr. J. F. Burke, one of the original half 
dozen postal clerks assigned to the Sea 
Post Service at its inception in 1891, told 
something about the work he and his col- 
leagues do. He said:—‘‘We are like the 
farmers’ wives. Our work is never done. 
Still, the position of clerk in the ocean 
steamship mail service, or as it is usually 
called, in the sea post, ismuch sought after 
by employes of the postal system, because 
in this branch of the service we have a few 
days each month in Europe to travel, to 


see sights or for quiet rest. The govern- 
ment maintains the sea post to assist the 
New York post office and to facilitate the — 
despatch of mails transported on the fast 
American, North German Lloyd and Ham- 
burg-Ameriean ships. Here they-are 
opened and distributed, and as only a small 
portion goes to the general Post Office a 
steamer may bring in between 500 and 600 
bags of mail at any time, and no extra help 
be required in the Post Office to promptly 
and properly despatch both this and the — 
regular domestic postal matter. 

“Directly from the ship on its arrival at 
Quarantine a bag is sent to each station of 
the New York Post Office containing the 
proper mail for that section of the city, 
while the mail for all the States and larger 
cities is assorted and delivered in the 
quickest and most practical manner—both 
letters and papers. A sepuration is made 
of California, Texas and New York State 
mail, and registered matter is dealt with. 

“The sea post constitutes an interna- 


tional exchange and distributing post office. 
On the German ships where the German 
government Sends a post secretair and a 
schaffner, mails going to the Fatherland 
are treated the same as these on the way 
to America. Hamburg city being separa- 
ted on the Hamburg-American _ liners. ~ 
The German and American clerks co-oper- 
ate in the work, and each man is account- 
able to his own government for the com- 
pleting in distribution of mails going to 
that country to which the clerk belongs. 
Technically the American clerk is in charge ~ 
going to Germany and the post secretair is 
responsible going the other way, in compli- — 
ance with the international law, but this” 
does not interfere with the ‘responsibility 
for the completion of the work. :

To collectors in general and more espec- 
ially the younger members of the fraternity 
there seems to be a great desire to enter 
into business as a stamp dealer, 

The writer is at a loss to know from 
what source this desire arises, but would 
suggest that perhaps it is started by the 
collector acting as agent for some dealer 
who marks his stamps so that he can allow 
the collector a discount on what he sells or 
takes himself ; another thing which tends 
to make the desire stronger is the fact 
that many oollectors have a number of 
duplicates which to them seem valuable 
enough to sell and make a handsome profit 
but are more apt to be a very unsaleable 
class of stamps which they .have obtained 
in cheap packages, etc. 

Again the general philatelic public 
have little or no idea of how dealers obtain 
their stamps and what a large stock of 
stamps is necessary in order to earry on a 
first class business. 

In starting in business, the would be 
dealer, generally, goes to work and secures 
some blank approval sheets on which he 
mounts his duplicates. Next he has a 
stock of letter paper and envelopes printed 
and inserts a small advertisement in some 
paper. 

All this has cost him something and as 
he has no experience in advertising, his 
advertisement generally finds its way into 
@ paper that has low rates and claims an 
enormous circulation. 

Then too he may not understand the 
proper writing of an advertisement and the 
result is that he receives few, if any, 
answers. 


One of the hardest things which the new © 
dealer has to contend with is the fraud. 


. There is a certain class of frauds who make 


it their business to keep watch for the new 
dealers. These fellows are smart enough to 
know that the dealers have very little 
chance to make trouble for them and they 
know enough to keep away from large and 
established dealers and to prey only upon 
those who they know are inexperienced. 
Besides they know that the older dealers 
are eareful and can sometimes read between 
the lines of the letters of applications for 
stamps. 

Now let us suppose that the new dealer 
has got far enough along to find that his 
stock is running low and he at once begins. 
to look around for means of replenishing 
it, and generally finds numerous advertise- 
ments in the papers offering ‘Dealers’ 
stocks” at prices which make them look 
tempting. The result generally is that he 
sends for one and in many cases is dis- 
appointed. The reason for this is very 
simple, it is simply that if there was any 
great demand for the stamps of which © 
these stocks consist, the dealers would not 
be slow in selling them out at retail, thus 
it will be readily seen these stocks must 
eontain what the dealer could not dispose 
of himself, 

Another thing that causes trouble for 
the new dealer is the fact that his eustom- 
ers soon begin to call for special stamps: 
which they desire in order to complete 
sets, etc., and which he has not got, 
as he must purchase them from another 
dealer he has to put the price higher and 
and soon he finds that his customers have: 
left him because he could not supply their 
wants, or because they found that it was 
cheaper to patronize the larger dealers and 


get their stamps first hand. 


Large dealers generally obtain their 
stamps directly from the country in which 
they are issued and used, the most common 
plan being to exchange with various deal- 
ers in various countries, they sending the 
stamps of their country and you sending 
those of yours so that each of you have 
been able to get desirable stamps in ex- 
change for those which have cost you 
little or nothing. 

This branch of the stamp business can 
not be built up in a dey and so you see the 
new dealer soon feels the effect of having 
to pay the dealers prices a very little 
below retail. 

Now I have told you of some of the 


troubles which the new dealer has to con- | 


tend with I will give you an idea of what 
he might have done. First of all he would 
have joined a ‘‘good” Philatelic Associa- 
tion. Care must be taken in the selection 
as there are many associations which it 
would be of no use to join. 

Next he should send to the exchange 
department and obtain blank books and 
fill them with the best stamps that he has 
on hand. 

When this is done he should return 
them to the superintendent who will circu- 
late them among the members who have 
scnt in books; at the same time sending 
books of the other members to the collector 
who is allowed to take the same value 
from them as has been taken from his book 


less a small fee for expenses. 


Thus he disposes of his duplicates and 
increases his collection at a very small 
cost. Of course he does not have the ex- 
citement of dealing in stamps, but he 
would soon have found that that was more 
of a burden than a pleasure. 
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And now I would say to the readers that 
if they take a bit of advice that is good, 
they will leave stamp dealing alone, and 
be content to increase their collections by 
exchangihg and not go chasing after that 
pet of gold which is supposed to lie at the 
other end of the rainbow of the stamp 
business. 


A Few Minor Varieties. 
BY EDGAR S. BRIGATMAN. 


Before I enter upon any discussion of my 
subject, I would like to make a brief refer- 
ence to an article of mine which appeared 
in the now defunct Buckeye Phuatelist 
wherein I made a comment on an apparen,_ 
tly inexplicable surcharge on the one anna, 
1881-82 stamp of India. Miss Swift has 
very kindly informed me that it is a device 
similar to the perforated initials on English 
stamps, employed by large mercantile 
houses, to prevent their clerks using the 
stamps belonging to the firm for private 
correspondence. 

Quite often I run across some ‘“‘lapsj 
naturae,” while looking over odd lots of 
duplicates. and I will give a partial list of 
my recent finds of uncatalogued minor var- 
eties which it has been my good fortune to 
find. The first of which I will speak is 
from Porto Rico, the one-half m. de p. rose 
of the 1862 issue. In my specimen of the 
stamp, the ‘‘m” and ‘‘I” of ‘‘Mila” are 
both defeetive ; about one-third of the ‘‘I* 
is gone and a fraction of the ‘‘M” is miss. 
ing, and between the two letters, though 
touching neither, is an oval spot of color, 
three quarters of a millimetre long, by one 
quarter wide. 

It may be of some interest to the reader 
to learn how I obtained possession of the 
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next variety that I shall describe. A few 
days since, a little gir! accosted me, asking 
if I would buy any stamps from her. of 
course I would if they were worth it, and 
so out comes her album which I looked 
through. As is usual in such cases, the 
market value of the lot was possibly fifteen 
cents, but, since she pleaded so hard, I 
bought afew. After she had left, I exam- 
ined the collection and found a ten ore, 
Norway of the 1883-84 issue which is differ- 
ent from the ordinary. (In the ‘‘10” after 
“Postfrim,” the ‘‘O” in the common type 
js broad, comparatively, at the top and 
bottom.

are not the real thing. The Mexican en- 
velopes of 1874-83 are of this sort. It 
happens thus: when a stamp of this 
country was embossed on an envelope, the 
desigu struck through both layers of the 
envelope so that there would be an impres- 
sion of the design, of course without ink, 
on the inside of the envelope. Then it 
would be a very easy matter for some evil- 
disposed person to cut this out square, and 
palm it off as an albino. One of this 
nature from Mexico can be detected as fol- 


lows: in a real albino, the starmp would be 
on very smooth-surfaced paper; on the 
other the paper is rough and very distinct- 
ly laid. This may be understood when it 
is remembered that the outside of an en- 
velope must be written on, while the inside 
is of inferior quality. Look at both sides 
of a Mexican envelope of the issue of 1874- 
83 and my meaning will be better illus- 
trated than it could be by words. Another 
country which offers a like opportunity for 
fake albinos is Wurtemberg. 

As a last variety for this time, I will 
mention the stamp of a country which has 
aforetime behaved quite well, and has been 
almost free of ‘‘minors” but has now fallen 
from its high estate. The offender is St- _ 
Vincent, the $ penny stamp of the 1883-88 
issue. In the “8S” in‘‘St” the top is usually 
curved, but im the variety I found, it was 
straight.

full it will be removed into another room, 
where a busy young fellow, surrounded on 
every hand by pens, ink, paper and envel- 
opes, will rapidly tear off the aecompany- 
ing stamp, and stuff each manuscript into 
an envelope. In each envelope he will 
also put a beautifully worded imitation 
type-writer circular, stating so politely 
that you aren’t wanted, and couldn’t possi- 
bly be wanted. Then he will address you 
to your unfortunate author. 

“But if you should happen to be sent 
to a daily or weekly publication, the 
editor will probably read you, or at least 
enough of you to know whether you suit 
his purposes or not. If he does not want 
you, he will scribble a word or two with a 
blue peneil on an old scrap of paper— 
‘Declined with thanks,’ or ‘Too long, or 
‘Overcrowded,’ and send you on your 
way again. If he does want you, as I 
have said, he will pocket your traveling 
companion and impale you heartlessly on 
a long spike of steel. This is called ‘ put- 
ting a manuscript on file,’ but it is said to 
be worse than putting you on hot coals. 
Fortunately, I have never suffered this 
infliction myself. 

“When you come home for the first 
time, your author is generally very much 
disappointed, and feels a little hard toward 
you. You can see it in his eye. But if 
he is an old hand at the business he trans- 
fers you immediately to a new envelope 
and addresses you to some other editor 
and away you go, #0 endure the same 
tortures over again. 80 it goes, time after 
time. During all these trips your feel- 
ings will be most eruelly outraged. Some 
editors will laugh you {n the face. Others 
will toss you from them so contemptu- — 


ly that you will skim half across the 
floor. Others will take note of your 
frayed condition and certain ear-marks on 
your pages, and exclaim, ‘Aha!’ as 
though they were very knowing and you 
very simple and contemptible. If it 
should happen that for any reason you 
were not accompanied by a stamp, you 
_ would be almost certain of being immedi- 
ately destroyed, for there is nothing an 
editor despises like a manuscript which 
is not adorned with a vignette of the Fath- 
er of his Country. You may be sure that 
you will be roughly handled under any 
cireumstances. You are nothing but a 
_ sort of beggar at the best. The editor 
. did not invite you to come, and he would 
have preferred, undoubtedly, to have you 
stay at home. You are trespassing on his 
good nature all the time, and ean’t help 
feeling it. Of course it isn’t your fault 
that you came.» You couldn’t help your- 
self, and yet you have all the uncomfort- 
able experiences to bear while your 
author sits at home and busies his brain 
over another unfortunate creation. Don’t 
you begin to wish you had not been born 
a manuscript, my friend ?’’

United States 
Adhesive Postage Stamps. 


BY ARTHUR R. BUTLER. 


When the collector of United States 
issues glances over the pages of his album 
there are a number of questions suggested 
by certain of the stamps, the necessity at 
one time for a 7 cent value, the reason why 
the newspaper and periodical leaves are so 
blank, and various other matters. The 
reports of the Postoftice Department and 
other offieial documents contains a number 
of items and figures which cannot appear 
in the standard catalogue for lack of space. 
The catalogue can be but an outline of the 
various issues, the official reports contain 
the information, but it is buried in annual 
volumes of 700 pages each from 1847 to the 
present time: ‘‘replies to correspondents” 
give it in a scattered form, but the cost of 
trouble and referring to it are considerable, 
The magnificent monographs on United 
States issues are beyond the reach of the 
majority of collectors. Probably, as these 
reports are open to anyone choosing to take 
the time to consult them, all the points 
mentioned in the following article have 
been given at one time and another, but 
the collecting them in one place may be of 
interest to at least the beginner, if not to 
the more advanced collector. 

Prior to July 1, 1894, the stamps were 
printed by various private companies under 
four-year contracts, the National, Conti- 
nental and American Companies doing 
most of the work. The endeavor of each 
company to keep its work distinct from 
the work ofthe others and the necessary 
re-engraving of plates caused the bewilder- 
ing series of stamps from 1870 to 1879, 
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which are almost impossible to tell until 
comparison with a known specimen has 
been made. The three varieties of paper 
in this issue cause trouble, also. More or 
less friction had occurred with these pri- 
vate companies, and in 1894 the Post- 
master General accepted the bid of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing under 
the Treasury Department. For ten years 
before a bid from this Bureau had been 
submitted, always at a lower rate than 
those of the private companies, but for 
some reason, possibly financial, it had not 
been considered. The saving under this 
contract with the Bureau during the first 
four years was about $275.000, and at the 
end of that period the contract was renew- 
ed. It now seems likely that Uncle Sam 
will print his stamps, as he does his money 
without help from outside parties. Under 
this system the stamps are issued direct to 
the postmasters throughout the country 
from the Bureau, and a consequent safety 
ensues not possible under the old system. 
During the year ended June 30, 1900, the 
issues were as follows :— 

Ordinary postage stamps 3,958,143,660 
valued at $75,628,739. Stamp Books 
9,263,040 valued at $830,648. Special De- 
livery stamps 6,940,650 valued at $694,065 
Postage Due stamps 20,969,410 valued at 
$531,265. 

- While catalogues have evolved almost 
numberless varieties from the straight 
issues, the department fgnores all these 
and gives in its list only the authorized 
issues, and nothing appears about the issues 
for postal purposes that is not fully cover- 
ed in the catalogue until the issue of 1870. 
At this time the changes in the rates of 
postage, both domestic and those set by 
the U. P. U. convention at Berne necessi- 


tated several changes in the stamps. The 
7 cent stamp was issued in March 1871 to 
meet the demand occasioned by a reduced 
rate of foreign postage under the postal 
treaty with the North German Confedera- 
tion. The 5 cent Taylor was issued for the 
new letter rate of pestage under the U. P. 
U. convention of 1874, and this reduction 
of foreign rates rendered the 7, 12 and 24 
cent values unnecessary, and they were 
discontinued. In 1893 the registry fee was 
reduced from 10 to 8 cents and on March 
21 of that year an 8 cent stamp of the 1890 
design was put out, and on March 1 the 
same value for the Columbian series. In 
1894 when the Bureau began the printing 
of stamps, the 50 and 90 cent values were 
dropped and 30 and 100 cent values were 
started. 

There have been three departures from 
the regular series ef adhesive stamps, in 
1869, 1893 (Columbian) and 1898 (Omaha 
or Trans-Mississippi). The 1869 issue was 
a radical departure from anything previ- 
ously issued, and has never been imitated 
since, in shape, size, coloring or design, 
the number issued of each denomination

The Columbian series of 1893 was issued 
partly to commemorate the discovery of 
America and partly as a speculation on the 
part of the then Postmaster-General who 
believed that collectors would buy the 
stamps in such amounts as to net the de- 
partment a handsome profit. They were 
placed on sale January 1, 1893 and issued 
until 1898 and some offices still have a sup- 
ply, though they are supposed to have 


en called in. The over issue of the 
_ stamps rather defeated the objeet of the 
epartment, collectors could get plenty of 
used stamps and did not take the unused 
ones.

When the time came for the issuing of 
the third series of this kind, the govern- 
ment limited the issue to the close of the 
year 1898 and the Omaha or Trans-Missis- 
sippi stamps were of fewer denominations 
- and fewer in number, and command a. bet- 
ter price in eonsequence. The number

The coming Buffalo or Pan-American 
issue will have the denominations 1, 2, 4, 
5, 8, and ten cents, and will probably be 
issued only during 1901. 
The Columbian issue replaced the current 
issue during 1893, while the Omaha and 
Buffalo stamps are issued eoncurrently 
with the current issue, so that the number 
used is not so great. 
There have been three material reduc- 
tions in Domestic postal rates. The first 
took effect on July 1, 1845. The rates 
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prior to this time were 

“For every letter composed of a single 
sheet of paper conveyed not exceeding 30 
miles, 6 cents: over 30 and not exceeding 
80 miles, 10c: over 80 and not exceeding 
150 miles, 124 cents: over 150 and not ex- 
ceeding 400 miles, 18¢ cents: and for all 
distances over 400 miles, 25 cents: and for 
every double letter, or letter composed of 
two pieces of paper, double these rates, 
and in proportion for additional pieces of 
paper.” (How about the dealer who sent 
1000 mixed continentals for 10 cents?) 

At this time the reduction was made to 
5 cents for any distance under 300 miles 
and to 10 cents for any distance over- 300 
miles for single letters: additional matter 
to be charged in proportion. 

On March 3, 1851 to take effect July 1, 
1851 rates for single letters were reduced 
to postage prepaid 3c, collect 5c, for dis- 
tances not exeeeding 3000 miles: for any 
greater distance double these rates. 

On October 1, 1883 a uniform rate of 2 
cents per ounce for domestic letters was 
established. 

It will be noted that in adjusting the 
stamps in each case to the new conditions 
the aim has been to keep the face of Wash- 
ington on the unit stamp, the one in most” 
common use.

There are two classes of stamps the use

They were printed by the Continental 
and American Companies, and the whole 
value of those issued is stated as $8,049, 
609.09. It is curious to note that only 
$1800 worth was issued to the Executive 
Office during the eleven years, in three lots 
of $600 each, the last lot during the year 
ending June 30, 1877: no wonder they are 
rare. It might also be noted that but 363 
each of the State Department $5, $10 and 
$20 values were put out. The main design 
was the same as that on the corresponding 
value of the 1870 issue, except that for the 
Postoffice Department which, on, account 
of the danger of confusion in postoffices 
where the ordinary stamps were for sale, 
the vignette was replaced by heavy numer- 
als of value. 

So far as the newspaper and periodical 


were issued, printed by the National Bank 
Company. These were discontinued in 
1869, the law under which they were used 
having been repealed. In January 1875, 
prepayment of postage at pound rates on 
second class matter went into effect, and a 
new series of these stamps was designed, 
_ the denominations of which are familiar to 
all collectors. The rates were two cents 
per pound for newspapers and three cents 
per pound for periodicals. May 1, 1879 
the postage on newspapers and periodicals 
was made uniform at two cents per pound. 
_ July 1, 1885 the rate on second class mat- 
__ter was reduced to one cent per pound. 
Under the law of 1879 the three cent rate 
having been discontinued, the 3 and 9 cent 
stamps were dropped : with the change of 
1885 a one cent stamp was issued and the 
three cent stamp was revived, but the nine 
- cent was not brought out again, and the 
rarity of this value is thus accounted for. 
_ The stamps were to be affixed to the stub 
_ of the receipt given by the postmaster to 
the publisher for the payment made, and 
sent in to the department as a voucher; at 
present the stub, with the signature of the 
publisher, is sent in for comparison, dis- 
pensing with the stamp altogether, the 
_ public was not supposed to obtain posses- 
sion of the stamps under any circumstances 
but they have always been obtainable by 
 collectors—at a price. 
- They are the only series of stamps issued 
by the United States that require an ex-

The reprints can be distinguished by the 
whiteness of the paper and gum. Up to 
June 30, 1899, 23,435 of the sets had been 
sold : statatistics have not been completed 
showing the sales for the last half of 1899 
nor the number turned in by postmasters 
for destruction since January 1900. 

Of all Periodical stamps, exclusive of the 
50,000 sets the total value issued was $44, 
123,016.88, but their scarcity is due to the 
prohibition of the Department against

Postage stamps have occasionally been 
used to supply a want in the revenue ser- 
vice of the Treasury Department. In 1898 
the one and two cent ordinary and the $5 
periodical were surcharged for Internal 
Revenue use Under the War Tariff act. 
Unofficially, many uses have been made of 
them, for due stamps, revenue stamps, and 
split as provisional postage stamps of 
smaller denominations, but these were not 
specifically authorized by the department, 
and were therefore not official though they 
may have passed muster. 

Stamp books, letter sheets, and colonial 
provisionals are all of too recent issue not 
to be familiar. It is interesting that the 
former are asource of direct profit to Uncle

The Congo Free State and 
Its Stamps. 


BY HENRY A. CHAPMAN, 


Are stamp collectors generally aware of 
the extent of territory covered by this de- 
pendency of Belgium in Africa? At first 
thought, it seems almost incredible, but it 


is a fact that the Congo Free State is more _ 
than three times as large as Texas, cover- 
ing more space than any four countries of 
Europe in the aggregate, barring Russia. 
i. e., over 850,000 square miles. 

The Congo Free State comprises most of 
the basin of the Congo river which is navi- 
for 450 miles. A narrow strip of its terri- 
tory reaches to the west coast, where @ 
regular steamer service connects it with 
Europe, and it is included in the Universal 
Postal Union. The name was given to it 
in 1885, when it was placed under the 
sovereignty of King Leopold II, the some- 
what unpopular ruler of Belgium, brother 
of the unfortunate Carlotta, whose husband 
Maximilian, was deluded into the ideathat 
he had a cinch on the Mexican Empire, 
and met an ignominious death. Leopold 
is also the father of the unfortunate Louise 
whose husband, Prince Philip cf Saxe-Co- 
bourg and Gotha, brutally whipped her 
publicly for protesting against his nefarious 
and licentious methods. Leopold bequea- 
thed all his rights in the Congo Free 
State to Belgium, and she has the privi- 
lege of annexing it in 1901. In the custo- 
mary routine of events, this may happen 
next year, when, of course, a new issue of 
stamps might be brought out as a sort of 
celebration of the event. 

If a person takes up stamp collecting on 
the specializing plan, country by country, 
and desires beauty and comparative cheap- 
ness at the same time, he might do worse 
than to commence with this country of the 
Dark Continent. Barely $20 suffices to 
acquire the regular adhesives, which can 
mostly be obtained in either used or unused 
condition. The five values of 1886 contain 
a profile likeness of King Leopold, while 
those of 1887-94 bear a front view of him 


h long black beard. In 1894 six hand- 

“some stamps of different designs were 
Drought out in which scenery is a predomi- 
ant feature, and the elephant and native 
African are not forgotten. The 5 centime 
stamp of 1894 (Scott’s No. 14), in pale blue 
and black, which was changed to red 
brown and black in 1895, has been classed 
as about the handsomest stamp of all, but 
its change this year to the U. P. U. colors 
(green and black) rather injures its beauty. 
The 10 centime red brown of 1894 was 
changed to pale blue and black in 1895, 
and this year to the U. P. U. colors (car- 
mine and black) being a handsome stamp 
all the time. The 25 centime, yellow or- 
ange and black of 1894, was a beautiful 
stamp, with its cataract, but is handsomer 
this year in its change to blue and black. 
The 50 centime green and black of 1894, I 
believe has been improved this year, but I 
have not seen it: The 1 franc lilac and 
black of 1874 shows the African elephant 
apparently charging on a hostile negro who 
seeks his destruction by means of the ass- 
egai. The 5 franc stamp of 1894 comes in 


Hottentot (or some other tot) in an airy 
‘costume, without even a shirt waist to 
cover his nakedness. In 1896 a 15 cent- 
ime value appeared, i. e. the much talked 
of ‘‘man or monkey” stamp, yellow and 
black, which although generally conceded 
to be a man, gave rise to much discussion 
and the status of the “‘critter’ was never 
settled very satisfactorily. The 40 centime 
stamp of 1896, in blue and black, is of a 
different design than others, ‘“‘Etat Inde- 
pendent du Congo” appearing in a sort of 
rainbow arch over a water scene, with the 
natives propelling a long canoe. In 1898 

two high values appeared, the 34 franc red 


carmine and black, and shows the warlike *

and black, and the 10 frane yellow green 
and black, both rich in scenery and the 
latter showing a steam craft of some sort. 
All these stamps, from 1894 to 1900, are 
vertical, while the rest are horizontal. 
The 10 centime of 1895 has been seen with 
the black center inverted, and is probably 
uncolleetable because scarce. 

The postal packet stamps are expensive. 
They are five in number, all apparently 
having been originally intended for 5 franc 
stamps, but changed by surcharging to 34 
francs. The first, in 1887, shows a profile 
of the king in red purple. The surcharge 
is in blue, and varieties have been seen 
with inverted and double surcharges. 
Another 5 france stamp of the same year, 
appeared in the same color, with the same 
surcharge, also with an inverted variety, 
the king’s likeness being a front view. In 
1888 and 1893 three of these 5 frane stamps 
appeared with a slightly altered front ._> 
portrait of the king. The first one of 1888 
was in violet with a black surcharge, aud 
this also came with an inverted surcha»sc. 
The same stamp appeared that year sur- 
charged in blue. In 1893 it appeared in 
gray with black surcharge. If a person 
doesn’t care for the issues bearing the 
king’s ‘‘fizog,” he can have the handsome 
scenic issues entire of this country for a 
$10 bill—nearly. 


The Model Collector.

To my mind the ideal collector will col- 
lect such stamps which prepay postage 
only. To him labels denoting that docu- 
ment, beer, medicine or tobacco taxes have 
been paid will have no interest; he will find 
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no charm in telephone or telegraph franks, 
or labels used to seal post office packages. 

First, and most important of all, our 
model will not be a dealer in any sense of 
the word, but celleet for the pleasure in it 
only. Ofcourse he will accumulate dupli- 
eates, all collectors do, and he will dis- 
pose of them hy exchanging with other col- 
lectors or the use of the exchange depart- 
ments in his local and national societies, 
the proper and best outlet for his surplus 
stamps. 

He will, of course, be a member of a 
couple of good societies, one local and the 
other national. He will attend all meet- 
ings and conventions possible; the good 
times he will have and make will amply 
repay him. He will patronize the depart- 
ments as much as he can and he will not 
keep exchange lots several weeks. 

He will not be unduly anxious for office, 
but if so preferred by his fellow members 
he will in all ways promote the interests of 


his society, not for private gain or personal 
vanity but all for the good of his associa- 
tion. He will do all this anyway, but with 
the larger field of an officer, he will work 
harder of course. 

He will be a subscriber to the best phil- 
atelic magazines, all of them that he can 
afford ; in fact, when an interesting idea 
oecurs to him he will present it as pleasing- 
ly as he can to his fellow philatelists. 
Naturally, he will encourage his younger 
collecting friends by adviee, and a few 
duplicates placed where they will be appre- 
ciated, and will always be ready to give 
the benefit of his experience and knowledge 
(for a model collector will have much of 
the latter) to those less favored. 

His standard of ethics will be very high. 
It seems to require an effort torefrein from 
“doing” another collector and rejoicing 
about it afterwards as ‘‘good business.” 
The true collectors will not cheat—that is 
the only word for it—young or ignorant 
collectors do so merely because they do 


not know the value of the property. i 

In the care of his collection our Model © 
will be extremely carefnl. It will be clean 
and neatly mounted, preferrably in blank 
albums. 

Lastly he will be charitable to his fellow 
collectors, have patience with their mis- — 
takes and refrain from the backbiting so 
common in stamp publications and circles. 

I will leave him here. I should like to 
meet a half a dozen such people with all of 
the above qualities combined, but as every 
person has his own way of believing and 
acting I fear that I shall be unsuccessful; 
however, I trust that every one means well 
in his own way.

United States Minutes. 
CONDUCTED BY USONA. 

Those who are railing at. the precan- 
celled stamp as a speculative affair, and to 
be shunned, might turn their attention for 
a few minutes to the J. Ellwood Lee Co., 
and its ‘‘stiekers.’’ An advertisement 
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from the company’s ‘‘authorized agent” 
states that there are 6000 sets complete of 
these stamps, 5 values, all that there will 
ever be, that the law will be repealed, and 
that the price from January 1, 1901 is 
$1.50 per set. 

The cost of a die at the Treasury Depart- 
ment is about $100.00, 5 of them total 
$500: the 6000 sets at 94 cents a set cost 
the company $570. The whole thing 
therefore stands, them in $1070; and the 
difference hetween that and $9,000 shows 
the profit on this private issue $7,930. 

Two questions are suggested by the 
above figures, is that firm placing these 
stanips on its preparations, or is it using 
the regular private proprietary issue? If 
the sccredited agent and the company 
make an equal divvy on the $7930, what’s 
the use of putting the stamps on prepara- 
tions, thereby curtailing the sale of the 
coraplete sets? 

The possible profits of an issue made for 
colleetors only seem so large, that so long 
as too many firms don’t lend themselves to 
the business the opportunities are great. 

But don’t talk about speculation, and 
Seebeck, and then disburse for these. 

THAT THE War Revenue Tax will 
probably be repealed this session so far as 
regards proprietary preparations does not 
affect the above item. 

DREW & Company hold two auctions 
this month, one of United States stamps, 
a completes collection, in fine condition, 
and the other foreign, selections from 
Special Countries. 

THE COLLECTION of proofs is a line 
of itself, and it is not for the specialist in 
these that I append a few prices that may 
be useful. In my own collection, a blank 
space is not pleasant, but there are some 


stamps that it may be many years before 
I’get them, and others that are unattain-— 
able. So, these spaces pending the arrival 
of their rightful occupier, are fillled with 
a proof or a “‘specimen.” The field of 
proofs is a large one, the field of ‘‘speci- 
mens” larger and that of ‘‘essays” and 
“attempts” limitless.” The prices given 
below are ones that are pretty sure to be 
successful in getting card proofs at auc- 
tions in the United States. (India proofs 
run from three to six times these). Only 
the more common ones are given. though 
proofs exist of nearly all the regular and 
private proprietary issues.

Stamp duties are 
materially reduced on commercial docu- 
ments, while those on proprietary medi- 
cines are taken off entirely, the only charge 
under Schedule B being on wines.

was good. Prices ran well, the U. 8. Col- 
onials going at especially good figures, 
over catalogue in several cases.

A Stamp’s Beauty. 
BY E. V. CAMPION. 


During the past few years many new 
postage stamps have been placed before 
the collector and the majority of them 
have been so finely engraved as to win his 
admiration. f 

While these stamps reflect credit on the 
country where they are issued, do they 
always please the collector? Let us see. 
Take the young collector, place an appro- 
val sheet before him containing some beau- 
tifully engraved Central American stamps 
and also some rare United States and Can- 
adian varieties, mark no value on the 
sheet and notice the stamps he will select. 
The bright colored stamps fascinate him 
and they are removed while the rare varie- 
ties are left. 

Place the same sheet before the experi- 
enced eollector he has no desire for the — 
showy stamps as his choice will show. 
These ‘‘Seebecks” (as they are called) are 
striking in appearance and often lure the 
the young collector into purchasing them, 
but aside from their outward showing they 
are worth only a few cents compared with 
the old issues of other countries. 

The one good quality about these Cen- 
tral American stamps is that they ean be 
had cheap, and the experienced collector 
who invests in them does not grudge the 
money as they help to fill the blank spaces 
in his album, aud we often see the fore- ~ 


going beautiful stamps arranged in a a 


i 


blank album with such taste as to make 
them the feature of the collection from an 
artistic point of view. 

I do not contend that all the highly col- 
ored stamps are low valued, take the Can- 
~adian Jubilees, the Cabots, and Omahas, 
which are par-excellence in regard to de- 
sign, engraving, etc. These are the 
stamps the collector is sure to invest in. 
Why? Because they are instructive and 
have been issued by a Government to cele- 
brate some great event, or in the remem- 
brance of some occurence which has taken 
place inthe past, and the collector who 
purchases theni places them in his album 
as a souvenir of these events. 

In regard to the values of the above 
stamps, let us take the Canadian Jubilees 
for instance. They can now be obtained 
at reasonable prices and the collector is 
willing to invest in them not only for their 
beauty, but for the interesting and in- 
structive facts connected with them. The 
same can be said about the Omahas and 
Cabots. Can this be said about the Cen- 
tral American stamps? Look over their 
history. The most of them are engraved 
in New York and sold there, hardly any 
unused specimens were ever in the country 
they were prepared for. 

This is the reason the collector is unwill- 
ing to collect them and of the numerous 
complaints lodged against them, So we 
“see that the beautiful stamps are not 
always the ones that th2 collector is striv- 
ing to obtain. His desire is to purchase 
the old issues which were postally used. 
Where can we find an experienced collect- 
or who will accept an unused stamp of 
‘pretty design in preference to an old stamp 
of the same country? why does he like the 
old-issues? ~ Maybe they are more valuable 
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The 
thinks of their value. 
It is partly because he finds more beauty

in the old issues than in the present ones, 
and another reason is that he wants to 
learn more about the history of the past 
and where can he learn better than by the 
postage stamp? 

The old stamps of United States, Can- 
ada and other old issues of North America 
are favorites with the collector and some 
of them are very beautiful notwithstanding 
the fact that most of them are printed in 
one color. Place one of the above varieties 
along side of the present bright colored 
stamps.

A great contrast is noticed, the 


appearance while the former with their 
soft rich colors are by far the more beau- 
tiful. 

The countries of today are certainly to 
be complimented upon the magnificent 
stamps which they are turning out. We 
find hundreds of fine stamps which help to 
make the collector's album a thing of 
beauty and also a portrait gallery contain- 
ing photos of the Monarchs and Presidents 
of the different countries of the world. In 
the foregoing I have endeavored to give a 
few facts about ‘‘A Stamps Beauty” but 
no doubt there are other reasons for the 
fact that the collector leans towards the 
old issues which perhaps could be explain- 


ed by a more competent person than 
myself. 


PORTO RICO 
Counterfeits and Reprints of the Sur- 


charged Issues of 1898. 
BY JOHN N. LUFF. 


+» Philatelists are well aware that, during 
“the war between this country (U. S.) and 
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Spain, it was found necessary to issue, in 
the island of Puerto Rico, provisional 
stamps for postal and fiscal needs. ‘These 
were made by surcharging such postage 
stamps of obsolete issues as were on hand. 
For postal purposes the stamps were sur- 
charged in three lines ‘‘Habilatado—para 
—1898 y 99”, For revenue purposes the 
surcharge was “IMPUESTO—DE GUERRA” 
in two lines with, on certain values, an

pay a special war tax on letters. 
was either two or five centavos. 
the surcharge was applied to 
stamps of either of these values, the sur- 
charge of two lines was employed. When 
stamps of other vajues were to be over- 
printed, the surcharge bearing the new 
value in a third line was necessarily used. 
The various surcharges were made by 
means of rubber hand-stamps and the 
colors were/such as are commonly employed 
for such stamping, viz: purple violet and 
rose. The ‘‘Habilatado” surcharge was at 
first applied by means of a large stamp 
that made ten impressions at a time. 
Thus we have 10 varieties of the imprint 
but the differences are so minute that it is 
difficult to distinguish them. Subsequent- 
ly, for convenience, this hand stamp was 
cut in two parts and the surcharging done 
in rows of five. To the use of these large 
hand stamps is due the fact that the sur- 
charge often appears on the side margins 
of the sheets and the spaces between the 
panels of stamps. The ‘‘Impuesto” surch- 
arge in two lines was also stamped in rows 
of ten. I have not been able to detect any 
marked varieties in this overprint. ‘The 
companion surcharge, with the new value 
in a third line, was stamped in rows of five 


and the differences between the varieties 
are very slight. 

Ordinarily the ‘‘Impuesto de guerra” 
stamps pay only a fiscal tax and are not 
recognized by collectors of postage stamps. — 
But in the case of this particular issue an 
exception must be made. The reason for 
this is given in the Jowrnal for January 
1899, as follows: ‘‘Between the time of © 
the signing of the protocol which ended 
hostilities, on August 12th, and the final 
transfer of the island, on October 17th, to 
the sovereignty of the United States, Porto 
Rico stamps of all kinds were accepted in 
full payment of postage and the surcharges 
referred to (i. e. the ‘‘Impuestos” were in- 
cluded among those so accepted, many of — 
them were used during that period, on 
letters to all parts of the world, and they 
must now be recognized as worthy of a 
place in the stamp collections.” 

As might be expected, some varieties of 
these surcharges have proved to be scarce. 
At the same time there are in certain hands, 
large stocks of the same values without 
surcharge. The temptation to convert the 
one the other is obvious. Recent develop- 
ments show that the temptation has proved 
too great for weak human nature to resist. 

J was lately shown a quantity of these 
surcharges but was at once struck by cer- 
tain peculiarieties. Deciding to investigate 
them, I consulted Mr. J. M. Andreini, and 
found that sterling philatelist at work on 
the same line, Thereupcn we combined our 
efforts and thus Iam enabled to lay before 
you the following result. There are at this — 
time being offered in the market, by parties 
in Perto Rico, two lots of stamps bearing 
fraudulent surcharges. The first lotis not 
especially dangerous to anyone who is at 
all familair with the genuine stamps or 


0 uses ordinary care. The second lot is 


any genuine varieties, mixed with dan- 
erous counterfeits and, what I believe to 
‘be, reprints. As the vendor of this lot 
holds a large quantity of unsurcharged 
remainders he is able to offer his products 
in sheets as well as singly. 
_ Ishall not attempt to describe minutely 
the differences between the genuine and 
the fraudulent surcharges, us to do s0 
_ might enable the forgers. to correct their 
mistakes and make something still more 
difficult to detect. But I shall describe 
_ the counterfeits in a general way. 
_ The stamps of the first lot are, so far as 
Ihave seen, offered singly, that is to say, 
as detached specimens and not in sheets. 
. The majority of them are cancelled. Not 
only have the surcharges been applied to 
used stamps, often of impossible dates, but 
unused stamps have been obliterated with 
fraudulent postmarks. [ base the latter 
conclusion on the fact that, in one large 


Ee tions were all of certain dates, many of the 
‘ stamps retained their gum, and irregulari- 
ties in the perforation showed them to 
_ have belonged to the same sheets. The 
readers will remember that genuinely can- 
celled copies of these stamps can only bear 
dates from June Sth to October 17th, 1898, 
inclusive. Many of the surcharges are 
printed in ink which is too red while 
others closely resemble the corre:t rose 
shade. The impressionof these surcharges 
‘is usually too clear and sharp. The man- 
ufacturer has been liberal in providing in- 
erted and double surcharges. I have 
before me the following Varieties and 
think it probable that others exist.

As I have said, the second lot is much 
more dangerous and is offered under con- 
ditions which tend to disarm suspicion. 
Leaving .sside the test for genuineness, 
which we do not think advisable to pub- 
lish, the surcharges may be described as 
irregularly placed and often in too bright 
colors. The latter point is not, however, 
a certain test. The forger evidently had 
no unused stock of the 3c dark blue and 
therefore selected for his purpose used 
copies which showed only a small portion 
of the cancellation mark. But in any 
large lot a few tell-tale dates can usually — 
be found, The 5c green has also been 
decorated with a variety of surcharge 
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hitherto unknown, viz: ‘‘IMPUESTA—DE 
GUERRA—2 C. DE PESO”, in three lines of 
Roman capitals printed in either black or 
red. This is internal evidence that this 
variety is entirely fraudulent. In making 
these articles the collectors of varieties 
have been remembered, and inverted, 
double and sideways surcharges have been 
provided for their delectation.

The 3c blue and 8c rose exist with genu- 
ine surcharge and Mr. Andreini has a copy 
of the 4m violet on which the. overprint, 
though somewhat blurred, appears to an- 
swer all tests. I doubt that any others of 
this list were ever officially and correctly 
surcharged, 

But the most dangerous oe of this lot 
are, what I believe to be, reprints. In 
Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp News for October 
25th. 1900, Mr. Andreini states that Mr. 
Fontanals—the purchaser of the remain- 
ders of the surcharged stamps and of the 
hand-stamps by which the work was 
done—told him that one of the surcharg- 
ing dies had ‘“‘unaccountably disappeared.” 

I have before me certain impressions of 
the ‘‘Impuesto” surcharge in three lines 


- which have been chronicled but which I 


which, beyond any question, are not orig 
nals. The surcharge is identical with the 
first variety of the row of five and I believ 
that to have been the one which was lost — 
or stolen and that these impressions were 
made from it.

New Zealand. 

The first universal penny postage stamp 
has been printed, and will be ready for 
issue by New Zealand on the first day of 
the new century. The scheme was put 
through so expeditiously in New Zealand 
that very little time was left for the pro- 
duction of the stamp on this side. Sir 
Edward Poynter, the presideat of the 
Royal Academy, was to have designed the 
new stamp, but ill health prevented him 
from doing so at once, and there was no 
time for delay. The designing and print- 
ing of the stamp were, therefore, entrusted 
to Messrs Waterlow and Sons, Limited. 
They have produced, if not a very striking 
stamp, at all events a thoroughly graceful 
and artistic one. 

The stamp is earmine, the eolor selected 
by the Postal Union for all peuuy stamps. 
On the shore stands New | ail 
and graceful female figure, clad in classic 
flowing robes, her hair, sti. (ot ern, 
fresh breeze that is blowing over the South- 
ern Seas, over which she is gazing. In the 
background, faintly outlined, is seen Mount 
Egmont’s snowy, tapering peak. With her 
right hand New Zealand points across the 
sea, on which a steamer is conveying her 
tidings of goodwill to all the nations of the 


earth. Her left hand pointing earthward 
grasps a eaduceus, Mercury’s winged rod 
entwined by twe serpents, the symbol of 
swift commuication and commerce. Thus 
is indicated the despateh of her mails by 
land and sea. The globe behind her typi-. 
fies the wold-wide extent of her correspon- — 
dence. Ina ribbon above are the words 
“New Zealand,” in one below ‘‘Universal 
Postage.” The value, ‘fone penny” appears 
in a broad band at the foot. The stamp is 
bordered by ornamental scrolls, while each 
top corner is occupied by a circle enclosing 
asix-pointed star. Altogether the design- 
er must be congratulated on his work.— 
Sydney Daily Telegraph. 


Economy in Collecting. 
BY H. E. TUTTLE. 


I may be taken to task by the ‘‘breth- 
ren” for suggesting such a thing as econ- — 
omy in the making of a collecting of 
stamps. Many writers contend that we 
should never count the money we put into 
our collection, but spend it as freely and 
as indiscriminately as though we were at a 
county fair where we put a sum of money 
into our pocket and spend it on every- 
thing in sight as long as it lasts. That is 
to say we are merely to spend it for plea- 
sure, without any expectation of ever 
getting anything back. They go so far as 
to say that any other eourse would be the 
rain of philately, and that philately is 
is being injured today by the many who 
insist on looking upon the commercial side. 
The editor of the Metropolitan says that in- 
dications arethat those interested in stamps 
as a matter of speculation are in the ma- 
jority by several thousand. 

I hold just the opposite view, I can de-

rive just as much pleasure in making my 


collection by studying to buy only such 


stamps as will either hold their own or en- 
hance in value, as I could to buy every- 
thing that comes along not already in my 
collection, or to spend all my money on 
some special section to the exclusion of 
parts of other sections that may some day 
repay many times their cost. There is a 
satisfaction to me in knowing that some- 
time should I desire or be obliged to part 
with my collection, that I realize as much 
and perhaps more than the original cost to 
me. 

I have noticed that when the large col- 
lections have been broken up in recent 
years, the catalogues have specially com- 
mended some particular feature of the col- 
lection such as ‘‘superb condition” ‘‘varie- 
ties,” etc., making the point that the col- 
lector had been fortunate in collecting 
largely the stamps that had advanced in 
price most rapidly. One cataloguer states 
that it is very gratifying to his patron that 
many stamps that cost him 25c to $1.00 
will sell at from $10.00 to $50.00. ‘‘For 
instance he paid 75¢ for his $2.00 State 
and many similar prices.” The other side 
is illustrated by Mr. J. W. Scott in speak- 
of Mi. J. J. Casey and collectors of that 
day. He says: ‘‘In their pursuit of a col- 
lection they spent their pocket money, not 
their capital, therefore the saleable value 
of there album was a_ subject seldom 
thought of and more rarely discussed.” 
The fallacy of the latter view may be seen 
in the sale of Mr. Casey’s magnificent 
library, where many of the volumes sold 
for less than the actual cost of binding. 
Had Mr. Casey looked at the commercial 
side in making this library it might have 


been made to net a handsome profit. 
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I wish to call interested collector’s atten- 
tion to just a few catalogue comparisons, 
hundreds of such may readily be found. 
In the 1895 catalogue the 50c Argentine, 
1888 issue was quoted 25c; in the 1900 cat- 
alogue at 15c; the 1890 50c in 1895 at 20c, 
in 1900 at 8c. The 1 and 2 gulden stamps 
of Austria catalogued in 1895 at 12c and 
30c, in 1900 at 5c and 18c. The 50c 1891 
8c in 1895 and 3c 1900. 

A little inquiry on the part of collectors 
would laye disclosed just this sort of thing. 
A stamp that is liable to be in use for a 
number of years is liable to be cheap es- 
pecially ia countries where much mail mat- 
ter is sent. The current catalogue and 
one or two representative stamp papers are 
necessary to economy in collecting. 


JOHN MARDON Jr., BOSTON, MASS. 

Philately, musie and photography are 
Mr. Mardon’s three hobbies. He has been 
a collector ever since he knew what a 
stamp was. Eight years ago he sold a col- 
lection which would be worth considerable 
today. His present collection numbers

Reminiscences.

It is now quite a long time since { first 
began to follow the hobby which we all 
like, namely, that of stamp collecting, and 
my thoughts often wander back to those 


early days of boyhood and my delight over ' 


each new specimen which I procured. It

A Century of Philately. 


BY GEORGE W. STARNAMAN, 


“‘One Hundred Years Ago” is at present 
one of the greatest and most used phrase 
taken as the subject of the leading article 
in the majority of our magazines and news- 
papers, reviewing the past; the history of 
the past; the wonderful, nay marvellous 
achievements of the people and the remark- 
able advancement of the world, scientifi- 
cally and otherwise. 

If anybody would have mentioned post- 
age stamps at the beginning of the 19th 
eentury, people would have looked upon 
such @ person in e bewildered manner not 
knowing the meaning of either, and per- 
haps caring less. 

When the first regular issue of postage 


‘stamps was agreed upon and printed, they 
were intended for use only to prepay post- 
age an letters, parcels, ete. But as the 
world progressed, men of high situation 
began to see that stamps could be used for 
purposes other than for postage exclvsively, 
and today in many instanees, the issues 


are only intended asa scheme of speeula- 


tion on the part of the originators. 

It is hard to say whether the present 
century will be so propitious for new 
issues of stamps, as the one just passed. 
Now, to mention a machine which will do 
“away with postage stamps, is met witb a 
shrug of the shoulders and a significant 
shake of the head, and some practical men 
refuse to recognize it, but if the present 
machine is a failure, it is possible that in 
the brains of one of the young men in this 
great world, there is an unknown, unre- 
vealed—even to the young man—scheme 
whereby postage stamps will be discarded. 
Whether such an event would, or whether 
jt would not stimulate more people to col- 
lect, remains to be seen. It is quite easily 
seen that should there be anything invent- 
ed which would take the place of postage 
stamps there would immediately be a tre- 
mendous rush for stamps; by non-collect- 
ors to keep as remembrances of by-gone 
days; by dealers and speculative parties 
for expected gain; by real collectors as 
philatelic treasures. 


Philatelic magazines in the very early 
days of philately were unknown, but as 
time passed and more countries began 
issuing stamps, the more clear-headed 
people of that period saw something in 
them both interesting and instructing, and 
that they were not mistaken is plainly in 
evidence. It is quite possible that very 
few persons saved stamps in anticipation 
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of their future value. This is distinctly 
proven by the fact that the stamps were 
laid by, only to be discovered by too in- 
quisitive children. But to return to the 
first notable aid to the future developemen 
of our hobby—the magazine. As soon as 
it was seen that there were many people 
collecting, or at that time merely saving, 
stamps, some enterprising person brought 
out a philatelic magazine which should 
herald the pleasures and aims of philately 
far and near. 

It is a disputed question as to whether 
the stamp journals of the earlier days were 
of more interest and of more value to the 
philatelist than those of today. It is in- 
deed true that some of them were a great 
deal more instructing, for those days one 
could write intelligently on the issues of 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and B. N. A 


‘and not be confronted in twenty different 


places with the fact that the substance of 
his article appeared in such a paper five 
or ten years ago. For my own part I be- 
lieve it would be an excellent plan to 
reprint articles from some of the older 
magazines. The younger class of collect« 
ors, not necessarily boys, but those rang- 
in age from eighteen to thirty years, have 
not all had the opportunity of procuring 
the older magazines, and if they, by good 
fortune, procured some they would barely 
have time to read them if they took ten or 
twelve stamp papers, not mentioning the 
number of the great daily papers and 
monthly magazines. If the articles were 
in the papers of today they;would be read 
with interest, but, as was hinted at before, 
some persons claim that it would be mere 
folly to repriut such articles./{jPerhaps it 
would, but I am inclined to think that 
even these wiser heads would find some in- 
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teresting little points in the articles which 
they failed to notice in their earlier phila- 
telic days. 

No one knows what there is in store for 
philatelists of the new century. It is im- 
possihle to conceive. If stamps are to be 
superceded by some unknown power, they 
will be more valuable; if they are not there 
are sure to be many new issues. And if 
the population and the financial condition 
of the world increase?as they have in the 
past few years, philately will be a grand 
pursuit. If seventy-five million people 
use many billions of stamps, can you im- 
agine what three hundred millions use. 

When philately began to be known 
throughout the world, many people were 
under the impression that it was merely 
the idle fancies of young children, but 
when it was noised about in the news- 


papers, that certain firms employed 18 to. 


32 hands in their stamp business and paid 
fabulous prices for stamp collections, and 
apparently greater prices for single stamps 
- the people as a whole were interested, and 
they were not slow to see that there was 
more in philately than they really thought. 
Those who studied it soon found out 
that to gain knowledge of stamps required 
months of careful study, and was 
often the cause of lowering the pile laid by 
for future days. 


Office Building 
Mail Service. 
The large amount of mail) matter which 
arrives at the New York post office every 
day addressed to the tall business blocks in 
Broadway and Park Row has caused the 
creation of what the postmen call “‘sky- 
scraper” mail routes. They are consider 
ed quite a ‘‘cinch” for the winter, and the 


congratulating themselves that their work | 
will be indoors. As many as three carriers 
have been assigned to some of the larger 
buildings, where the population is greater 
than that of many small towns and the 
mail matter received much greater in pro- 
portion. The Empire Building and the | 
American Tract Society Building have at 
least three thousand occupants each, and 
have forces of mail carriers larger than for — 
towns of that population. The daily inhab- 
itants of the Equitable Building number ~ 
three thousand one hundred souls, and 
three carriers working eight hours a day 
are required to handle the mail, which 
reaches the enormous average of eighteen 
thousand pieces aday. The outgoing mail 
is larger, if anything, than the incoming 
mail. Iivery forty-five minutes throughout. 
the day mail wagons run over from the 
post office and take up seventy-five pounds 
of mail matter addressed to every part of 
the world. 


Foreign Mail Service. 

Capt. N. M. Brooks, Superintendent of 
Foreign mails, gives many interesting facts 
in his annual report. To begin with, the 
people of the United States expended $4, 
318, 947 for postage on foreign mail matter 
It would seem that this branch of the 
service pays the department well as the 
aggregate cost of handling the foreign mail 
during the fiscal year just ended was only 
$2,158,033. 

The report further embraces some inter- 
esting statistics relative to the mail service 
of various foreign nations. It shows that 
the United States has the largest number 
of postoffices and employees while the 
Congo has the fewest, Switzerland has 
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_ the largest number of postoffices in propor- 
tion to area, there being an office every 
four miles. In proportion to population 
South Australia leads, with: one to every 
856, and Congo last, with one to every two 
million. The United States, with service 
on 174,679 miles of railroad, ranks first in 
_ the length of mail routes, Siam being last. 
Hungary ranks first in parcels received and 
Germany in parcels dispatched. Great 
Britain has the greatest surplus of postal 
earnings, and the United States the great- 
est deficiency. 
New Zealand in 27 Days 
Mails from Auckland, New Zealand, will 
shortly be delivered in London in twenty- 
seven days, and from Sydney, New South 
Wales, in thirty to thirty-one days—a re- 
duction upon the present timing of five 
days. This result is made possible by the 
enterprise of the Oceanic Steamship Com- 
pany, the first to take advantage of the 
United States subsidy for fast mail steamers. 
On November 1 three sister ships 425 feet 
long, 8,000 horse-power and 6,000 tons bur- 
den, built by Cramps, of Philadelphia, will 
be put into commission between San Fran- 
cisco and Sydney, touching at Honolulu, 
Samoa and Auckland. The vessels can be 
turned into armored cruisers at thirty-six 
hours’ notice. 


Registration Stamps 

The question is sometimes asked, ‘‘What 
is the need of a 7ostamp in Canada?” 
The principal use would be for registration. 
While there are no firms in Canada which 
send out as many registered parcels as the 
one in the following clipping from Printers’ 
Ink, still there those who register enough 
‘parcels to find it considerable trouble to

This clipping shows the extent of the 
registration business of one firm in England 

J. G. Graves, 
jewelry mail order business at Sheffield, has 
been waging a battle royal with the Shef- 
field postoflice. 
all parts of the kingdom, and the orders 


a large advertiser in the 


Mr. Graves advertises in 


for his goods come in by letter and the 
goods are dispatched in return either by 
registered letter packet post or else by 
registered parcel post. This distinction is 
all important in connection with the pres- 
ent incident. Registered letter packets 
weighing the maximum of 10 oz. cost 25d., 
which, added to the registration fee of 2d., 
amounts to 44d per packet. The minimum 
cost of a registered parcel is 5d.,i. e., 3d 
postage and 2d registration. Mr. Graves 
has daily occasion to send a large number 
of each. In the ease of the registered 
parcels the postal authorities grant to firms 
carrying on such enormous businesses as 
Mr. Graves’, and for their own convenience 
the right to have their parcels fetched hy 
parcel postmen, but no such arrangement 
has been made for fetching the registered 
letter packets, however numerous they 
may be. In order to make the work of the 
postal authorities as light as possible, Mr. 
Graves has been in the habit of keeping 
books at his establishment similar to those 
used by the postal authorieties at the reg- 
istration counter for parcels and letter 
packets In these the various packets have 
been duly entered up and made ready for 
being dealt with at once by the sorting 
clerk after being run over and checked 
when they arrived at the postoffice, thus 
saving a large amount of clerieal labor at 
the postoffice. In order, however, te take 


these packages to the office, Mr Graves has 


73. 


had to employ a man who was so fully em- 
ployed that it was not _ possible 
for him to do anything else. Mr. Graves 
felt—and was undoubtedly justified in so 
doing—that as he was paying clerical post- 
al labor in his own office in writing out and 
and filling up receipt forms at his prem- 
ises and thus saving the cost and labor at 
the postoffice, the least the authorities 
eould do was to allow their parcel postmen 
to take his registered letter packets as well 
as parcels. For the last three years Mr. 
Graves has persistently made a claim to 
have his registered letter packets fetched 
by postmen, but without result, and he 
cyentually communicated his intention of 
no longer assisting the authorities. He 
would claim the privilege of being dealt 
with as a private individual, and would 
flood the office with letter packets, which 
would have to be registered singly by the 
elerks in charge. Some idea of what the 
threat meant can be gathered from the faet 
that during the months of September and 
Oetober the total number of letters, parcels 
and packets dispatched through the post 
was not less than 500,0U0. Between 4.30 
p- m. and 5 p. m., a few days since, a cab 
was dispatched containing three gentlemen 
with something like fifty letter packets to 
be duly registered. When the clerk in 
charge at the counter had nicely commen- 
ced to deal with this little dose other em- 
ployees walked in, some with one packet, 
others with more than one, all to be regist- 
ered, until over a huadred men awaited 
attention inorder to “register some 200 
letter packets. 
The next day Mr. Graves went one 
better. He chartered a large number of

Death of Queen Victoria. 
Queen Victoria is dead and King Edward 

Vil reigns. At 6.30 o’clock p. m. Jany 22 

there passed away at Osborne the Gracious 


Sovereign once happily described as the- 


queenliest of women and the most womanly 
of Queens. In Europe she was honored as 
the wisest and most statesmanlike of Sov- 
ereigns, to the United States she wasa 
friend in its darkest hour of the civil war, 
and throughout her worldwide empire none 
mames her but to praise. Like wildfire the 
news spread throughout the British Empire 
church bells began to toll and flags floated

at half mast. Everything betokened th 
nation’s sorrow. Our U.S. Correspondent ; 
writes that the flags at Washington, D, C. 

are at half mast. 

Queen Victoria lived longer and reigned 
longer than any other British Sovereign. 

This sad occurrence wil! make great 
changes in philately. The current stamps 
of nearly every British Colony hear the 
Queen’s portrait. It is probable that new 
stamps will be issued shortly by all these 
colonies bearing the portrait of King 
Edward VII. 

Stamps and Coinage. 
A special from Ottawa says: 

It is thought probable that a new issue 
will be made of stamps bearing the lineage 
of King Edward. There is no precedent, — 
however, to guide the Canadian authorities 
in a matter of this kind. The late Queen 
succeeded to the throne in 1837, but it was 
not until 1840 that the first postage stamp 
was adopted. Prior to the latter date, and, 
indeed, until a much later period, a certain 
fixed sum was paid for the carriage of a 
letter, and the amount was stamped by the 
postmaster on the envelopes. The likeli- — 
hood is that a new issue of stamps will be — 
made almost immediately, but that they 
will not come into general use vntil the 
bulk of the stamps at present in stock have 
been disposed of. A new coinage issue for 
Canada may also be required, but itis not — 
yet possible to say what action will be 
taken in this regard, as the point has not _ 
yet been considered by the authorities.

The statutes which 
authorize its use are extremely broad, not 
the style or language of the 
printing, but merely requiring that the 
name of the office or department, or the in- 
dividual Congressman’s name, shall appear 
together with a statement of the penalty 
for its misuse. Under this the phrases 
used to constitute this information are 
almost limitless. The most common form 
of this stationery is the envelope; and most 
of the envelopes are supplied by contract, 
in 59 standard sizes, the printing on each 
varies according to the office for which 
they are required, so here at once are a 
number of varieties 59 different sizes (not 
counting knife variations) lettered for 
about 35 offices and departments and for 
each Member of Congress (and this does — 
not include the many cases where a Bureau 
or a department uses its own frank.) 

The adhesive labels (for putting on large 
packages) the envelopes not of standard 
sizes, the cards and the wrappers, are — 
printed at the Government Printing Office 
and the number of varieties is only limited 
by fl the number of fonts of type in use Ms 
that o office.2

A Letter 
FROM THE D. PP. A. SECY-TREAS. 


Fellow Members: 

In this issue of the Apyo- 
cATE will be found a ballot on which you 
are to mark your decision whether the 
offices of Secretary and Treasurer shall be 
divided or be one office. 

At last convention, in order to create an 
office for a candidate supposed to be 
defeated the office was divided. Themain 
reason given for the change was that 
it was too much work for one person 
to hold both offices. As I have held 
both offices for nearly three years, I am 
qualified to speak from experience. 
ing that time I have devoted considerable 
time and work to the society. If the 
offices are separated it will make me so

& 
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much extra work that even if the members 
desired it I could not accept the office of 
Secretary for another term. 

Jn addition to making more work (mak- 

ing extra reports, etc.) it would mean 
extra expeuse to the society. The receipts 
each month run from $3.00 to $20.00 or 
more. This would have to be remitted to 
the Treasurer at a cost of from 4c to 8¢ 
each month or say 75e for 12 months for 
express orders or registration. The prin- 
cipal expenditures are for official organ 
and Secy’s postage, this would mean the 
return of the money with 6c a month for 
orders or 72c a year. A large proportion 
of the money is in stamps so that letters 
would cost double postage or 4c each way, 
or 8c a month for postage. 
These three amounts alone mean a useless 
expenditure of nearly $2.50 of the society’s 
funds which could be used to better ad- 
vantage, and there would be other extra 
expenses. ~ Then there is the risk of loss in 
the mails.S,When I took charge of the 
money there was about 10.00 on hand; by 
careful management, I have increased the 
amount to over $31.00, although the 
official organ’s fee was raised to 15c¢ per 
year. The necessity of having money on 
hand is seen by the recent Holmes’s exper- 
ience when the general fund was called on 
to loan the Insurance Fund $16 to pay 
losses. 

I earnestly request all members to mark 
an X after Yes on'their ballot and send at 
once to Capt. Wurtele.

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Errors in Surcharges. 


BY JOHN PELTZ. 


There are so many collectors interested — 
in-collecting all minor varieties that for — 
the benefit of these I herewith give a short 
list of some errors in surcharge. 

The common 1890-91 2¢ on 50c claret, 
newspaper stamp of Italy, exists with the 
surcharge inverted. They are very scarce 
however, I doubt if there area dozen col- — 
lections in the U. 8. or Canada which con- 
tain them. Scott does not catalogue it, 
although several of the other values are 
listed in that condition. 

The U. 8. surcharges for Cuba, 2c red 
and 5c blue, adhesives, have been found 
without the?words of value ‘‘2c” and ‘‘5e 
de Peso” printed on the stamps, the name 
only, ‘‘Cuba,” being onthe stamps. They 
are, no doubt, really genuine errors, caused 
by an over-sight of the printer. 

The 24c de Peso for Cuba, exists in sev- 
eral distinct shades, vermillion, red, car- 
mine. The last is very scarce. The 24¢ 
value is regarded by many as an error as 
there was no use for a 24c stamp, in fact, 
had not been for several years, as that 
value issued by Spain for Cuba had no 
longer been printed for Cuba prior to the 
American occupation. Scott’s last cata- 
logue lists this stamp but it is not desig- 
nated an error, as it should be, for such 
it is. 

The so-called errors in surcharges, that 
is the inverted surcharges on the Egypt 1 
and 2m surcharged ‘‘Soudan” now turn out 
to be rank forgeries. So collectors should 


not buy these.

And yet we notice, also, that it is not only 
from the pens of correspondents that all 
unjust critiscisms, etc., come. No! the 
editor often lowers himself to make an un- 
called for attack on some brother editor or 
some other innocent member of his cirele 
of acquaintances. 

For instance: a favorite ‘‘Shobby” with 
many editors is to discourage, to the 
utmost of their ability, any new contem- 
porary that throws its lot into the ocean

It is seldom that we speak about our circulation; the replies 
to ads are so numerous that it is hardly necessary to do so. 
The circulation accorded us in a recent issue of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Directory was 3,192 per month. 
about 700 ahead of that figure now, and are therefore con- 
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of philatelic journalism. This is one of 
the most ungentlemanly and unprofessional 
things an editor can do. It either shows 
his jealousy that another paper should — 
enter the field to compete against 
him, or his selfishness in not trying to 
assist a brother editor—and one with a 
new paper also. 
This is one thing editors should refrain 
from. They should not unjustly criticise 
and look down upon new papers that have 
just made their appearance. On the con- 
trary they should in every way try to help

them. They should give them a good 
word and wish them success; they should 
send two copies of their paper for exchange 
as if acknowledging the new contemporary 
and therefore considering it worthy of ex- 
change. 

Then again we often notice in journals, 
discussions on a certain subject carried on 
by two scribes of different opinion. These 
two lone persons take it upon their narrow 
shoulders to decide a point on which the 
whole philatelic world is divided. Now it 
is silly in the extreme to allow such dis- 


ussions to go on, month after month, 

through the columns of a paper, when the 
_ editor must see that the subject cannot be 
brought to a satisfactory close. In a case 
_ like this it is the editor’s duty to his sub- 

seribers to put astop to it for it is uninter- 

esting to them and could be used up by 
other matter with good information of in- 
terest to all philatelists. 

When a little poetry appears on the 
pages of any of our journals some editors 
_ make this a point of attack also. They 
denounce it as not helpful to our science ; 
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One can see that all editors do not real- 
ize the full seriousness of their position, 
They do not regard it in the full essence 
of its importance. They regard the posi- 
tion lightly instead of making themselves 
the stern rulers of all under them; the 
strict overseer of the welfare of the paper. 

The editor should be careful how he 
wields his own pen and also how his corre- 
spondents wield theirs. The editor’s posi- 
tion is a serious one and he should regard 
it as such. 


He should not unjustly criti- 
cise others but should set a good example

CONDUCTED BY USONA. 


The Postmaster General has just un- 
earthed a neat scheme in connection with 
the annual dead-letter sale. The goods 
received unclaimed are supposed to be tied 
up in packages of approximately equal 
value and submitted by the auctioneer 
wrapped up; unsight, unseen. Now it 
transpires that some of the clerks in the 
dead-letter office, who put up the pack- 
ages, arranged to make certain of the 
packages contain all the valuable goods, 
and then at the sale they bought these 
packages in. Ofcourse, knowing the value 
of the package they could afford to outbid 
the general public. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral had some spotters present, and there 
was trouble for the conspirators, It is 
curious to note however, that although 
these people had been betraying their 
trust, causing the government to lose 
money on the one hand and on the other 
hand keeping the public out of a fair deal, 
yet only two of them were dismissed. The 
same affair in a private office would prob- 
ably have ended in the criminal courts. 

In some paper recently, appeared a 
statement that U. 8. stamps used in 
Hawaii could be distinguished by the fact 
that the cancellation ‘‘is invariably in pur- 
ple ink.” If this was ever the case, it is 
not so now, the ordinary black ink is used 
throughout the islands.

WHOLE NO. 53. 


The prices of some of the stamps as 
given in the 60th edition are much closer 
to their real net value than in previous 
editions, and it will be difficult to give the 
usual 50% discount, especially on popular 
countries. In some cases it is difficult to 
see where the profit will come in even at 
catalogue rates. 

The 1 cent Guam has been found with 
inverted surcharge. 

Four cent envelope die B current issue 
(large draped bust with inner serrated 
eval) is a rare stamp, says Mr. Bartels. 
Red brown and orange two centers are not 
in it for rarity. 

Prices on the high value and new revye- 
nue stamps are wobbly and, I think, too 
high, as the sections of the War Revenue 
Act which are proposed for repeal are not 
the ones which wil! affect those values. 
The $1000 is quoted at $150, the $500 at 
$70, the $100 at $20, the $50 at $2.50, the 
$30 at $10, the $10 at $1, the $1 red at 
ten cents and the $3 red at $1.

“Oh consistency, thou art a jewel !’’ is 
particularly applicable to philately as it 
exists today. Perhaps the one thing 
which does more to keep philately in ill- 
repute, or to be more precise, to give our 
beloved science a reputation as child’s 
play, is the inconsistency with which the 
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matter of stamps is treated, ‘This state- 
ment, to be understood, needs, doubtless 
asomewhat lengthy explanation, but in- 
stead of attempting one, I shall rather 
point out some of the inconsistencies which 
Thave encountered during my compara- 
tively brief philatelic career, a few of the 
more glaring ones. 

A short time ago I greatly desired to 
complete a few sets, each of which lacked 
the most expensive stamp necessary to 
complete the same. I accordingly sent 
want lists to several dealers, and was at 
Jast rewarded by receiving a stamp on ap- 
proval, together with a note from the 
dealer stating that he regretted the fact 
that the stamp was a little off on account 
of having one straight edge; however, if I 
could use it in that condition, I might 
have it a discount con-iderably larger than 
could have been, offered had the stamp 
been perforated on four sides. Of course 
I took the stamp, but it seemed to me a 
trifle inconsistent to give a discount off a 
stamp which obviously was more of a 
“ara avis” than one of the ordinary per- 
forated-on-four-sides kind. As every one 
Knows, there are fewer stamps with two 
straight edges. Ought not, then, the 
straight edge stamps to be more rare, and 
consequently more desirable and higher in 
price than ordinary stamps which are per- 
orated on four sides? Ina recent issue of 
the U. S. surcharged for Cuba, it happen- 
ed that in printing the five cent stamps, 
the lower lobe of one of the ‘‘B’s” became 
broken, thereby making the surcharge on 
this particular stamp in each sheet some- 
what resemble ‘“‘CUPA,’” and this so-called 
error or variety is eatalogued in the 59th 
zt $1.00, while the perfect specimen is 
catalogued at but the usual advance over 
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face. By the same token, then, ought not 
the straight edge stamp, which constitutes 
but a small fraction of the entire issue be 
worth considerably more than the others? 
And ought not those very scarce two- 
straight edge stamps be worth as much in 
proportion as this ‘““CUPA” freak? Ifa 
broken type in a surcharge makes a ‘‘var- 
iety,” then surely the straight edge stamp, 
which is an entirely legitimate production, 
is equally entitled to distinction. If we 
are to pay attention to such unintentional 
varieties, let us be consistent about the 
matter, and give the straight edge its just 
deserts. Let us make philately a science, 
and discontiuue fool’s play. 

The matter of the difference in price be- 
tween used and unused specimens has 
been extensively treated by various phila- 
telic writers, but a word more or less ou 
the subject will not be out of place here. 
{am forced to confess when I turn to the 
pages in my album devoted to the Central 
American countries, and am obliged to 
admit that the beautiful unused specimens 
which adorn those pages are worth but a 
few cents each, and considerably less than 
cancelled specimens of the same stamp 
that philately has not yet reached the 
stage when it can properly termed a 
“science,” and cannot be until there is 
some method of doing away with these 
worthless back numbers which some 
second or third rate governments palm off 
on the philatelic public at the end of each 
year. So long as we permit ourselves to 
be imposed upon in this manner, so long 
we cannot consistently, it seems to me, in 
any sense be termed ‘‘scientists,” and the 
term ‘‘freaks” is undoubtedly more appro- 
priate. Some one will inquire now why I 
do not practise what I preach, and remove 
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from my collection those unused specimens 
which I so strongly denounce? I expect 
to decrease my collection by some 200 var- 
ieties, which I shall gently consign to the 
waste paper basket, the place where they 
belong. 

The action on the part of the publishers 
of certain philatelic journals in agreeing to 
refuse all advertisements in which counter- 
feits and reprints are offered is certainly 
commendable, and is a step in the right 
direction. Can they not be induced also 
to include in» the category of pictures 
(they certainly are not stamps,) harmful to 
philately the remainders which are annual- 
ly sold to dealers by various governments? 
I cannot see how a small picture, printed 
upon a piece of gummed paper, which has 
never done duty as a postage stamp, and 
yet is not good for postage in the country 
by which it was issued, can be termed a 
postage stamp. Why, then, give them a 
place in our catalogues and in our collec- 
tions? . ; 

To one who is inclined to look into the 
future, the undoing of philately will seem 
to have its beginning in these glaring in- 
consistencies with which the ‘‘science” is 
at present burdened. Until these are rem- 
edied we must not hope to have philately 
placed upon a substantial, scientific basis. 


Postal Systems. 


Did you ever stop to think of the won- 
éerful organization that insures the regu- 
Isr transmission of every little letter, and 
its final safe delivery to its owner, even at 
the remotest ends of the world, the crowd- 
ed foreign city, or the solitudes of the 
mountain or the forest?. You cannot go to 


a point so isolated as to be beyond the 


ministrations of the postoftice ; but in some 
foreign countries you would find very 
strange messengers and methods employed. 

In the United States the system is so 
admirably organized that the work of the 
letter-carrier ceases to have any individu- 
ality. If you were to cross the ocean, 
however, and visit some of the countries of 
Asia, you would see some very queer post- 
men. In northern India, among the Him- 
alayas, letters are carried by native run- 
ners at the end of a cleft stick. Some- 
times one of these postmen will travel a 
hundred miles to convey his precious mis- 
sive, the letter being delivered in as clean 
a condition as when it startecl. 


The commonest type of Indian post-run- 
ner, or ‘‘toppal-walluh,” wears a long 
white coat, very light trousers, and a huge 
light-blue turban. His letter bag is slung 
from his shoulder, and he carries a long 
stick with a sharp iron point, which can 
be used as a weapon in case of need. The 
stick is adorned with six little brass bells 
which serve to give notice of the approach 
of the post. 

If you were in Japan you would see 
lithe, wiry rurnecs, with very little cloth- 
ing on their brown bodies, darting here 
and there among the crowd. Everybody 
gives way before them, for they are the 
postmen of the empire. Their mail is car_ 
ried in small baskets strapped to their 
sides. They are capable of sustaining a 
gocd deal of fatigue, and make wonderful 
journeys at times. 

Among the placid Chinese, hurry is a 
form of vulgar impatience, consequently 
very little dispatch is used in carrying the 
mails in that great empire. ‘They are eon- 
tent to convey all ordinary communiea- 
tions either by slow paddling or poling 
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boats, or else by foot-runners, whose high 
sounding title of ‘‘the-thousand-mile horse” 
does not quicken their pace beyond about 
twelve miles in twenty-four hours. They 
carry a paper lantern and a paper um- 
brella, and their letter-bag is secured to 
the back by a cloth knotted across the 
chest. 

Among the most picturesque letter-car- 
riers of the world are the ‘‘Camel Express 
Messengers” of Bokara. The men wear a 
serviceable red uniform, and a large green 
turban embroidered with gold thread. 
From their girdle hangs a curved saber in 
a red sheath. The camels are adorned 
with trappings of gay tassels ornamented 
with blue beads and cowrie shells, and 
with small brass bells round their neck to 
give notice of their approach. The rough 
and rapid trotting of these animals, some- 
times at the rate of eighty miles a day, is 
so trying to the riders as to shorten their 
lives. 

Of vehicles, we find every conceivable 
variety used to aid the post-runner in his 
labor. In Natal the post-cart is a light 
four-horse vehicle, not much to look at, 
but capital as a means of getting over vile 
roads with deep ruts. In the mountain 
districts of Brazil a two-wheeled wagon, 
drawn by oxen, is in use, the wheels being 
cut out of a solid block and fastened to 
the axle. 

In some parts of Russia buffaloes har- 
nessed to two-wheeled vehicles carry the 
postmen on their road, but more frequent- 
ly mail sledges are drawn by horses, by 
reindeer, or, in the far north, by dogs. 

The latter we find again in Canada—as 
for instance, in the mail service between 
Selkirk and Lake Winnipeg, where the 
work is done by trains of letter-sleighs, 


each drawn by three dogs harnessed in 
single file.—Philadelphia Times. 


Lands Without Official 
Postage. 


Many persons are under the impression 
that the Val D’Andorra, a strip of no 
man’s land between Spain and France, is 
the only portion of Europe which can 
boast the absence of an official postage 
stamp. As a matter of fact, a piece of 
country known as ‘‘Moresnet Calamine,” 
which lies where the Belgian province of 
Liege meets the Prussian regency of Aix- 
la-Chapelle, is in a like pesition. As it 
has been found impossible to agree as to 
the frontier delimitation German and Bel- 
gian stamps are used indiscriminately. 
Further, this piece of country has no coin- 
age of its own and uses that of the Latin 
union. -— London Globe.

On a cold day ia February the Postoffice 
Department, to save fuel, decided that the 
remainders of the old Hawaiin stamps 
might as well be consumed. The Chief of 
the stamp division personally superinten- 
ded the operation. In all there were 
stamps to the amount of $57,600: they 
would have made glad the hearts of many 
collectors, but the Postmaster General is 


not a philatelist. It is probable, however, 


that a good many stamps were distributed 


among favored individuals as specimens, 
and dealers will be glad to have this lot 
safely disposed of. Like the proofs of 
United States stamps, the answer of the 
department to a request is that “‘there are 
none for distribution,” but as a matter of 
fact there is always a fairly good supply 
in the market, and it may be that some 
dealer was able to get a supply of the bet- 
ter Hawaiin stamps, to dispose of to phil- 
atelic posterity. Hope so, anyhow. 

The report of the First Assistant post- 
master General for 1900 is notable for a 
most interesting article on rural free deliv- 
ery, showing the great advance in the 
number of routes established, and the ben- 


efits derived. On the first of July 1899, 


there were in operation 391 services, on 
July 1, 1900 1214, and on the first of Nov- 
ember 1900 2551. Many of the routes by 
the abolition of postoffices and star routes,

exhibit an actual cash saving in favor ‘of 
the rural free delivery. A list of all the

In some catalogues, the catalogue 
value, number of each kind and condition 
is given in describing the lot, and from this 
standard of perfection there is a descent to 
the Bogert & Durbin system, where it is 
absolutely impossible for a mail bidder to 
make any sort of an estimate as to what he 
is bidding on in lots of 10 er more stamps. 
Another point noted is that whereas 
some firms invariably seem to get the lots 
at the bidders highest limit, others 
almost as invariably get the lot below the 
limit, doing eloser bidding and making 
smaller advances. 
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The monthly correspondent is at a dis- 
advantage when it comes to active happen- 
ings, and I will merely mention that if the 
Senate amendments to the War Revenue 
tax on proprietary articles (one-tenth of a 
cent for 10 cents worth and an additional 
ohe-twentieth for each additional 5 cents 
worth) goes through it will require an en- 
tirely new series of proprietary stamps, 
both general and private, so there may be 
more trouble for fiscal collectors.

The Outskirts of Philately 


BY LEWIS G. QUACKENBUSH 


In the magnificent Twentieth Century 
number of the PuiLarELic ADVOCATE ap- 
pears an editorial advancing a theory that 
is more than ordinarily worthy of attention 
and consideration at the hands of thought- 
ful students of philatelic conditions. The 
editor of the ApvocatE states his belief 
that that there are on this continent a 
great number of people who collect stamps 
privately without any connection with the 
regular body of philatelists; who belong 
to no philatelic organizations; who know of 
no other collectors beside themselves; who 
have no just conception of the standing 
and importance of philately as a recognized 


science. 


At first sight this theory seems a start- 
ling one; and it becomes even more so when 
the editor adds his belief that the number 
of those who collect in this manner is 
greater than the number of the recognized 
followers of Philately. If this be indeed 
true it is, looked at rightly, a matter of 
enormous importance. These quasi collect- 
ors, who are hovering blindly in the vicini- 
ty of the body philatelic and yet are prac- 
tically unaware of its existence, form the 
class who it will be esiest to tempt into 
real, active philately, if once they can be 
reached’ and made aware that there is 
something more to stamp collecting than 
the mere saving up of such stray varieties 
as a collector so isolated might chance to 
acquire. I believe almost all of usare 
inclined to under-estimate the number 
of people interested in stamp collecting; 
and to lose count of all those who do not 
openly show their colors by actively sup- 
porting those philatelie movements and in- 


oe ae 
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a stitutions that would seem calculated to 


attract the interest and aid of all collectors. 


_ When we see the largest national philatelic 


association in America with less than 500 


members, when in cities of two or three 


million people like New York or Chicago, 
it is impossible for a representative local 
‘society to secure more than from 100 to 
150 members; when the leading philatelic 
weekly on this continent, one that it would 
seem no active collector could possibly re- 
frain from subscribing to, has only about 
6000 subscribers; when few of the very 


best monthly journals can obtain as much 
as two or three thousand paid up eireula- 
tion at subscription rates so small that the 
poorest collector can subscribe to a dozen, 
it would seem reasonable to estimate the 
number of American collectors at not more 
than ten or fifteen thousand. Of course 
the unnumbered myriads of boys from 10 to 
15 years old, who collect in the manner pe- 
culiar to boyhood, are not included in this 
estimate. Their mode of collecting, while 
it may lay the foundation for future inter- 
est in real Philately, has little relation with 
it. 

I believe, however, that the meager es- 
timate arrived at from the above data is a 
fallacious one. There are many things to 
prove that the number of buyers of stamps 
for collectible purposes in America would 
foot up to a total many times as large. 
The business done in stamps at retail 
proves this beyond a doubt. Take, for ex- 
ample, the city of New York. The largest 
stamp firm in that city now maintains and 
has for many years, a retail store on one of 
the leading thoroughfares. They carry on 
from the same location a very large busi- 
ness by correspondence, but that part of 
their business could be handled to equal 


advantage in quarters remote from the 
shopping district, renting at one fourth 
the sums they pay. This concern finds it 
profitable to pay a large rent for this cen- 
trally located store and to hire several 
clerks whose sole duty consists in looking 
after the retail stock and serving retail 
customers. [ have been in this store many 
times and have always found from one to 
a dozen persons buying stamps over its 
counters. The question is: where do these 
customers come from? The Collector's 
Club has, say 150 active members on its 
roll. Other smaller societies have a fair 
membership, but all of them are more or 
less duplicates of one another, in that the 
collector belonging to one is quite likely to 
be a member of the others. There are at 
least a dozen other fair-sized dealers in 


New York who are members of these same 
societies, and who have naturally their 
circles of friends among them, who will 
buy of them as far as possible. Whence 
then, comes all this retail trade to this one 
store; and not only to this one, but to the 
dozen others as well who all sell more or 
less stamps over their counters? 

The answer is that in New York and its 
environs there are at least two or three 
thousand men and women who own albums 
and collections; and buy more or less 
stamps to put into them, who evidently 
know and care very little about Philately 
in the full sense of the word. They have 
become interested in stamps in various 
accidental ways often by helping children 
in their collecting efforts; they buy their 
specimens at the one or two stamp stores 
known to them; and although they have 
some notion that many other people are 
also making collections, they fail to get in 
touch with the general philatelic world. 
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It must not be supposed that such iso- 
lated collectors do not often amass excel- 
lent collections. With the help of catalog 
and album, it is possible for one to collect 
intelligently, within certain limits, with- 
out knowing much more about philately, 
To know the number of persons in our 
large cities who collect in this way would 
undoubtedly astonish most philatelists 
very much. Every dealer who sells at re- 
tail in New York, Boston, Chicago or San 
will confirm this statement.

Every such dealer 
many persons who, if approached on the 
subject of joining any loeal society or sub- 
scribing to any stamp publication, ex- 
plains that he desires to collect only in 
his own way as a matter of pleasure, and 
that he does not desire any relations with 
scientific collectors or scientific stamp

It may seem incredible to many of my 
readers that any one who collects at all 
should not be brought in touch with phil- 
ately by means of the philatelic press. But 
the novice in stamps does net so easily get 
into the current. Pardon a personal re- 
miniscence, I collected stamps for three 
years before I ever saw a stamp paper. 
What stamps I purchased during that time, 
I bought of Edwards, Peeks & Co., the old 
time Chicago dealers, whom I learned of 
through an ad of theirs in some one of the 
juvenile papers. I bought an album of 
them. I bought a great many packets 
and sets of them. Their price lists were 
my all in all. These lists contained 
enough enticing offers to more than satisfy 
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my needs and though in a hazy way aware 
that there were other dealers and that 
some of them actually published stamp: 
magazines, I believe that fact had very 
little interest for me. It was not until °89 
when C. H. Mekeel began to advertise the 
Philatelic Journal of America in the non- 
philatelic press, that I saw my first stamp: 
paper and began from that moment a new 
epoch in my collecting eareer, 

Eyen the city collector does not so easily 
make acquaintance with the stampic press. 
The large New York concern before men- 
tioned publishes a magazine, the American 
Journal of Philately, but this magazine does 
not contain one single advertisement out- 
side those of its publishers; and one might 
take the A. J. of P. for a lifetime and 
never learn from its pages that there exist- 
ed in America any other stamp dealers 
save the firm that publishes it, or any 
other stamp journal save that one paper. 
A great many other dealers who cater to 
local trade are singularly anxious to keep 
their customers to themselves; and probab- 
ly the collector in a small town, from the 
very fact that he is obliged to do his stamp 
buying by mail is much more likely to be- 
come thoroughly acquainted with the phil- 
atelic press than his city brother. 

There is still another class of semi-col- 
lectors who have still less knowledge of and 
still less connection with philately proper: 
namely, those who have no albums and do 
not pretend to ecllect but who own a few 
stamps, which they carry about in a stray 
department of their pocket books or some 
similar receptacle. This class of collector 
is mostly to be found in large business 
houses reciving considerable foreign mail 
matter, though people almost anywhere

§ [Unsurcharged stamps seem to be in use 
in the Philippines as in every mail there 
are a few. 

There is a deal of shufiting going on with 
the ownership of stamp papers just now, 
the International Philatelic Review is now 
consolidated with the Hachange (and the 
general appearance suffers), the Philatelic 
Chronicle has absorbed Stanton’s Philatelic 
Index and the Gopher State Philatelist, the 
Perforator has been sold, the Hvergreen 
State Philatelist is in with Redfield’s Phila- 
telic Post and several new stamp journals 
are announced for an early appearance. 

The amended War Revenue act, whieh 
goes into effect on July 1, next, abolishes 
all taxes on private proprietary prepara- 
tions, and takes off a number of the smaller 
documentary taxes. The higher values 
will still be used so that collectors will 
have plenty of opportunity to fill in their 
blanks. 

When one philatelic journal is absorbed 
by another, a squeeze is perpetrated upon 
the subscribers to the absorbed journal, 
who are also subscribers to the absorbing 
journal. Instead of the subscription being 
extended to cover the unexpired subscrip- 
tion to the defunct periodical, they receive 
two copies of the continuing one, not by 
- any means an equivalent in value. I sup- 


. pose there is a reason for this, but the at- 


tention is called toit by the consolidation 
of two large general magazines, where the 
persons who were subscribers to both, re- 
ceived a notice that their subscription to 
the continuing one would be extended to 
cover the unexpired time of the other. 
Why is it not thusly with philatelic 
papers? 

When I gave a list of 
stamps in the Mammoth Number, it was 
in the belief that it was fairly complete, 
but from subsequent information and ob- 
servation it seems to have covered about 4 
of the varieties and the field is getting too 
wide to cover. Chicago has now stepped 
in with an order for 510,000 of them for 
one firm, and it is only a question of time 
before there will be more or less of a com- 
plete set for each Presidential postoffice in 
the U. S. The Department takes no 
official notice of them, they are not to be 
exhibited at Buffalo as part of the postal 
exhibit, and it is very doubtful whether a 
forgery would be open to prosecution. A 
forgery on a genuine stamp would play di- 
rectly into the hands of Uncle Sam, as he 
would have been paid for a stamp without 
having to perform postal service for it. 
The precancelled stamp is on a precarious 
basis, and collectors of them(of whom I am 
one) will have to look out for the genuine. 
ness of our specimens. 

The papers have been stating that the 
government stamp exhibit at Buffalo is 
“to be complete,” but this hardly seems 


precancelled 
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possible, as its value is stated at akcut 
$5,000. 

There is no reason for going to dealers 
to secure sets of these Buffalo stamps, any 
postmaster will send them on receipt of 50 
cents, though, of course, the question of 
centering will be doubtful. 

There is a rumor that more stamps are 
to be surcharged for Guam, among them a 
number of Special Delivery. They must 
do business on the jump in that island, as 
this is the second order for Special Deliv- 
ery stamps. 

Here is an interesting question. There 
are a number of dangerous counterfeits now 
being made of the ‘‘Habilitado” surcharges 
on the Porto Rico stamps. The American 
Philatelic Magazine printed a minute de- 
scription of the forgeries, 
wherein they differ from the surcharges. 
Mr. Luff writes to the editor and states 
the publication is a mistake, that the for- 


pointing out 


gers will be enabled to improve their pro- 
ductions and so further deceive collectors, 
that he has known about these forgeries 
for some time, but has carefully refrained 
from publishing his knowledge. The edi- 
tor retorts by saying that collectors are 
able to judge for themselves having a good 
description to go by. Which is right?

keep them so far in the background, I 
propose to devote a future article to 
discussing the opportunities which 
this state of affairs offers to philately.

the gospel of philately to the widest possi- 
ble exent. 


The Passing of the Queen. 
BY HENRY A. CHAPMAN. 


The death of Queen Victoria on January _ 
22, 1901, has been the cause of a good deal — 
of talk, both in philatelic and other circles, 
furnishing a subject for nearly everybody 
to write upon. It must have a very impor- 
tant bearing upon philately. 

Although known by the name of Vic- 
toria, she was christened Alexandrina Vie- 
toria, but the latter has been her official 
designation, and her successor, Albert 
Edward, is also known by his middle 
name—King Edward VII.¥4Most people 
are aware that she was a_Hanoverian, 
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through her descent from the four Georges 
who denied their descent from the palatine 
elector. There are, however, many who 
are not cognizant of the fact that she de- 
scended from the Stuarts and Tudors. 
Mary Stuart and Darnley were her ances- 
tors, and they were both descended from 
Margaret Tudor, sister of Henry VIII, 
their father being Henry VII, the first 
reigning Tudor. 

Queen Victoria came to the throne in 
June, 1837, or about three years before 
postage stamps came into existence. Since 
then the stamps of Great Britain and her 
Colonies have borne her likeness on the 
large majority of issues, and counting from 
1840, when her head first appeared on 
stamps, the total number must be in 
thousands. 

At her death, I believe, English colonies 
numbered over 100, and as nearly half used 
stamps with her likeness on, probably at 
the present time several hundreds of 
stamps have her features on them, count- 
ing postal cards and envelopes. In the 
natural order of things, the coins and 
stamps of the British Kingdom and her 
tributaries will be changed in the main and 
mew sets may be soon expected with King 
Edward as the subject of design. Owing 
_ to his somewhat advanced age, another 
change is likely to take place ina few years 
and his likeness will be replaced by that of 
George V, and later by that of Edward 
VIII.

ed at, the $a red, 1854 of India ditto. EI 
would gloat over the possession of a Ish. 
Gibraltar of 1886, or the [d black 1840.and 
1876 of Great Britain. Any one who is not 
the possessor of the “‘Grand Old Stamp,” 
the 5d green of New South Wales, ouglit 
to have it, and the issue of 1882-88 can te 
procured cheaply.

The 5sh purple of the 
same country is a beautiful stamp of the 
medallion style. Very few object to the 
pretty Jubilee issues, even if they were so’ 
so strongly suggestive of speculation. The 
issues of the Niger Coast are favorites with 
many. I could enlarge on this subject but 
I think enough has been said to give an 
idea of what a collection of valuable stamps 
could be made if a person’s pocket book 
was plethoric enough and the said collec 
tion could be confined to those issues beare 
ing her likeness. 

It seems to me that some issues should 
continue to bear her'likeness. Canada’s 
later issues have shown her‘as an octogen- 
arian, and it wouldn’t hea bad idea to keep 
one of these stamps perpetually in exist- 
ence—the 20c green, for instance. Let this 
or some stamp bearing her likeness, be a 
constant reminder ofthe grandest woman

New Stamps and Coins, 


Collectors of stamps and coins, more 
ey known as ee and nu- 


mark the reign of King Edward VII. 
There are certain rules governing the 
side of the coin upon which the head of 
the sovereign appears. The design of 
the head will be chosen by the King, and 
he will also decide whether ‘the crown 
is to be shown or not, but whatever other 

the head 
The reason 


alterations are decided upon, 
must be shown in profile. 
that the head must always be in profile 
is that it is required to look to left and 
right in alternate reigns. George III 
ooked to the right, George IV to the left, 
William IV to the right, and Queen Vic- 
toria to the left, Edward VII, therefore, 
will look the right. As the postage stamp 
only dates from the Queen’s reign, there 
are, of course, not the same precedents as 
in the case of coins. But English stamps 
bear the Queen’s head in profile looking 
leftward, and there are very few excep- 
tions to this rule in Colonial stamps. We 
in Canada are perhaps the loosest of all 
countries in respecting etiquette of this 
kind. We sport a coat of arms that is 4 
horror to heraldry, and we have despised 
all tradition in our stamps, of which we 
have about a dozen between 1868 and 1882 
in which the head looks to the right. The 


head of our 1894 stamp also looks to the 
right, and our Jubilee stamps have the 
Queen’s head both full face and profile. 
All the new English stamps, however, will 
doubtless be printed with the King’s herd 
in profile looking to the right, and this 
custom will generally be followed in ihe 
other colonies. The reverse of the coitis, 
however, will depend altogether upon the 


personal taste of His Majesty. The 
designs will be submitted to him, and he 


will personally select them.

As his tastes 
are well known to 
be artistic, the reverse of the new coins is 
expected to make an especially fine appear- 
ance. Few persons are aware of the sig- 
nificance of the wreath of laurel, tied st 
the back of the head by which 
appears upon some of the earlier Victorian 
coins. This wreath appears on the coins 
of George III. and George IV ., 
those of William IV., 
most of those of Queen Victoria, until sup- 
erseded by the crown‘and veil of the 1887

Plate number collectors will have to re- 
member that there are two sets of numbers 
one for the border and one for the vignette 
and that consequently there is a possibility 
of many combinations. 

It is definitely stated that there will be 
no more surcharged stamps for Guam, and 
let’s hope it’s true. 

The ‘‘ring” in J. Ellwood Lee stamps 
seems to have been broken, a Chicago 
dealer now offering them for 35 cents sec- 
onds and 50 cents firsts. 

There will probably be a new series of 
revenue stamps to fit the bucket shop 
clause of the amended war revenue act. 
The act imposes an additional tax on 
these shops, and the stamps will be dis- 
tinctive, either by a surcharge or a new 
design. 

Regulations to provide for the redemp- 
tion of revenue stamps rendered useless by 
the amended act have been published. No 
amount less than $2 will be dealt with, 
they must be presented for redemption 


within two years of the date of sale, and 
the affidavits and vouchers required 
are likely to discourage many holders, and 
thereby Uncle Sam will turn a good many 
honest dollars. 

It will probably be at least a year before: 
the new series of U. S. postage stamps, 
with the name and dates of birth and 
death of the persons whose portraits are 
given comes out. 

Cuba has now been given ‘“‘domestic” 
rates of postage with the United States. 

There are two classes of people who sep. 
arate from a philatelic society, the honor- 
able class who resign while in good stand- 
iug, and the class who sponge on until 
dropped for non-payment of dues, and then 
fail to reinstate themselves, by paying up. 

On April 1, 1901 the maximum amount 
of a money order issued in Canada for pay- 
ment in the United States was increased 
to $100. 

The sender of any article addressed for 
delivery in a foreign country may cause it 
to be withdrawn from the postal service or 
have its address changed, as long as the 
article has not been delivered to the ad- 
dressee ; provided the legislation of the 
country of destination of the article allows. 
such withdrawal or alteration. 

Cards wholly in print, folded with open 
ends, and having the outer edge or flap 
sealed with a sticker in such a manner 
that the entire inner surface may be easily 
examined, are mailable at the third-class. 
rate of postage ; but the Department dis- 
courages the use of stickers, and especially 


-the use of postage stamps, in this manner. 


The following amendment has _ been 
made to the U. S. postal laws:—‘‘During 
the heated term postmasters may permit 
letter carriers to wear a neat shirt-waist.

As Toronto Thinks. 


BY RAYMOND Ss, BAKER, 


It is estimated that there are over 5000 
collectors in the city. What a latent 
force which might become powerful and 
progressive in advancing philately through 
two or three local societies, a national or- 
ganization and a respectable publication. 

Yonge, King, and Adelaide streets have 
each their quota of stamp windows, filled 
principally with sheets and albums. Mr. 
W. R. Adams shows especial taste in dec- 
orating a large pertrait of our late queen 
with the postalissues of the many countries 
that comprise the British Empire. Deal- 
ers generally report that there is a decided 
falling off in the stamp business compared 
with former years. 

There seems to be some fatality connect- 
ed with Toronto in reference to publishing 
journals, Nearly twenty attempts have 
been made with more or less succes. The 
weekly has fared as badly as the monthly, 
if not worse. Failure was not due to lack 
of quality for collectors of some years’ 
standing remember the Canadian Phila- 
telic Magazine as a well printed, interest- 
ing publication and the Canadian Journal 
of Philately at $3.00 a year was the most 
complete and elaborate of its kind. In a 
city where nearly all enterprises flourish 
with marvelous health, it is a matter of 
wonder‘that fortune has not favored the 
stamp paper. 


The Toronto Philatelic Club held an ex- 
cellent session March 12th in their rooms 
at Broadway Hall. President Geo. E. 
Davenport occupied the chair with twenty- 
five members in attendance, Additions to 
membership were reported and new eandi- 
dates were received, and D. P. A. matters 
of general interest were discussed. In 
matter of entertainment an address was 
delivered by R. S. Baker on Philatelic 
Fiction illustrated by humorous selections. 

A spirited auction sale concluded the 
meeting. 

The honor of being the first to issue a 
stamp bearing the portrait of King Ed- 
ward, admittedly belongs by a caprice of 
fate to Newfoundland. And, indeed, it is 
not inappropriate thab the oldest British 
Colony, though unwittingly, should never- 
theless have had the precedence, in this 
matter, even of the mother country whose 
proud right it was to inaugurate the postal 
system. Newfoundland, with her unsullied 
philatelic reputation, has the congratula- 
tions of collectors the world over. 


Office Desk By Mail. 


The largest piece of first class mail mat- 
ter that was ever sent through the Indian- 
apolis postoffice was an office desk which 
the government has purchased of an Indi- 
anapolis manufacturer and shipped to 
Manila, Philippine Islands, for use in the 
postal service in that city. The desk was 
large enough to make a dinining table for 
five or six people. It was made of heavy 
oak and weighed about as much asa piano, 
It was wrapped in heavy jute by the man- 
ufacturers and delivered to the post office 
here, where it was started on its long 
journey. An official envelope of the post 
office department was pasted on the top 
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and bore the address of a government 
officer at Manila. 

The contractor who carries mail between 
the postoffice and the Union Station 
secured an extra waggon to take the desk 
to the train, and it travelled in a postal 
ear from here to San Francisco, and the 
mail clerks along the way had to handle 
it. If the government had been required 
to pay 2 cents for each half ounee, the 
price of ordinary first elass mail, the post- 
age on the desk would have been more 
than the cost of the desk at the factory. 
By sending it by mail the cost of transpor- 
tation was saved by the government.

Anent Minor Varieties. 
BY LEON V. CASS. 


My opinion as to the collecting of minor 
varieties is that each collector should de- 
eile for himself, and if it pleases him to 
gearch out the minor diffe rences, he 
should by all means collect them. 

Every collector, however, should keep 
his eyes open and learn to tell minor varie- 
ties, as in many cases a scarce minor var- 
iety would sell for enough to bring him 
many new varieties for his collection, 
whereas if he paid no attention to these 
differences, the searce variety would go 
at the same low priee as the common vari- 
ety. One should endeavor to keep up-to- 
date and in order to be up-to-date in phil- 
ately one must study minor varieties more 
or less whether he admits them to his col- 
Tection or not. 

It is not my intention to go over the old 
theme as to the advisability of eollecting 
minor varieties, however, but to describe 
those I have seen, and which to my know- 


ledge have not yet been chronicled. 

The 2 cent 1900 issue of New Zealand 
comes in two distinct shades, one shade 
being much darker than the other and dis- 
tinct enough to be chronicled in my opin- 
ion. I have seen less than a dozen of these 
stamps and the two varieties of shades 
were about evenly assorted so I cannot tell 
which variety is the Scarcest. 
may bea first printing and if so it will 
likely be good property to have. I hope 
to be able to state which, if either, of the 
shades is scarcer later on. 

Ihave seen the one dollar green 1898 
issue U. S. War revenue in three different 
shades, yellow green, green, and blue 
green. 

The three cent 1851 issue U. S. is very 
prolific in shades and one can easily pick 
out any where from a dozen to twenty 
shades out of a hundred of them. 

The one-half cent gray 1898 U. S. reve- 
nue comes part rouletted, as I have seen 
a few pairs of this stamp in that condition. 

Among other minor varieties mentioned 
in an article in the Hxchange is the 2 cent 
bank check orange, and 2 cent internal 
revenue orange first issue on light green 
surfaced paper. This variety is quite 
scarce as the writer has seen but four 
copies and I have never seen any although 
I have handled hundreds of these stamps. 

Scott catalogues the one cent 1873 issue 
U.S. in three shades, dark ultramarine, 
and gray blue. 

I have seen this stamp in another dis- 
tinct shade which {might be ealled blue 
green. I havea eopy of the 3e rose 1861 
issue on original cover part perforated. 
The stamp was cut with wide margia on 
one side and shows a part of another stamp 
on the opposite side.

Pithy Philatelic Points. 


Sayings and Articles of Noted Writers

Paper, watermarks, perforations and 
gum are points to be carefully looked into, 
Few reprints and hardly any forgeries are 
watermarked, and the gauge of the perfor- 
ation, roulette, &c., of a genuine stamp is 
seldom the same as that of its imitations. 
Reprints often have no gum, or one entire- 
ly different to that found on originals,—A. 
B, Kay. 

Some of the Grecian stamps promise to 
be priced high. Those shades of which it 
is known only small quantities were over- 
printed are being cornered for an eventual 
rise. The speculator will poach upon the 
collector’s preserves and I am not surethat 
the cornering is confined to the mere spec- 
ulator, for both the dealer and collector 
indulge in the game when they ean spare 
the cash.—Edward J. Nankivell. 

Foreign revenue stamps are much hand- 
somer than postage stamps and are other- 
wise interesting and instructive, inasmuch 
as they constitute an illustrative index to 
to the systems of taxation employed by 
different nations and to the changing con- 
ditions under which taxes rise and fall.— 
A. G. Burgoyne. 

The careful colleetor usually buys with 
calm judgement, but, even so, it frequent- 
ly happens that whena certain stamp has 


been sought for, the stamp itself is the 
first eonsideration of the buyer and its 
condition a secondary one—F. Brown. 

If there was but one country in the 
world, and that country issued only ore 
set of stamps, retaining the same design 
for years and years, and the same colors 
for all the stamps, there would be very few 
stamp colleetors in the world. It is the 
variety of designs, colors, watermarks, 
perforations, paper, etc., ete., that makes 
collecting a pleasure.—S. A. D. Cox. 

I collect all my stamps for the pleasure, 
information and satisfaction they give me 
in their getting. And this without eon- 
sideration of their cash value yesterday or 
tomorrow. Does the collector of unused 
stamps collect in the same spirit? No. 
His pleasure and displeasure are regulated 
by the market prices for unused stamps.— 
Joe S. Davis. 

The model stamp collector aims at com- 
pletion, although he does not strive after 
it to the detriment of his general collec- 
tion.

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The Outskirts of Philately 
SECOND PAPER. 


BY LOUIS G. QUACKENBUSH. 


In my previous article in THe ApvocatE 
on this topic, I promised my readers fur- 
ther discussion on some of the points 
raised therein. In that article, devoted as 
it was, to examining into the assertion 
made by THE ApyocaTE in the 20th cen- 
tury number, regarding the existence of 
a great host of stamp collectors who have 
no affiliation with philately proper, and 
arepractically unaware what philately really 
is (collecting as they do in a purely casual 
way, without contact with any other collec- 
tors and without paying any attention to 
our philatelic journals) it was manifestly 
impossible to do more than suggest the 
query; in what way can this class of collec- 
tors be reached and interested in the 
broader phases of stamp collecting? This 
query, presenting many sides for consider- 
ation, is one not easily answered. It is 
a hard nut to crack and I am not so ego- 
tistical as to believe that, alone and unaid- 
ed, I can point out the proper way to 
erack it. But I can at least point out what 
I believe are the most feasible steps that 
could be taken and this is my present pur- 
pose. 

We may divide the matter forj{conveni- 
ence into three sections: first what ean 
private collectors and philatelie societies 


do taward this end; second, what can 
dealers do; third, what can our stamp 
journals do. It might seem at first sight 
as though private collectors could do very 
little; but in reality they can, if they will, 
form an extremely powerful factor in 
spreading the gospel of philately. Phila- 
telists are, as a rule, much given to hiding 
their lights under a bushel. A fear of 
being misundertood by outsiders, a feeling 
that their non-philatelic friends will view 
their hobby as something trivial and child- 
ish, causes many collectors to zealously 
keep secret their philatelic proclivities, 
This is especially so in the smaller towns, 
where everyone knows everyone else. The 
colleetor corresponds freely with philatel- 
ists residing in other localities. When 
visiting the larger cities he takes pleasure 
in calling upon other stampmen. But 
“around home” he doesn’t care to have 
anyone know that he collects. 

Every man of course has a right to do as 
he pleases in such matters. But the phil- 
atelist who takes this course thereby very 
often loses splendid opportunities of mak- 
ing active collectors of persons whose in- 
terest is attracted to stamps in some casual 
and accidental way and who only need the 
fostering aid and encouragement of an ex- 
perienced philatelist to really take up the 
pursuit in earnest, and who without such 
aid, are not likely to ever get far initiated 
into the pleasant mazes of stampdom. 
But suppose a philatelist is at ali times 
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epenly enthusiastic over his hobby, not 
only does not oonceal it, but is con- 
stantly bringing it before the notice of his 
friends. That man is a living, walking, 
speaking advertisement for philately and 
its attractions. If he be a man of any 
standing himself, he gives to stamp collect 
ing a recognized standing in his own com 
munity; and he is for that particular 
region the accepted high priest and proph- 
et of the cult. Does anyone discover on 
old family papers, made ready for the 
burning, some quaint old stamps that 
seem worth saving from the fiery sacrifice; 
the thought at once occurs: why, Brown 
down there in the drug store, (or the post- 
office or the grocery as the case may be) is 
a stamp collector, V’ll take these to him 
and see if they are of any value. Does any 
father become interested in his son’s col- 
lecting efforts and discerning broader and 
more iv ivresting possibilities to stamp col- 
lecting, wish to learn more about it. He 
remembers at once that that clever young 
chap Brown, the bright, goahead mer- 
chant down the street, is interested in 
stamps, and to him he goes for informa- 
tion. Does anyone for any reason wish to 
be enlightened as to anything about stamps 
or stamp collecting; Brown is the natural 
fountainhead of information. There are 
times, perhaps, when this becomes an an- 
noyance. Young America in knee breech- 
es, with his boundless thirst for additions 
te his 237 varieties, may sometimes sorely 
But even helping the 
boys is a good work. If more of the phil- 
atelic army let their light shine in the 
same manncr there would not be so many 
of the embryo collectors, ways and means 
for whose luring into active philately is 


try his patience. 


what we are seeking for. 


One good active collector of the Brown 
stripe, who is a philatelic enthusiast, hearb 
and youl, will do more in a country town 
or a small city to infect likely candidates 
with the philatelic fever, than any other 
influence that could be mentioned. In a 
larger city, where the circle of one man’s 
acquaintance and influence is necessarily 
much more limited, the results might and 
probably would be less tangible. But, 
nevertheless, there can be no question as 
to the good results that would follow if all 
philatelists, in all towns great or small, 
were to lose no opportunity of making 
known their love of stamps. There is 
nothing like personal work in any kind of 
proselyting. There is nothing that would 
raise philately more quickly into general 
notice than the entire casting off, by all 
collectors, of all reticence of any kind re- 
garding their collections; and the substi- 
tution therefor of a policy of making as 
much of their hobby in general conversa- 
tion as they would if it were of a more 
easily understandable nature. The man 
whose hobby is dogs or horses is always 
talking about them. He whose hobby is 
the drama, or baseball, or golf, or any one 
of a thousand other things that might be 
mentioned is only too anxious to enlighten 
those about him as to his pursuits. Why 
should not the philatelist be equally ready 
to show his colors. It is probably too much 
to expect any immediate and general reso- 
lution in this regard. But every philatel- 
ist who does turn over a new leaf and 
resolve from henceforth to give philately 
all the personal advertising he possibly 
can, willadd new strength to the pursuit. 

As to the philatelic societies, their part 
in the work is not so clear. As organized 
bodies, whose ostensible object of existence 
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__ is to advance philatelic interests in general, 
i they should really be the leaders in reach- 
ie ing out into new fields and popularizing 
_ philately. But, unfortunately, our nation- 
a al societies are none of them, in their 
present state, in a position to devote much 
time or money to any such object. Their 
membership, even in the case of the very 
largest, is too small and the interest of the 
members themselves too lukewarm and 
half-hearted to admit the inauguration of 
any active campaign of education. Were 
it possible to build up a really representa- 
_ tive soeiety embracing all the really active 
stamp collectors on the American conti- 
nent, forming a strong body of say eight 
or ten thousand members, such a body 
would be a powerful factor. It could en- 
gage in the dissemination of literature 
drawing the attention of the public to the 
pleasures of stamp collecting in the same 
manner as the L. A. W. has sown broad. 
cast the gospel of good roads. The distri- 
bution on a large scale of attractive circu- 
lars and booklets of a character to interest 
outsiders in our pursuit is something that 
has never been tried. That if properly 
done it would bring large accessions to our 
ranks, I think there is no doubt. 

It would not of course, be advisable to 
circulate such literature in a wholly pro- 
miscuous way. Business houses, young 
men’s clubs, schools and colleges, and the 
houses of professional men and the better 
class of artisans and mechanics, these 
would be the places to which such booklets 
should go. Of course it could not be 
hoped to cover the whole of this country 
in one year, or in ten, no matter how much 
money could be brought to bear on the 
work, But certain sections could be 
chosen in which to push the work each 


year and this section circularized with so 
much thoroughness as the money appropri- 
ated would allow. Such a society could 
maintain a bureau of publicity, in charge 
of a competent and resourceful advertising 
man, who would devote his time to bring- 
ing the merits of philately as plainly and 
forcibly before the public, as he would 
were he exploiting a new brand of soap. 
Such may seem wild and utopian. Col- 
léctors it may be argued, are hardly phil- 
anthropic enough to contribute generally 
to the support of such an undertaking. 
But in reality every person in America, be 
he collector or dealer, whose holdings of 
stamps amount to any sum at all could 
richly afford to contribute his mite to such 
a work. Wemay not be in philately for 
the sake of making money; we may be the 
purest of amateurs in our philatelic pur- 
suit: but who among us would not be 
glad to see the monetary value of his col- 
lection doubled or trebled. Any great 
increase in the number of philatelists can 
mean but one thing: a rise in values. 
Not an artificial, manipulated rise, but a 
real tangible appreciation that can he 
safely reckoned as a realizable asset. 

And if it is thus to the collector’s inter- 
est to help on the work of gathering re- 
eruits, how much more is it to the dealer? 
And how little well directed efforts have 
the dealers of America applied to this 
Whatever missionary work has 
been undertaken has been directed 
tO interesting the schoolboy. 
Crawford Capen’s magazine Stamps was 
a notable effort in this direction. Great 
things were hoped for from it; but it was 


work. 


neither a large enough magazine, nor cir- 
culated largely enough to ke of any great 


value. Perhaps the most effective thing 
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ever done in this line was the big full page 
ads inserted by the Mekeel Co. some years 
ago in the Youth's Companion and Golden 
Days. These were especially framed and 
worded to awaken the interest of people 
who knew very little about real stamp col- 
lecting and from this standpoint, were the 
most admirable advertisement for Phila- 
tely ever inserted in the public prints. 
Various magazines and newspapers of gens 
eral circulation have from time to time 
been tried on a small scale by many other 
dealers, but the result of the experiment 
has in few cases been encouraging, 

The most feasible way, it seems to me, 
for the individual dealer to advertise phil- 
ately and his own business at the same 
time is by the distribution of booklets 
gotten up much after the plan of those 
suggested above for a national society, in 
the territory which would naturally make 
his shop its trading point. An attractive 
booklet, neatly printed, cleverly illustra- 
ted, and setting forth at not too much 
length the delights of stamp collecting 
and the ease and small cost with which 
such a collection can be commeneed, ought 
to add many new recruits to philately and 
develop much new trade for any dealer of 
enterprise to reach out for it in this way. 
Such booklets sent out either by mail or 
by distributors in a house to house eanvas, 
would reach many of those quasi collectors 
described in my former paper, who have a 
little latent interest in stamps and need 
only a little enlightenment as to how 
large a thing stamp collecting really is, 
and how broad and diverse are its features 
of interest, to beeome thoroughly inoculas 
ted with the philatelie virus. Very likely 
any dealer trying this kind of advertising 
would not reap emough direct returns at 


first to get back the cost. But he would 
be casting his bread on the waters to 
return after many days. Every time that 
he circularized his territory im this way, 
people would become more familiar with 
stamps and colleeting, and many a man or 
woman who would never have thought of 
collecting in earnest had they not had the 
charms of Philately thus forcibly brought 
home to them, would be brought into the 
fold. 

As to another phase of this matter 
touched on in my former paper: namely 
the policy pursued by many city dealers of 
keeping that class of their customers who 
are only casual buyers of stamps and know 
little about philately proper, as much as 
possible in that state of ignorance, with 
the idea that such trade can be better held 
on to than if it were more educated in 
philatelic ways and could pick and choose 
more largely as to where to buy, it will 
doubtless be hard to convince dealers who 
do this, that theirs is a most shortsighted 
policy. But soitis. Every dealer of any 
shrewdness ought to be able to see that 
his true interest lies in educating this 
class of people into real active philatelists; 
in making them acquainted with other 
collectors, and thereby indueting them 
into the social side of philatelio life ; in 
bringing the best stamp literature before 
their notice, and striving in every other 
possible way to develop them into broad 
gauge colleetors, Every dealer who does 
not do this is making a sad mistake. 
Every dealer who does do this is wise and 
far seeing and will gaim and not lose by it 
in the end. Nothing that could be thought 
of would do more philately than for every 
dealer in America to adopt this broad 
minded policy.

They only cost 20c a thousand to print and 
the set costs an average of 5c per stamp, 
80 every set sold to a collector and unused 
is a profit to Uncle Sam of 29 88-100 cents 
so he can afford to supply the demand 

The high value revenue stamps of the 
present issue are slowly but surely coming 
down in price, and collectors should wait 
and not be in a hurry to fill up the values 
of $10 and above. ‘‘Cut” eovers a wide 
variation, my collection has only the cut 
specimens above the $5, but the cuts, 
elean made with a sharp instrument, are 
barely discernible, amd detract nothing 
from the beauty of the stamp. Go to a 
good dealer and get cut specimens rather 
than pay fancy prices for uncut, and wait 
anyhow, until the priees come down to a 
rate more nearly consistent with the 
supply. Compare the prices of the Civil 
War Revenues used when our country was 
much smaller and fewer were used. 

The eustoms regulations of Canada are 
frequently troublesome for stamp dealers. 
The U.S. postal rules provide, in conse- 
quence of these regulations, that ‘‘sealed 
packages other than letters in their usual. 
and ordinary form” are not admissible to 
the mails. Now the question seems to 
arise as to what is the “‘usual and ordinary 


form” of a letter. A letter containing ap- 
proval sheets, laid out flat, was refused, 
while the same about 2 inches thick was 
afterwards admitted. What is the criter- 
ion, anyhow? .

By the inspection of a collection of post- 
age stamps, not only is the curiosity grati- 
fied but an interest is awakened in us and 
if pursued further we find this study con- 
nected with a thousand other studies. 
Those who have no knowledge on this sub- 
ject cannot well imagine how much is to 
be learned by handling and arranging 
these bits of paper. It is generally 
thought that stamp eollecting is puerile, 
but competent writers have often defended 
it against this unjust attack. 

Although fragile and comparatively 
worthless, stamps teach us the history of 
nations by revealing to us the succession 
of the different sovereigns of the countries 
and the political changes in all the states 
of the globe. Dr. Legrand has aptly re- 
marked, ‘‘They even sometimes retain the 
trace of events which are too fugitive to 
allow time to be spent in recording them 
in bronze or silver; and one may see that 
in certain countries pretenders to power 
have printed postage stamps before. they 
have been able to assume authority and 
coin money.” 

The character of the people of a nation 
may be determined to some extent by the 
stamps they use. Thusa more or less ad- 
vanced state of civilization will be shown 
by a greater or less degree of perfection in 
the artistic work. In the monarchy the 
effigies of the sovereigns are placed on the 
stamps while the republic is recognized by 
their symbolic devices or portraits of great 
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men. 

Geography, like history, is closely related 
to the study of postage stamps, To the 
student it opens the geographical panorama 
of the world. Republics, whose positions, 
and even names, the collector would be ig- 
norant of were he not brought face to face 
with the postage stamp of that republic. 

Not only must the collector know the 
geographical position of the different na- 
tions, but he must also be familiar with 
the language of that 
country. This language he 
directly from his stamps. 
of the Oriental. nations present a most 
interesting study. We have the names 
of the countries and the value in languages 
that are blind hieroglyphics even to the 
majority of educated people. The alpha- 
bets of some of these eastern countries re- 
quire in themselves serious study and one 
who may say that the stamps of Asia have 
no secrets to him may be regarded as a 
learned man. 

It is the object of the writer to place be- 
fore the people the true benefit of stamp 
collecting, promote the study and diffusion 
of knowledge of Philately, and encourage- 
ment of closer intercourse between phila- 
telists of the world and mutual benefit of 
all.

The inverted vignette one and two cent 
Pan-Americans are held at $17 and $20 
respectively, and these prices are very low. 
Those who can afford to invest should do 
so if they must have these freaks as they 
will soon be rare. 

The registry of the center varies greatly, 
the locomotive is sometimes up so high as 
to obscure the ‘‘United States” and again 
so low as to cover the figure of value. 

Two editors of monthly journals in the 
United States have, by working out to 
completeness an old idea, lifted their pub- 
lications from the rut and placed them 
among the-books a philatelic library must 
have. The Fraud Reporter in the NV. Y. 
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Philatelist and the Index in the Philatelic 
Chronicle are the ones alluded too. Both 


are old in conception but the various 


efforts in the past have been too much ill- 
directed to do much good. 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
had a hard time to keep up with the 
demand for the Pan-American stamps, 
They were printing 2,500,000 per day 
and requisitions came in from the post 
offices to the tune of 5,000,000 per day. 
And yet some of the papers say the issue 
is not appreciated.

The Campaign. 


The D. P. A. elections are over and the 
results, while satisfactory to the majority, 
will of course be contrary to the wishes of 
those who voted “or the defeated candidates, 

The campaign just closed has been one 
of the hardest the D. P. A. has ever seen. 
A number of disgruntled office seekers set 
themselves up as the D. P. A. Reform(?)

They 
even stooped to falsehood in the endeavor 
to secure election, and their literature was 
full of libellous statements for which they 
will have to answer later. These reform- 
ers(?) were not manly enough to send us 
(Starnaman Bros.) any of their letters but, 
thanks to our friends, we received them 
promptly. Regarding this Mr. Ussher, in 
a letter of June 24th says ‘I knew it was 
unnecessary to do so but did not think you 
would get it as soon as you evidently did.” 

It is interesting to note that while all 
their matter denounced us in the vilest and 
most ungentlemanly language, still most of 
it contained a few words of praise for us, 
In the supplement to the B. S. P. we find 
the charge against us of two men holding 
five offices. This is untrue as we only held 
three—Secy-Treas. (one office), Trusteeand 
Official Organ. The next paragraph says 
“these officers (particularly Starnaman 
Bros.) have looked out for the interests of 
the society. If we have what is the need 
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of reform? 

The next received was a card stating 
that we held the three offices mentioned 
above (probably forgetting they stated five 
before). This card also said the Bay State 
Phil. would give three free exchange noti- 
ces as if votes were to be bought by a few 
ads and not secured on the merits of the 
paper. 

The cap sheaf of the trash sent out was 
a booklet of twelve pages 43 x 54 inches of 
which seven were filled with a concoction 
of falsehood and slander and occasionally a 
word of praise regarding the growth of our 
glorious society. One paragraph is given 
to the centralization of power at Berlin. 
It is for the best interests of the society 
that the offices of Secy-Treas and official 
organ are in one city. All copy for official 
organ should be in by the 20th of each 
month, but it often happens that applica- 
tions or reports received as late as the 28th 
get in as the D. P. A. forms are held open 
until the last and the Secy-Treas being 
right on the spot ean insert them, whereas 
if he were living in another town it would 
necessitate a delay of a month. F. L 
Weaver came by his position honestly and 
is as much entitled to the office as a mem- 
ber residing in any other part of Canada. 
When a committee on Constitution was 
wanted, Mr. A. M. Muirhead appointed 
Mr. Weaver and ourselves as we had long 
been active members, and being acquain- 
ted with every clause of the constitution, 
Mr. Wurtele saw fit to appoint the same 
committee again when changes were to be 
made. The reformers(?) forgot when 
speaking of centralization that Mr. Gile, 
is President, Trustee and pub. of Official 
Organ for Bay State Phil. Ass’n., also 
Sales Supt and Off. Organ of Junior Phila- 
telists. This is worse than Starnaman 
Bros. 

The charge is also made that we do the 
printing for the society. We do, but all 
prices have been submitted to the Presi- 
dent before the work was done, except in 
the case of repeat orders which were done 
at the same price. We have always done 
the printing for the society 20% cheaper 
than we would do it for any one else and 
ono2 when tenders were asked for, our

prices were found to be 50% lower than q 


most of the offers. : 
W. A. Starnaman is charged with threa- 
tening to expel members and forcing them 
to apologize. 
cles derogatory to the interests of the 
association and was asked to retract the 
statement or suffer the consequences of the 
constitution. Mr. Gile wrote that he had 
previously apologized to the President, 
although we never asked him to do so. 
Any person whe saw Mr. Ussher’s actions 
at the convention at St. Catharines where 


he worked against the interests of the 


society although only a member a few 
months would be convinced that there are 
far better men for trustees than he is. 

For official organ the Reform(?) Party 
asked for votes for the Bay State Philatelist 
a paper whieh doubled numbers twice in- 
four consecutive months in 1900. They 
state that the publishers of the ApvocaTE 
refuse the association space without extra _ 
charge. This is false, as we give unlimi- 
ted space for official matter, and defy the 
reformers(?) to show where we charged one 
cent more than we were entitled to. When 
the Philatelic Canadian was official organ 
the Auction Dept. was started by Mr. I. E 
Weldon, then President. He made a rule 
that the official organ should receive 5c for 
each lot advertised and we took the official 
organship on these terms. Later we made ~ 
arrangemeprts to give one column free and 
get 5c a lot for all over that amount but 
we never charged anything extra although 
at times the limit was exceeded. It is am- 
using to note the following paragraph in 
the same booklet in which they are trying 
to raise a quarrel. ‘‘It is a matter of sat- 
isfaction and congratulation to know that 
the life of our association has been one of 
steady growth and continued success. We 
have thus far been noticeably free from 
quarrels and contentions, from schisms, 
political deals and boss denomination.” 

Space will not permit a more lengthy 
explanation but in closing we may say that 


we hope those who voted reform(?) will re- © 


main members long enough to find out the 
reform(?) leaders in their true characters. 
The vote shows that the members don’t 
wish reform(?) yet.

IT paid Mr. Marshall Olson’s first claim 
of 2.75 out on above gain and now have 
$7.38 on hand. There is another circuit 
now out which ought to make the depart- 
ment at least a dollar richer. 1 will for- 
ward this money to the secretary to be 
used towards paying claims of members 
who suffered through substitution. The

A thief at the Buffalo Exposition made 
a truty juicy haut in stamps from the 
official exhibit, getting pretty nearly com- 
plete sets of the postal issues, ineluding 
the errors and high value State Depart- 
ment stamps. 

The Marchand ‘‘remainders” have been 
turned over to an agent in Chicago for sale 
and are offered by him for $2.50, the set 
has a nominal face value of 21} cents. 
Eighty sheets of each value were printed 
and delivered about the beginning of the 
fiscal year, so there will be a plentiful 
supply of sets. :

_ There is some dissatisfaction at the 
o action of the government in declining to 
_ redeem the obsolete revenue stamps in less 
- amounts than $2, but after all, this is a 
reasonable minimum. The documentary 
_ stamps are still available to some extent 
_ and can be disposed of in almost all cases, 
while the proprietary stamps should be in 
_ the hands of druggists mostly and these 
_ can turn them over to the wholesaler. 
_ Banks are almost always willing to take 
_ over the stamps and forward them for re- 
demption, as an accomodation, 

a In the standard catalogue there are a 
_ number of entires of the stamps of one 
country used in another country. The 
: stamps of Chile used in Peru, the C. E. F. 
_ stamps of India, Antigua stamps ysed in 
_ St. Kitts, and mamy others. To this list 
should now be added the stamps of the 
_ United States used in Cuba, Porto Rico 
_ and the Philippines. Of course this does 
not refer to the overprinted stamps, but to 
_ the regular United States stamp, the only 
! proof of the peculiar use of which is in the 
_ postmark. Of necessity these stamps must 
_be collected on the original cover, or at 
_ least so much of it as will show' the post- 
mark. War was declared with Spain on 
Apr. 21, 1898, and the armies of the 
_ United States landed in Cuba June 22, in 
the Philippines June 30, and in Porto 
Rico July 11. As the administration of 
each postoffice was changed from Spanish 
_ to American control with the forward 
~ march of the invaders, the Spanish stamps 
, gave place to the stamps of our own men. 
- On August 1898, the peace protocol was 
_ signed, and about this time, or a little 
before, the use of the overprinted stamps 
M 


is 
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was begun. The plain Stamps still con- 
tinued in use, however, and at no time 
from the landing of our army to the date 
when the islands were formally transferred 
from Spain (this of course applies only to 
Porto Rico and the Philippines) has there 
been a time when the ordinary stamp of 
the U. 5S. would not frank « letter. The 
use of them during the two months 
between the invasion by our troops and 
the sigoning of the protocol, ‘while the 
islands were Spanish property, and the 
following period to March 1899 while we 
held the land by possession! entitle the 
stamps of the United States used during 
that period to be entered in the catalo~ue 
under the headings of ‘‘Porto Rico” and 
“Cuba” and “Philippines,” in the same 
as the stamps of various South African 
colonies are listed under Cape Colony by 
reason of their use in Mafeking besieged. 
The land belonged to Spain, Spanish 
stamps were not available, and United 
States stamps were used, not only by our 
men, but by everyone, native or foreigner, 
who desired to use the mails, 

The varieties of stamps used in this way 
are many, and stamp available for postage 
in the United States seems to have been 
used here, the Omaha issue is quite plenti- 
ful and the writer has seen the 2 cent of 
1890. The ‘“‘Coamo” stamp, issued in de- 
fault of United States stamps, is listed 
properly. Why not these? 

Somewhat the sime line of reasoning 
may be applied to the use of United States 
stamps by our troops in China, which cor- 
respond to the C. E. F. stamps of the 
British troops in China. 

The sensation of the month in philatelic 
circles here is the passing of the Seott 
Stamp & Coin Co. as the leading stamp 
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firm. By its consolidation with the Amer- 
can Collectors Co. and the New England 
Stamp Co. a new power of capital, far in 
advance of rivals, has been formed, but 
everyone will miss the familiar name. 

The sudden demise of Redfields Philatelic 
Post was a matter of much comment, but 
the news of its purchase hy and consolida- 
tion with Mekeel’s Weekly will explain. 
The Mekeel Publishing Co. has been incor- 
porated under the laws of the state of New 
York. It isa closed corporation, consist- 
ing of Messrs Mekeel (I. A.), Redfield and 
Severn. 

J. M. Bartels, the dealer and authority 
on entire envelopes has moved from Wash- 
ington to 230 Washington St., Boston. 
He follows in the steps of Mr. Rothfuchs 
who some years since left the Capital for 
the Hub. 


STAMPS STOLEN. 

Buffalo, N. Y., July 6.—A daring thief 
made his way into the government building 
at the exposition at midnight, July 4, pass- 
ed the four guards, and stole $4,000 worth 
of stamps from the postoffice exhibit. 
These were rare, uncanceled stamps, com- 
posing a collection of the issue of this gov- 
ernment from the first issue to the Pan-

My Experience 
As a Stamp Collector. 
A True Story of a Colleetor. 


BY JOHN W. MOOTS, 


Last summer while reading the exchange 
notices in the weekly newspapers I saw 
that a number offered stamps in exchange 
for bieyle and wateh coupons. One writer 
offered a three dollar and five hundred dol- 
lar documentary stamp for a certain num- 
ber of coupons. Ag I had never seen a five 
hundred dollar stamp I sent the coupons 
and received the stamps which looked so 
nice that I continued to exchange with 
others. A short time after, I received a 
dealers price list which convinced me that 
there was something in postage stamps. I 
ordered several packets and also stamps 
on approval. Collecting then became a 
fascinating pursuit and as my _ stamps 
began to accumulate I conceived the idea 
of putting each separate country in an en- 
velope. The unused stamps appealed to 
my fancy and I began to buy and exchange 
for them only. I was now buying from 
about fifty dealers. One dealer gave me 
fifty stamps free for buying five dollars 
worth from his sheets. A dealer who 
had mostly South Americans promised me 
a subscription to a stamp paper. His 
stamps looked so grand I bought seven 
dollars worth from him. Many of my 
stamps were perforated on three sides only 


but I did not know the difference. 

In the first stamp paper I ever received, 
I snapped at what I thought was a great 
bargain ‘‘One thousand stamps for ten 
large copper U. S. cents.” In return I 
recived a bundle with about sixteen 
officially sealed stamps on it. I thought I 
had a prize, but when I opened it, I found 
a lot of old torn and mutilated one and 
two cent U. S. present issue. Another 
fellow offered a bargain for a dime before 
1839; this was as bad as the other lot, so 
I put them in envelopes and sent them 
back. I wrote to the publishers of the 
paper and the ad never appeared again. 
Another dealer offered a stamp catalogued 
eight dollars for four dollars to the one 
who first applied for his sheets. I sent the 
money and the stamp came. It appeared 
all right but had a little paper stuck on 
the back. I soaked it off and found the 
stamp in three parts; I sent it back and 
threatened to take action against him but 
found that he had defrauded several deal- 
ers and got away. 

I had no doubt as to the genuiness of my 
stamps and having heard of a friend whe 
was a collector I took my stamps to him 
to see if they were all right. When he 
saw them he laughed and explained that 
the majority of my South American stamps 
were counterfeits, and also some of the 
other republics. I began to think that I 
was a fool to waste my money—it amount- 
ed to about seventy dollars,—but after a 
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few days reflection I decided to try again. 

I went to New York and bought an In- 
ternational Stamp Album and was advised 
to get a philatelic paper. I got one and 
then subscribed for fifteen of them and 
began to learn more about my stamps. I 
am now buying from ten dealers every 
month and exchanging stamps and coupons 
with fifty persons besides. 

Most of the dealers advertise 334% and 
50% off and prices marked lower than cat- 
alogue. If you buy a stamp catalogued 
$20.00 and take it to a dealer he offers you 
$2.00 for it, so I came to the conclusion 
that the catalogue must be a humbug. 


The best stamps I have received have 
been through exchanging. I received a 
13 cent and a 5 cent Hawaiian Islands 
1851-1852, which I understand are very 
valuable, and also a full set of Documen- 
tary stamps, series 1898, and I must con- 
fess that the exchanges are more honest 
than the dealers. 
through some pretty hard luck when a

person is crooked. 


On one of my days off, I was introduced 
to a philatelic writer, and I thought that 
this was my chance to learn something 
about stamps, but, to my surprise he did 
not have twenty-five dollars worth of 
stamps in his album and still that same 
man will have the nerve to write artieles 
on stamps. Once I tried a new scheme. 
I answered two ads of dealers selling 
foreign stamps of the same series, unused, 
One set cost $1.00 and the other $6.00. I 
sent them toa friend in the place where 
the stamps came from to have them tested, 
When he presented them to the officials 
they were going to imprison him for hav- 
ing counterfeit stamps in his possession. 
I received the genuine set back which cost 


one dollar. The other was kept by the 
government. I was out $6.00. Then I 
thought of the old saying, ‘‘What fools 
these mortals be.” 


I have now over four thousand varieties, 
but I find it is no pleasant task to discover 
the difference between a counterfeit and a 
genuine stamp. A person must be temper- 
ate and have patience and then he can see 
the bright side of philately. I am now 
getting along first class with the aid of the 
philatelic papers. I can now tell the diff- 
erence between lithographed or engraved 
stamps, take the paper off without damag- 
ing the stamp, and pick out any shade. 
Collecting has also learned mea great deal 
about geography, history and counting in 
foreign languages. A short time ago I 
started ten young men and girls in stamps 
by giving them each 250 stamps. If all 
advanced philatelists would do the same 
and have patience and teach the beginner, 
we would not have so many fake dealers 
with big displays in the philatelic papers, 
but more honest ones. They are not in it 
for the benefit of their health but for gold. 
if there were more honest dealers we would 
have more collectors as when they get 
“bit” once they generally give up collect- 
ing. 

The next thing I noticed was societies. 
It appears to me that in many cases a 
dealer buys a book, charges ten cents in- 
itiation fee and places your name in the 
book, then for 25c or 50c a year you are 
entitled to all rights and privileges. In 
the first place the officers and members do 
not know one another. The President 
may live in Callfornia, the Secretary in 
Washington, the Sales Supt in Illinois, 
etc. When could they get together and 
have a meeting? ITam a member of the. 


EE ee AM Ee 


Dominion Philatelic Association and am 
willing to be educated to be a vood phila- 
telist and an honest one—no faker. My 
advice to beginners is to buy w good album, 
subscribe to five or six good philatelic 
papers and you can usually get the names 
of honest dealers and exchanges. Gotoa 
friend who has a collection and he will tell 
you about perforations, counterfeits, 
shades, etc., and you will not be skinned 
out of your money. 
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Tam going to organize a stamp associa- 
tion in Hoboken N. J. At present I have 
12 or 14 young men who have promised to 
join. I believe a local society is good for 
the beginner. If there are not enough 
members in one place let two or three 
towns join hands. 

T hope the beginners will not be beaten 
as bad as I have been, but will take a little 
lesson from what I have written and be on 


the lookout for frauds.

When we commenced the publication of 
the ApvocarEr there were few papers that 
appeared on time, especially in Canada, 
so we made it our main endeavor never to 
appear out of the month of date. In this 
we have been successful, thus accomplish- 
ing something never done by a Canadian 
paper and by few in the U. S. viz: the 
publication of sixty-one numbers without 
missing a number, doubling a number or 
appearing outside of the month which the 
paper was dated.

We have not come 
to this decision hastily—we have been con- 
templating the move for several months. 
We wish to thank our many friends for the 
support given us in the way of advertising 
and manuscript. 

We have made many friends through 
the ApvocaTE and trust that our discon- 


tinuation will in no wise affect this friend- 
ship. To thank each person individually 
would be a task too great to attempt.

Stray Notes.

One reason for the popularity of the 
_ stamps of Iceland is the small number of 
_ varieties it has issued, forty-one, including 
varieties of perforation but not including 
shades and the imperf. varieties which 
collectors seldom pay any attention to. 

Another reason for their popularity 
_ among our fraternity is their non specula- 
tive character which is all the more ad- 
mired because of the speculative issues 
which so many small stamp issuing 
countries and colonies are continually 
grinding out in order to fill their depleted 
coffers out of our pocket books. Still 
another reason is the small sum it takes to 
get this country complete. Its scarcest 
stamps catalogue from $2.50 to $5.00. 

To collectors of small means the Euro- 
pean countries offer a fine field as a good 
showing can be made at a small cost. 
The recent issues of the various European 
powers are in many cases pretty and 
artistic and this will no doubt make this 
class of stamps more popular among the 
younger class of collectors who go in for 
beauty to a large extent. 

The dumping on the market of some 
where near a quarter of a million Haytian 
remainders has caused a drop in the prices 
of some of these coveted stamps. 

Some collectors and dealers who have a 
good stock of these stamps will no doubt 
feel injured because of the decline in prices 

but the average collector should exult as 
it will enable him to secure quite a num- 
ber of stamps cheaper than he could have 


obtained them if the remainders haa been 


destroyed as was the case with the Hawa- 
jians recently burned. 
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Aids to Transportation. 
As gleaned from a stamp collection.

Many important means of transportation 
are pictured on the stamps in our albums, 
and it is very interesting to look them up 
and compare with one another the stamps 
bearing these designs. 

We might begin with some of the earliest 
means of transportation, viz: camels and 
pack mules. We can see these respectively 
on the ‘‘Soudan Camel Post” and the Mex- 
ican 1895 4c. 
we notice the elephant, one of the princi- 
pal beasts of burden in India. 


On the issues of Sirmoor 


Next in 
order we have the stage coach and wigon- 


trains used in the West. We see a typical 


coach on the Mexican 1895 10c, aad on the 
10c Omaha we have a 
“prairie schooner” as these wagons are 
called. Pictures of locomotives are found 
on the stamps of New Brunswick, United 
States and Queensland. These are all old 
fashioned but more modern types are 
shown in Salvador and Honduras. A very 
unique one is depicted on the Uruguny Se, 
1895 stamp in which the engine has only 
one large driving wheel. The latest 
addition to locomotive stamps is the 2 cent 
Pan American. ‘The automobile is aiso 
found in this set. 

So far we have only mentioned land 
transportation but turning to ships we find 
on the commemorative issues of U. 8S. New- 
foundland, Portugal and Argentine views 
of ships dating 1492-98, used by the early 
explorers Columbus, Cabot and Vasco de 
Gama. Onthe Chinese and Borneo stamps 
may be seen bouts which are extensively 
used in the Asiatic coasting trade. Next 
is the full rigged vessel on issues of British 
Guiana. When steam took the place of 
sails we have the side-wheel steamship on 
the 123¢ New Brunswick stamp, and lastly 
comes the modern screw steamer on the 
10c Pan American and 5c Cuban.
